A West Virginia-bred yearling by War Front paced the handful of regional-bred horses 
at Fasig-Tipton’s Saratoga Selected yearlings sale Aug 6-7 in Saratoga Springs, NY. 

L Bred by Buck Woodson, the colt out of the Old Trieste mare Dancing Trieste 
sold for $675,000 to Demi O’Byrne, agent, for Ireland’s powerful Coolmore operation¬ 
setting a record for a West Virginia-bred sales yearhng. The colt fetched the seventh- 
highest price of the two-day sale, which was topped by a $1,575,000 fiUy by MedagHa 
d’Oro out of champion Wait a While. Woodson sold the colt as a weanling for $190,000 
at Keeneland November to Kingsbury Stables. At Saratoga, HiU ’n’ Dale Sales Agency 
consigned the February foal as agent. Woodson stiU owns Dancing Trieste, who is in 
foal to Colonel John. 

Other regional results at Saratoga were mixed, with three yearhngs selling. Nick de 
Meric paid $230,000 for a Pennsylvania-bred colt by Street Sense out of Smart and 
Fancy. Another Pennsylvania-bred, a Kitten’s Joy filly out of One Lucky Storm went to 
Michael Dubb for $95,000 via private sale. A Virginia-bred filly by Speightstown out of 
Promote Business brought $200,000 from Bortolazzo Stable. The lone Maryland-bred 
at Fasig-Tipton Saratoga did not sell.

The Smiths usually foal their mares at 
their New Jersey farm, but the Sky Mesa 
filly was born at Derry Meeting Farm in 
Cochranville, Pa.

Where’s Bob, now 29, competed on the first Maryland Million Day 
program In 1986 and finished third in the Turf. 


W here’s Bob has an air about him. Even 
before owner Dana Weaver begins to 
fill in the blanks about her 29-year- 
old gelding’s history, it’s easy to get a sense 
that this horse’s story would be a book not 


easily put down. Still dignified and elegant, 
it’s easy to conjure a vision of Bob’s human 
alter ego. He’s the octogenarian in vintage 
Brooks Brothers sipping 1968 Glendronach 
out of a Waterford rocks glass while chatting 


about his relatives’ sailing excursion 
with those lovely people on the 
Mayflower. 

It would be hard to fault him for 
boasting a bit. Bred by Allaire 
duPont, Where’s Bob was foaled at 
herWoodstockFarmin Chesapeake 
City, Md., on May 9, 1983. His sire 
was a local guy—Grade 1 stakes 
winner Akureyri, who stood just 
down the road at Windfields Farm, 
then home of Northern Dancer. 
Akureyri came from good people 
himself, sired by Buckpasser out of 
the Northern Dancer mare Royal 
Statute. Where’s Bob’s dam, Mari 
Her, was a daughter of Maribeau 
(*Ribot—Cosmah, by Cosmic 
Bomb), a half-brother to both Halo 
and Tosmah. Out of duPont’s 
homebred Hem and Haw (Double 
Jay), Mari Her was a half-sister to 
stakes winners American History 
(Tom Rolfe) and Delaware Chief 
(Chieftain). And Delaware Chief, 
Bob would wink as he pointed out, 
was co-owned by OP Blue Eyes 
himself, Frank Sinatra. 

Bob’s sibhngs weren’t exactly 
slouches either. Shiner, by Two 
Punch, was the dam of Shiny Band 
(Dixieland Band) and Shine Again 
(Wild Again). Stakes winner Shiny 
Band banked $391,384. A multiple 
Grade 1 winner of $1,271,840, 
Shine Again was the Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year of 2003. 

DuPont was renowned for 
her habit of naming her horses 
after friends and special people in 
her hfe, and Where’s Bob was no 
exception. 

‘‘He was named for one of 
the Woodstock farm employees,” 
Weaver told. “He’s stiU ahve—Bob 
Morris. He was the farm [property] 
manager for 40 years. Bob was 
I always busy, off doing something, 
I so Allaire would always be asking 
5 ‘Where’s Bob?’ That was the big 
s joke.” 

Sent to the barn of AUen Jerkens, 
Where’s Bob wore the storied 
gray and yellow silks of duPont’s 
Bohemia Stable made famous by 
five-time Horse of the Year Kelso. 
Scoring at first asking, he was win, 
place or show in his first seven 
career starts, including a third in 
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his first stakes appearance at Laurel Park on Oct. 18, 1986, on 
the inaugural Maryland MiUion card. Ridden that day by Jean Luc 
Samyn, Where’s Bob finished third behind Northern Dancer’s 
offspring Glow and Air Dancer in the Maryland Million Turf for 
3-year-olds. If he’s not the oldest Maryland Million runner still 
living. Where’s Bob would be one of a very small handful hnked 
to that inaugural event. 

Where’s Bob spent two seasons in Jerkens’ barn before a 
bowed tendon sent him back home at the end of 1987. DuPont 
then sent him to her son-in-law, the late Dr. Wilham Wright 
III, for rehabilitation. Rested for a year and a half. Where’s Bob 
returned to the races in May 1989 with Wright as his trainer, but 
after three dismal efforts he returned to the farm for good. In 20 
lifetime outings, his record was 4-4-3 with $82,310 earned. 

And that’s where Dana Weaver came in. Weaver and her fiance, 
Vernon Metcalfe, met Wright through a mutual connection and 
struck up a friendship. After dinner at Weaver’s Oxford, Pa., farm 
one evening, Wright made a decision. 

‘‘Bob needs to come live with you gnys,” the veterinarian told 
Weaver. 

A rider since childhood, the North East, Md., native had a 
few pleasure horses at home. Wright decided that the tidy, well- 
appointed barn with ample mrnout was the perfect simation for 
the 16.2-hand chesmut, then 7. Weaver agreed, and Where’s Bob 
has been with her for 22 years. 

Weaver’s idea was to mrn Bob into a pleasure and perhaps 
show horse. 

“Doc thought she could make him into a nice jumper,” Metcalfe 
said. Bob’s idea bore no resemblance whatsoever to Weaver’s plan. 
“She rode him a httle bit,” Metcalfe went on, “but he’d just plant 
his feet and say ‘I don’t hke this.’ ” 

No matter. Bob happily settled into the good life with the 
Appaloosa and Quarter Horse cross that Weaver had for many 
years. Outliving them both, he’s been the only horse on the 
property since. 

“My last horse died in 2001. He’s a little bossy, but he loves 
his mule friends at the Amish farm next door,” Weaver said. 
Remarkably healthy and robust, Bob’s a big solid guy with 
substantial bone. His only obvious concession to his age are the 
white “birdcatcher” spots that cover his bright red coat. 

“His favorite place to stand in the field is up there by the road,” 
Metcalfe said. “Amish buggies go by all the time. He watches 
everything, and there’s a nice bree 2 e. Snowstorms, he’ll be out in 
it. But one little fly, and he comes back down to his fan or he’ll 
come over and want you to remove it for him. But he gets plenty 
of attention. Everyone’s a friend.” 

Turns out that one of his friends is a very old friend. Bonnie 
Baynes, who galloped Where’s Bob for Wright, hves a mile down 
the road and drives by every day with a beep of her horn and 
a “Hi Bob!” for her old mount. Weaver and Metcalfe are still in 
touch with Allaire duPont’s daughter, Lana duPont Wright, as well 
as Bob Morris. 

“Where’s Bob is just living the good life now,” said Weaver. “He 
never went too far from home, came back to his birthplace, and 
everyone is still connected because of him.” 

Metcalfe jumped in, needing to add a post-script. “Oh she 
spoils him,” he said in mock aggravation. “Listen to this. I had to 
go to the emergency room last December; I thought I was dying. 
And she said ‘Well let me take care of the horse first. . W

Editorial

Show time 
at the track 


I n the movie Field of Dreams^ Kevin 
Cosmer’s character Ray Kinsella hears 
a voice, ‘‘If you build it, he will come’’ 
and creates a baseball diamond in an Iowa 
cornfield. Pure Hollywood and as hokey 
as a fairytale, the film nevertheless became 
a testament to chasing an idea that might 
otherwise seem irrational or unreasonable. 
There will be no movie, but 
Georganne Hale, Stacie Clark-Rogers and 
the rest of the team behind Pimlico Race 
Course’s Totally Thoroughbred Horse 
Show should aU take a bow Just because 
they thought it might work, they hatched 
an idea and carved a horse show out of 
the infield of a racetrack. And boy did 
they come for the July 14 event. 

Horses, riders, people, volunteers 
made for a special one-day show that 
at once showcased the versatility of the 
Thoroughbred horse and the dedication 
of the people in the Thoroughbred 
industry. Hale, Clark-Rogers and company 
turned an idea into a hit with Htde more 
than hard work and enough resources to 
make it possible. 

Nearly 300 horses participated in the 
show, surpassing the original estimate 
of 60 tossed out by Hale. The numbers 
swelled the logistics, but the show came 
off without a real hitch-delighting 
participants and ensuring a future. 

When people talk about second 
careers for Thoroughbreds and the 
phght of ex-racehorses, outside agencies 
(retirement farms, horse rescues and the 
Uke) are frequently the first discussion 
point. Maybe racing should start closer 
to home. If a horse show at Pimlico can 
attract 300 Thoroughbreds in its first year, 
how far could the concept go at other 
racetracks in other states and in other 
regions? Thoroughbred classes and shows 
are popping up at various venues, but 
half the attraction of the Pimlico show 


had to be the venue as many riders were 
infrequent show participants. Trainer 
Li 22 ie Merryman rode. Maryland Hunt 
Cup-winning riders Li 2 McKnight and 
John Bosley rode. I doubt they show up 
for many Thoroughbred horse shows 
somewhere other than Pimhco. 

Beyond the veterans, think about the 
children who participated. They’ve ridden 
at other shows, no doubt, but they left 
Pimlico with a memory-they rode at the 
home of the Preakness. The best part 
about Pimlico’s show were the horses who 
reappeared. I watched St. Ehas compete 
on the flat and over steeplechase fences. 
He won a stakes at Woodbine and started 
in a Grade 2 as a flat horse, then won 
three more times as a steeplechaser. In 
retirement, he became a foxhunter and-in 
July at Pimhco-a show horse, at age 22. 

Now that’s a horse with a second (or 
third, or fourth) career. 

The challenge will be to build on the 
concept. Already Thoroughbred shows 
are gaining momentum, thanks in part to 
Pimhco’s success. Racetracks can surely 
get involved. New York’s Saratoga Race 
Course plays host to a horse show—not 
just Thoroughbreds — each spring. The 
concept would work at Delaware Park, 
where a horse show community thrives at 
nearby Carousel Farm and the track closes 
its racing schedule for several months 
every year. 

So here’s to the second, third, fourth, 
fifth and beyond editions of the Totally 
Thoroughbred Horse Show at Pimhco, 
and here’s to the first edition at a few 
more Thoroughbred venues around the 
region. 

Hale and Clark-Rogers have already 
done much of the work so use the 
blueprint and start building.

Thoroughbred durability debate continues^ 
despite long-lasting examples 


T he aging, nearly wliite gelding with a questionable-looking tendon 
and a tumor growing in the center of his forehead did not look the'^ 
part as one of the most popular horses in training. But Port Conway 
Lane had one of the biggest followings in the Mid-Atlantic in the early 
1980s. His story made the national news in Sports Illustrated, The New York 
Times and The Washington Post. He-^even appeared on CBS Sunday Morning 
with Charles Kuralt and Good Morning America. 


When the gelding finally called it ^a 
career in the faU of 1983, it camF after his 
242nd start. He won 52 races (and was sec¬ 
ond or third in another 75). He competed 
to^e 14. 

Port Conway Lane's trainer,- King 
Leatherbury, firsr^^ liis hands bn him as 
a yearling, after Bill Stokes purchased the 
gray for^7,000 in 'th^ fall atJKeeneland. 
Leadierbury had him in his barn for the

majority of 13 years. At the time of the 
gelding’s '5Gth career win, the trainer 
declared: “He’s hke me in that neither of 
us wants to diink' about retiring. They’re 
going to have to carry me out of the tracks 
on a stretcher some day, and Port Conway 
Lane is the same way. This is liis Hfe.” 

Port Conway Lane’s careei^was news¬ 
worthy then. . . it’s unheard of today In 
die continual debatQ.jibout Thoroughbred 


racing’s fumre in the United States, much 
focus is on the fragility of the breed. 
And numbers seem to bear that out, for 
there may never again be a horse Hke Port 
Conway Lane. 

The gray gelding is just one of many 
durable runners found over the last centu¬ 
ry. The majority weren’t household names, 
but they definitely knew how to ply their 
trade. Numbers jump out when reading 


Hsts compiled by the Thoroughbred Times 
for ks 20,09, statistical annual, the Racing 
Almanac^ which ranked horses with the 
most wins, by decade of year of birth. 
In the 1931-1940 bracket, Hiblaze (a foal 
of 1935) raced 14 years, made 406 starts 
(a record of any horse in the U.S. in any 
decade), won 79 times and earned aU of 
$32,647. 

In the 1970s, Maryland-bred Time to 
Bid (a foal of 1975) led the Hst with 50 
wins from 179 starts in a 12-year career 
(and earned $241,247). There were con¬ 
temporaries of Time to Bid with more 
starts but not as many wins. By the decade 
of 1991 to 2000, getting to the top of the 
Hst meant winning 39 times, and none of 
those runners made as many as 150 starts. 

^ere those long ago iron horses flukes? 
Are horses' today really that,much softer?-

of a career?

This past winter, when Maryland-bred 
gelding El Bomba won at Turfway Park 
while making his 100th start, the accom- 
pHshment of his 15tli career "wiiT made 
news. But diere have been many/tiorses 
in recent years based in the ^id-A Han tic 
region who have started far more times, 
had more wins, and at le^ one, the 
Virginia-bred Band Performance, won his 
100th start (it was his win, number 22). 

What makes these horses tick? ^Are 
there things in common? 

Leatherbury easily recaUs Port Conway 
Lane. “He \vas tough, he was hardy. . . he 
never even bucked shins. I'^went on with 
him as a 2-ye^old and 3-year-old, and just 
kept on running him.” 

As a yearhl^ Port Conway Lane was 
somewhat of a laughing-stock. “The owner 
.bought him down in Kentucky,” recalled 
Leatherbury. “I didn’t pick the horse out, 
the owner picked him out himself because 
he was gray. After we got him, the joke 
was at the time—we ..were having these 
big claiming wars and John Tammaro was 
one^of my ‘enemies’ so fo speak-and he 
[Tammaro] was down at the sale; and this 
horse had had an injury to his tendon as a 
yearhng, which Mr. Stokes never even saw. 

“After he bought tlie horse, Tammaro 
came out back where the horses are all 
Hned up to go in and he starts laughing 
and says ‘Leatherbury’s owner just bought 
a bowed horse.’ It was ironic that the 
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One of the original iron horses, Seabiscuit made 35 starts at 2.

horse turned out to be one 
of the soundest horses ever 
known.” 

Parx Racing-based trainer 
Andy Carter has had ‘‘Ener- 
gi 2 er bunnies” who also have 
not looked the part, includ¬ 
ing Dildei, a Gate Dancer 
gelding who launched his 
career as a 3-year-old in 1994 
and found his way to Carter’s 
shedrow in April 2001. 

“I only trained him as a 
10 or 11-year-old and I won 
six races with him [from 26 
starts]. And not at the bot¬ 
tom either,” said Carter. 

Adding the 10-year-old 
gelding to his barn wasn’t due 
as much to the horse’s abihty, 
but as a matter of necessity, 
said the trainer. 

^dt was around stall appli¬ 
cation time, and you have 
to have horses to maintain 
your stalls. He was run¬ 
ning for about $5,000, and 
he was just kind of honest 
and not something you’d get 
hurt with, so I claimed him 
just to put him in a stall,” 
said Carter. ‘‘Then we lost 
him, and I claimed him back. 

Got a httle attached to him. 

I was the one who retired 
him. He won his first two 
starts of the [final] year, but 
halfway through, he hadn’t 
won another one, so I retired 
him.” 

For his career, racing 
through age 11, Dildei made 
122 starts. He won 23, was 
second in 18 and third in 23. 

“I don’t think there is real¬ 
ly anything in common with 
horses who run a long time, 
other than they are sound 
enough to compete,” Carter 
said. “Dildei was a heavy 
bodied horse but with really 
frail tiny legs. You wouldn’t 
think he would make 100 and 
some starts.” 

❖ 

Gone are the days of horses making an 
average of 20 or, amazingly, 30-plus starts 
a year. From the 1930s to the mid-1970s, a 
number of such runners could be found. 
And it wasn’t necessarily cheap claiming 
horses. During his fabled career, Seabiscuit 
started 35 times as a 2-year-old in 1935, 
from stakes to claiming races.

The mighty Round Table made 22 
starts during his 3-year-old season in 
1957, captured 11 stakes, set track records 
when winning the Blue Grass Stakes and 
Hawthorne Gold Cup, equaled the track 
record in the Hollywood Gold Cup, and 
swept to victory in the United Nations 
Handicap on his way to being named 
champion grass horse. 

But have training methods and philoso¬ 
phies contributed to fewer starts? 


‘You don’t run them to 
death, that helps a lot,” said 
Laurel Park-based trainer Rob 
Bailes, who won’t shy away 
from claiming older runners. 

Damon Dilodovico fol¬ 
lows a similar philosophy. In 
addition to claiming older 
horses for his Bowie-based 
operation, he has had young 
horses come to him and 
remain in the barn for a 
decade. 

“We tend to space their 
starts out,” Dilodovico said 
of the horses he affectionate¬ 
ly refers to as “the geriatrics.” 

Bailes had two well-known 
local competitors, Tyaskin 
and Fox’s Flyjinsky, enter his 
barn over the age of 8 and go 
on to make dozens of starts 
for owner Marshall Dowell. 

Tyaskin, bred in Maryland 
by Frank and Ginny Wright, 
was claimed by Dowell and 
Bailes in May 2002 for 
$40,000 at Pimlico. The then 
9-year-old made 10 starts for 
the team that year, was lost in 
the claim box for $20,000 at 
Laurel in November, but was 
taken back in his next start (a 
win) on December 27. Over 
the next two years, Tyaskin 
raced 17 more times, and after 
dropping down the claiming 
ladder, was retired to Dowell’s 
farm in Virginia. Ty as kin’s 
career mark was 104 starts, 19 
wins, 19 seconds, 17 thirds 
and earnings of $529,718. 

Fox’s Flyjinsky, claimed for 
$25,000 in June 2002, raced 
until June 2006, making 30 
starts for Dowell and Bailes 
and winning seven times. He 
was retired at age 12, having 
gone to the post 94 times. He 
won his final outing, a mrf 
race for $4,500 claimers, at 
Colonial Downs. 

Let Me Be Frank, now 
10, has been with Dilodovico since owner 
Mark Lapidus spotted him at Laurel in 
early 2008 and claimed him for $5,000 that 
March. The gelded son of Awad was mak¬ 
ing his 82nd start. In the four years since, 
he has gone to the post 29 times, winning 
10, including two starter stakes, and earn¬ 
ing in excess of $140,000. In eight starts in 
2012 (through Aug. 12), he has recorded 
two wins, three seconds and a third.

"‘It’s a quicker turnover— 
get something younger 
and fresher.

And with all 
the rescue leagues that 
are now open—which 
is a good thing—I think 
we now have the option 
of finding them good 
homes or being able 
to retire them when 
they are 7 or 8.”

‘‘There is example of not 
a ton of starts” said Dilo- 
dovico. “And it all comes 
down to owners being patient 
enough to deal with less 
starts.” 

The oldest runner in the 
Dilodovico barn is Love's 
Strong Hart. Bred by the late 
John Hartner and sent to 
Dilodovico at 2, the 11 -year- 
old son of Not For Love 
hasn't broken the 100-start 
barrier, due to a couple of 
injuries — twice being stepped 
on in races—which kept him 
on the sidehnes for a total of 
about a year. But in his 71st 
and 72nd outings, in May and 
June at Charles Town, he fin¬ 
ished second twice and now 
has earned well over $500,000. 

Stakes-placed at 5 and 6, a 
stakes winner at 7 and 8, and 
third in a stakes at 9, Love's 
Strong Hart continues to race 
for the Harmer Family Trust. 

“I think that a lot of lighter 
training days have worked out 
for us. Putting fewer miles on 
them. I've had owners who 
would not be happy at aU 
making only seven or eight 
starts a year,” said Dilodovico. 

“But if they are seven or eight 
quality starts. . . if you ran 
14 times or 20 times, how 
many wins are you looking to 
get anyway? Probably a lesser 
number and your horse is 
going to last a lithe longer.” 

But could the racing office 
also have an effect on a run¬ 
ner's annual output? 

“I think back 10 or 15 
years ago they wrote a dif¬ 
ferent condition book where 
there weren't as many types 
of conditions and varieties of 
races,” said Carter. “And you 
could typically run the same 
horse every two weeks. 

“You didn't have to do a 
lot of training in between. 

You could race, then back off of them for 
two weeks. The way it is now, a race might 
come back in three weeks, and then if it 
doesn't go, you're looking at six weeks. So 
you have to train harder in between.” 

Carter noted he'll sometimes train older 
horses every other day to keep them look¬ 
ing forward to the work instead of dreading 
the daily grind. Morning miles add up, too. 


“That's what finally retired Whisde Pig," 
said Carter. “He could race all the time, but 
it was the morning miles that would beat 
him up a Htde bit.” The Carter-trained 
Whisde Pig retired earlier this year at age 8 
with earnings just $503 short of $1 million. 

“The way the condition books are writ¬ 
ten now, there are just not as many oppor¬ 
tunities for a horse. You find yourself 
falling in a trap of training them harder in 


the morning to maintain their 
fimess, where if you raced the 
horse, he's going to maintain 
it doing almost nothing for a 
couple of weeks,” said Carter. 

❖ 

“Blitzen was only about 15 
hands, and he was the nastiest 
creature anyone could pos¬ 
sibly come in contact with, 
except for with me,” said 
trainer Elisha Rathman-Perez 
of her former charge. Sun 
of a Blitzen. She knew the 
Pennsylvania-bred his entire 
Hfe —his breeders, Toni and 
Michael Kirwan were good 
friends. She purchased the 
gelding privately, at 12, from 
trainer WaUy Neilson early in 
2005. “Bhtzen put a couple 
of grooms in the hospital 
and Wally sold him to me for 
500 bucks because he just 
couldn't take him anymore,” 
said Rathman-Perez. 

Do tough personahties 
help contribute to a runner's 
longevity? 

Rathman-Perez, who 
rubbed the bay dynamo earh- 
er in his career when working 
for Scott Lake, believes Bht¬ 
zen had “the httie man syn¬ 
drome” because he was so 
tiny. “I think he was raised 
being doted on by women, so 
I think he didn't hke men, and 
loved ‘touchy feely.' I had no 
problems with him, and abso¬ 
lutely adored him, but he was 
dangerous.” 

Carter had a hardy runner 
with an entirely different out¬ 
look on hfe. Hold Hard came 
to Carter late in his career. 
The Pennsylvania-bred geld¬ 
ing ground out an average of 
nearly 16 starts annually-109 
times he went to the post 
over seven seasons, through 
age 8. And he could have kept 
going, according to Carter, who claimed 
him in 2008, midway through his 7-year- 
old season, for $5,000. 

“Hold Hard was happier than the law 
should aUow,” quipped the trainer. “He was 
cheap, along the hnes of Dildei—you know 
he'll eventually pay for himself and pick up 
checks. I think I did win one race with him, 
and seconds and thirds.” 
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Maryland-bred Tyaskin made 104 starts and 19 races.

The gelding, who once 
ran four times in a month, 
cracked a cannon bone in a 
hind leg in the fall of 2008. 

‘‘He was off the track for the 
first time that I know of,’’ 
said Carter. “He came back 
absolutely sound, had anoth¬ 
er couple of fourths, thirds, 
seconds, then he absolutely 
stopped running. 

“He retired sound. When 
he came back after the sur¬ 
gery, he ran a few seconds 
and thirds, then Philadelphia 
Park shut down for hke three 
weeks, and he had another 
little break, and I guess that 
gave him time enough to 
think ‘I was perfectly happy 
doing nothing for six months’ 
and then he just stopped run¬ 
ning. 

“But he’d come back 
[from the race] and be just as 
happy. It made the decision to 
give him away a little harder, 
but then in a way it didn’t 
because he could go on and 
do something else.” 

If personalities are quite 
different, are there certain 
physical attributes that make 
runners last? 

Sun of a Bhtzen’s body 
type may have been an asset 
in his career. “He was small¬ 
er,” Rathman-Perez said. 

“He had muscle tone, but he 
wasn’t a big, gorgeous looking 
thing. He was rather small, 
tiny and slimmer. He wasn’t a 
muscular little thing built Hke 
a Quarter Horse. . . he was 
more on the slender side. His 
bone structure was actuaUy 
smaller than a lot of horses.” 

Bailes’ duo of Tyaskin and 
Fox’s Flyjinsky were nothing 
Hke Sun of a BHtzen, and 
complete physical opposites 
of each other. 

“Tyaskin was more Hke a short Quarter 
Horse type, a speed horse, while Foxy was 
more a tall, lanky type,” he said. “It’s not 
etched in stone about what’s going to 
work. It’s just Hke going to the sales and 
buying 2-year-olds and yearHngs—you can 
find what you’re looking for, but until you 
put them out on the track who knows 
what’s going to happen? A lot has to do 
with the heart they have... that means a lot.” 
❖ 


The top five stalHons by progeny earn¬ 
ings in the nation in 2011 made an average 
of 10 starts during their careers. Often 
targeted when discussing durabihty, the 
Thoroughbred gene pool is filled with 
horses with short careers. When selecting 
for soundness and longevity, critics decry 
breeders for even considering such indi¬ 
viduals. 

Have breeders in recent decades hurt 
the breed? 

Showing brHHance on the racetrack, 
the colt from one of the nation’s most 


dynamic sire Hnes retired to 
smd after an injury in his sec¬ 
ond start at 3, having gone to 
the post nine times. At smd, 
he sired 37 percent stakes 
winners from foals and led 
the nation’s sires Hst. His best 
sons to race didn’t start more 
than 20 times. 

Thinking along the Hnes 
of Northern Dancer, Mr. 
Prospector, Raise a Native or 
Bold Ruler? Go back much 
farther and you’ll find Com¬ 
mando, the son of Domino 
born in 1898. The HaU of 
Famer made six starts at 2, 
won the Belmont Stakes at 3 
and retired to the place of his 
birth, Castle ton Farm, in 
Kenmcky. He died of tetanus 
at age 7 after just four seasons 
at smd and siring 27 foals. 
Among his sons were unbeat¬ 
en CoHn and Peter Pan, both 
Belmont Stakes winners 
inducted to the HaU of Fame, 
plus Celt and Ultimus. 

From such few foals, the 
Commando Hne continues, 
more than 100 years later, 
through the male Hne of the 
durable Broad Brush (who 
made 14 starts during his 
3-year-old season of 1986). 

The durable horses born 
in the decades of the 1940s 
through the 1960s were often 
direct descendants of the 
leading sires from early in the 
cenmry. It only makes sense, 
since the gene pool was much 
smaUer 100 years ago (the 
average foal crop from 1910 
to 1919 was 1,856; from 1930 
to 1939 it was 5,337). 

With Hmited numbers of 
stalHons and mares available, 
breeders intertwined the top 
sire Hnes with frequency. And 
thus Commando appears in 
the direct male Hne of Shot One, the win- 
ningest runner born in the 1940s. The 
great-great-grandson of Peter Pan made 
360 starts and won 65 times while racing 13 
seasons. CharHe Boy, the winningest run¬ 
ner born in the 1950s (he raced 11 years, 
winning 58 of 241 starts), was a grandson 
of the unraced *Alibhai. 

So does the durabiHty of the sire (or 
dam) directly relate to the durabHity of the 
offspring? Sun of a BHtzen, who made 112 
starts, was by Citidancer, who raced four

times. The lightly raced 
Allen’s Prospect (seven starts) 
sired Tyaskin; Halory Hunter 
(10 starts) sired Hold Hard. 
Pennsylvania-bred Pal Joey, a 
stakes winner at 3 and 5, raced 
nine years through 2005, 
made 118 starts (an average of 
13 per year) through age 10, 
and was by champion Gilded 
Time, who went to the post 
six times in his career. 

As with any smart breed¬ 
ing program, the goal is to 
find the right mix of bril¬ 
liance and durability, correct¬ 
ness and ability. Sun of a 
Blitzen’s dam P. J.’s Blitzen 
made 96 starts. Her sire. 

Double Edge Sword, raced 
66 times. 

Durabhty is often not as 
apparent with mares, since 
many go to the breeding 
shed long before their racing 
careers wane. With a mare’s 
limited production years, is 
it worth racing her as many 
as 10 years? If she has talent, 
she is worth much more to a 
breeder at the farm than on 
the track. 

A notable exception to 
retiring early was the great 
racemare Straight Deal, 
trained by Hall of Famer 
Hirsch Jacobs. Bred in part¬ 
nership by Jacobs with 
Is adore Bieber, Straight Deal 
raced for Jacobs’ wife Ethel, 
made 99 starts, was the 
nation’s champion handicap 
mare of 1967 and won 13 
stakes (her record was 21 
wins, 21 seconds and nine 
thirds, 36 in stakes). 

By Jacobs and Bieber’s 
champion Hail to Reason, a 
son of *Turn-to who only 
campaigned at 2 (but made 
18 starts). Straight Deal was a 
direct descendant of the great 
broodmare *La Troienne. So 
as a broodmare, her value was 
immeasurable, but she raced 
six years (four times making 20 starts or 
more during a year). 

As a broodmare. Straight Deal more 
than hved up to her fashionable pedigree, 
producing stakes winners Reminiscing, 
Belonging and Desiree. Her daughters 
continued the family legacy as the dams of 
the likes of Adored, Quahfy and Belong 


to Me. Dozens and dozens of graded 
winners are found in the branch of the 
family, which continues turning out high 
class runners. 

❖ 

So geldings are the runners who gener¬ 
ally live their fives at the tracks. And as long 
as they are sound, they’ll have a career. But 
is that really the case? 


Rathman-Perez theorizes 
that many trainers don’t main¬ 
tain horses as they did before. 

“It’s a quicker mrnover— 
get something younger and 
fresher,” she said. “So they 
tend to retire them a little 
sooner than they need to be. I 
think slots money maybe has 
gotten rid of horses sooner. 
And with all the rescue 
leagues that are now open— 
which is a good thing—I think 
we now have the option of 
finding them good homes or 
being able to retire them 
when they are 7 or 8.” 

So management and 
demand can be a factor. 

“They might still be 
sound,” continued Rathman- 
Perez. “And those hard- 
knockers run their hearts out 
wherever you put them. But 
I think the competition is a 
little different now, so it’s a 
little harder for them. Bfitzen 
had won a stakes when he was 
young, but as he got older, 
he was running for $3,500 at 
Penn National. He was still as 
sound as he was when he was 
4 or 5, it’s just that the compe¬ 
tition was getting harder, and 
he was getting older. 

“They’re not quite the same 
as when they were younger, 
and people these days look 
to the 2 and 3-year-olds — 
the money is there, and they 
have conditions, so there is 
no use wasting your time on 
an 8-year-old open horse on 
the cheaper side.” 

Says Dilodovico of his 
operation: “Early on, we 
didn’t have the support of a 
big breeding shed that was 
going to be sending us a 
bunch of horses. So we 
learned early that what we 
had we needed to keep it and 
make it last. So I think that’s 
why we do the things we do.” 

The view that today’s 
Thoroughbred doesn’t have the durabil¬ 
ity and longevity of those racing long 
ago is not just a matter of looking at the 
numbers. It is a complex issue with many 
facets—most of them as complex as the 
animals themselves. 

And it’s an issue that will fuel debates 
for a long, long time. ^ 
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Showing Up 

Pimlico Thoroughbred show proves 
to be a hit with horses, people

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The question was posed in the Maryland Jockey Club’s offices: How 
does racing make people more aware that Thoroughbreds can have other 
occupations after the racetrack? The answer came in another question. 
Why not a horse show at the track? 


Maryland Jockey Club racing secretary 
Georganne Hale forged that idea with 
Stacie Clark-Rogers, manager of the Adena 
Springs Retirement program in Canada, 
and created the Totally Thoroughbred 
Horse Show, billed the first-ever show 
exclusively for Thoroughbreds to be held 
at a racetrack. And what better place to 
host it than on the infield of Baltimore’s 
historic Pimlico Race Course, site of the 
middle jewel of the Triple Crown. 

Hale expected 60 horses to turn out for 
the mid-summer show, held July 14. What 
she didn’t expect was the tremendous sup¬ 
port of those who love the breed. 

More than 300 Thoroughbreds, shown 
with their registered Jockey Club names if 


they had them, were entered. The majority 
of the seven classes had entries of more 
than 150 horses (there were nearly 800 
entries total as horses were shown in mul¬ 
tiple classes). 

‘‘Originally I didn’t think I’d have that 
many horses,” said Hale, who served as 
show manager. “I was hushing in the 
beginning-I’m used to hustling for the 
races-so I’d have maybe five or six horses 
in each class. I would have been happy, 
since it was supposed to be a nice, htde 
show with the basic classes.” 

The little show with the basic classes- 
lead Hne, walk, walk/trot, walk/trot/can- 
ter, trot over fences (1-foot), trot or canter 
over fences (2-foot), canter over fences 


(3-foot)-saw seven classes grow to 16, as 
show officials split the largest into as many 
as three divisions. The original $4,000 in 
pri 2 e money, plus ribbons, nearly tripled to 
cover the additional divisions. 

“I said, I know how shows go on aU 
day. We’U have these seven classes and 
Ap, zap, get them out and we’ll be done 
early,” said Hale. Having to start later than 
anticipated to accommodate the nearly 
200 entries taken that morning, the show 
finished just before 8 p.m. 

“The [horse] trailers were parked all 
the way around the racetrack,” said Hale 


Two rings were initially scheduled to be 
used, with judging duties handled by HaU 
of Fame show-jumping rider and one of 
Maryland racing’s leading trainers, Rodney 
Jenkins, and Steuart Pittman, founder of 
the Retired Racehorse Training Project 
and an event rider, trainer and instructor. 
But with the prospect of a huge entry, a 
third ring was added, and former racetrack 
official Lenny Hale, who signed on to 
be the show’s ring master, took the extra 
assignment. 

“I thought Rodney [Jenkins] would 
always be a good one, but I didn’t know if 
he’d really want to do this since he doesn’t 
usually judge that much. Karin DeFrancis 
asked Steuart Pittman, and he was happy 
to do it. . . They all were great, they aU 
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jumped at it and they all were good sports 
said Hale. “I mean they were there aU day 
I couldn't have had three better people." 

For Jenkins, it was a honor. 

‘d would never mrn something like that 
down that is so important to the racehorse 
industry," he said, think it is the greatest 
thing you can do, and for as many horses as 
they had there, the horses looked fantastic. 
It was a privilege to be part of it." 

Jenkins scored approximately 150 horses 
in the 1-foot class and nearly 100 in the 
3-foot. “When you're interested in some¬ 
thing, it goes fast," he said of the long day. 
“They were turned out well, they were fed 
well, they were groomed well. There were 
pretty movers. . . The people have done a 
great job with their horses." 

Jenkins children, Ty, 4, and Matthew, 10, 
also got to participate, showing in the lead 
line and walk classes judged by Pittman. 

“That was the second time Ty has ever 
ridden in his hfe. I gave a horse to my hot- 
walker, Donna, and she wanted to show it. 
And I said ^put him in the lead line and I'll 
put Ty on him,'" said Jenkins. “Matthew 
has ridden at camp a htde bit, but not seri¬ 
ous. But they really had a ball." 

Horses came from aU over the region 
and brought together horsepeople from 
many disciphnes with a wide range of 
experience, from well known show riders 
to middle-aged moms to retired jockeys to 
Maryland Hunt Cup-winning riders. Betty 
McCue, who operates EHM Stables, a 
small show stable in White HaU, Md., with 
her sister Evelyn, learned of the Pimlico 
show early and made plans to bring a large 
contingent. They finally settled on taking 
nine horses, and had entries in every class. 
McCue was struck by those who partici¬ 
pated. 

“It was something new and different 
and wonderful," said McCue. “First you 
think you'll get overwhelmed, but we were 
excited about the people and horses who 
were there. It's not your everyday, weekend 
horse show, which we love. . . But it was 
so nice to see people from all walks of the 
horse life there." 

Donna Sullivan of JarrettsviUe, Md., 
made the trip to the track with two sons 
of Rock Point. Both geldings earned rib¬ 
bons, with the 12-year-old known around 
the barn as Houston, ridden by Sullivan's 
daughter Megan, taking home the Pimlico 
Perpetual Trophy as the champion of the 
show. 

“I had a sense. . . that people were there 
to promote the Thoroughbred breed. I

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thought that was really something I had 
never seen before” said Sullivan. ‘‘When 
you went to this show, everybody had a 
common goal. I don’t think it was really 
promoting a horse that had raced that had 
found a second career. It was more people 
finding how wonderful and versatile the 
Thoroughbred breed is.” 

Governor Martin O’Malley declared it 
The Totally Thoroughbred Horse Show 
Day in the state of Maryland. And the 
show was promoted as a philanthropic 
venture, with aU proceeds going to three 
local Thoroughbred aftercare programs: 
Kim Clark’s Thoroughbred Placement 
Resources, MidAdantic Horse Rescue and 
Angel Acres Horse Haven. 

A total of $16,500 was raised, primarily 
through entry fees, T-shirt sales and raffle 
pri 2 es, and the official charitable beneficia¬ 
ries each received a check for $5,500. 

HRTV.com streamed the event and 
reported the largest number of visitors 
to the site since the day before the 2012 
Belmont Stakes. In addition, HRTV’s 
award-winning series Inside Information fea- 
mred the show in an episode tided “Horse 
Show at Old HiUtop.” 

Hale said plans are already underway 
for next year. 

“We’ve gotten everybody’s notes on 
what we can do and we’U certainly be bet¬ 
ter organized,” she said. “We’ll be prepared 
to have that many horses next year. I have 
plenty of time to think about the details.” 

And Hale’s sense of humor got the best 
of her when asked for her lasting impres¬ 
sion of the first show: “Now I know why I 
have trouble making race cards because all 
my horses are showing. I think there were a 
couple of them that I thought were still at 
the track and they were at the show.” 

HOUSTON 

Donna Sullivan was thinking of get¬ 
ting a new horse for her daughter Megan 
to show, and for the first and only time, 
decided to buy a yearhng at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
in 2001. 

The Sulhvans knew the world of horse 
sales, having worked for a number of 
high-profile consignors over the years. And 
Sullivan knew some of the girls working 
with the Albemarle Stud consignment. 
They pointed out a colt and said, “You 
should go look at him, he is so sweet and 
has such a good disposition.”

And for $600, Sullivan purchased the 
future overall champion of the inaugural 
Totally Thoroughbred Horse Show. 

“He's a Rock Point," said Sullivan of 
show star Houston. “That year Rock Point 
had sired one of the leading [show] horses 
in the country. He was a very versatile sire. 
So knowing the colt's breeding, and know¬ 
ing the girls, made me take notice." 

The Sullivans decided on the name 
Houston, “since it's always been a place 
we felt we'd like to go." But when Donna 
Sullivan called The Jockey Club, after hav¬ 
ing shown Houston a few times, they said 
she couldn't get the name. “We liked the 
name, so we were just going to keep it, 
never knowing that he was going to turn 
out to be such a fabulous horse." 

So while the Virginia-bred son of Rock 
Point out of the Woodmagic mare Anita's 
Magic has never been officially named 
according to The Jockey Club records, 
Houston has become well-known in the 
show world. 

“He was grand champion as a 4-year- 
old with USEF (United States Equestrian 
Federation). He's competed the last four 
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years at Harrisburg and has been cham¬ 
pion and reserve champion there sev¬ 
eral times. He's been high point horse in 
Harford County and Baltimore County. 
He's just an easy horse. He comes off the 
truck every day and does his stuff." 

At Pimhco, Donna and Megan calmly 
and coolly got their horse ready. “Everyone 
kept saying, ‘Megan, you better go get 
Houston, you better go get Houston.' 
Most people know that I go get Houston 
and Megan can watch the other horses. We 
have our own little system. I get the horse, 
get him tacked up and bring him to the 
ring, and it takes two or three jumps and 
he is ready to go in the ring." 

After taking seconds in Class 6-Division 
C (2-foot class) and Class 7-Division 
A (3-foot), Megan and Houston were 
awarded the Pimlico Perpetual Trophy in 
the championship class and took home 
the $900 cash pri 2 e. The trophy, with 
Houston's name on it, will be on display 
in the Museum at Pimlico during the 2013 
race meet. 

“It was a great show. It was so cool. We 
came home with so much stuff I couldn't 


beheve it. I had to make three trips to the 
truck," said Sullivan. 

The other Houston, the one registered 
with The Jockey Club, also has ties to 
Pimlico. The Maryland-bred son of Seattle 
Slew and Eclipse Award winner Smart 
Angle was born at Ross Valley Farm in 
Baltimore County, about 20 miles north 
of the track, and sold as a yearhng for $2.9 
million. Maryland-bred champion 3-year- 
old in 1989, the multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner competed in the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Preakness Stakes-Gl. In retirement, 
Houston stood at stud in Kenmcky and 
California, producing 280 winners and 13 
stakes winners. He died in mid-April at 26.

ST. ELIAS 

Li 2 McKnight's St. EHas, 22, was the old¬ 
est competitor at the Totally Thoroughbred 
Horse Show. By Temperence Hill out of 
the Vice Regent mare Vast Domain, he was 
bred in New York by Virginia Kraft Payson 
and raced in her colors throughout his 
career. He was a stakes winner on the flat— 
Woodbine's Victoria Park Stakes as a 





3-year-old-while in the barn of trainer 
Roger Attfield. In 1995, Payson changed 
gears and sent him to Tom Voss, who 
revamped the gelding into a useful steeple¬ 
chaser; half of his six wins came over 
hurdles. 

Upon his retirement late in 1997, Pay- 
son asked that Voss find a good home 
for the winner of $162,474. Voss offered 
St. EHas to McKnight and her husband, 
Turney, ^‘and we bought him for a minimal 
price,” she said. “He was 7 or 8 when we 
got him. He's 22 now, and he's staying here 
until the end of time.” 

McKnight's friend, Georganne Hale, 
asked her to come down and support the 
show, so McKnight obhged. 

“I just went down there to support her, 
thinking there would be around 30 horses. 
I get down there and there are about 800 
entries and I was tike WHAT? It was a long 
day, but they ran it very weU for a first time 
show. Everyone had a great time. It was 
very weU done and it's going to be a great 
hit from now on.” 

McKnight does everything BUT show 
horses. 

“My daughter shows, but I don't. I rode 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup [she won aboard 
Tong in 1986] and have been a Master of 
Fox Hounds [for the Elkridge-Harford 
Hounds] for 18 years,” McKnight said. 
“But I sometimes go to horse shows with 
my daughter—to Lake Placid, Wellington— 
and there are a lot of Warmbloods in the 
show world now. And I guarantee they 
would not have tolerated a lot of those 
green riders. I don't beheve most Warm- 
bloods would have been as genuine as 
these Thoroughbreds were. It was fun to 
watch them —they were hke “Okay. . . you 
want me to do that, I'U do it!” 

St. EHas was ridden at PimHco by Kate 
McCleary, girlfriend of steeplechase jockey 
Ross Geraghty. 

“She feU in love with the horse. She's 
hunted him a few times, rides him cross¬ 
country. She did a great job with him and 
he was a total gentleman.” 

McKnight can't say enough about St. 
EHas. He ran on the flat, over hurdles and 
over timber. He's hunted with Elkridge- 
Harford—with McKnight up front, with 
others in the back. 

“That's the lovely thing about him. 
Most of my master's horses cannot go 
back in the field. But that horse can go 
in the back of the hunt, in the front of 
the hunt, in the middle of the hunt,” she 
said. “He would never kick a hound. I've 
thought often of just giving him to my 
husband to walk out hounds and puppies. 
A dog can come up and Hck his leg, and

he just stands there. If there's one in front 
of him, he walks around it. He's just pure 
class. He's a sweet horse, a wiUing horse. 
You don't get many in your barn Hke that.”

OREGON RIDGE 

His class stands out a mile away. A 
beautiful bay with a star, Oregon Ridge 
stood patiently with longtime admirer 
Nancy Hale waiting for his next assign¬ 
ment. The 14-year-old son of A.P Indy, 
whom Hale nicknamed Bear many years 


ago, went into the ring four times and came 
out with three ribbons. 

Competing with regular rider Jennifer 
MarshaU Radebaugh in the large jump 
classes, Oregon Ridge finished fifth in 
Class 6-Division C (2-foot jumps) and 
sixth in Class 7-Division B (3-foot). He 
was also third in the Walk Class (for chil¬ 
dren 10 and under). 

The gelding's day started in the lead Hne 
class (for children 6 and under), a new 
experience for the experienced show horse. 

“But here at the farm he does do kids 
lessons and does walk/trots,” said owner 
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Third in the 2004 Maryiand Juveniie Championship at Pimiico, Prideiand was back in action at the 
track, ridden by HRTV on-air personaiity Caroiyn Coniey who recorded the ride with a heimet cam. 


Betty McCue. ‘‘He’s got a wonderful atti¬ 
tude here, he just does whatever we ask 
him. You can sit a little kid on him. . . he’s 
just as quiet and simple and will not knock 
anybody out of the seats. He knows when 
the little kids are on him.” 

Oregon Ridge’s attitude and impeccable 
manners, as well as his movie-star looks, 
have made him a favorite of many over 
the years. 

Bred in Kentucky by Allen Paulson—his 
dam is Grade 1 winner Pharma, a full sister 
to Grade 1 winner Hap and to the dam 
of champion Enghsh Channel-Oregon 
Ridge was purchased as a yearling in 1999 
by Jeanne Vance for $810,000. Unraced 
until early in his 4-year-old season, he frac¬ 
tured a hind ankle in his second start and 
was retired. Vance thought enough of the 
horse to breed a few mares to him, but he 
proved a shy breeder and was soon gelded. 

When Vance died unexpectedly a little 
over a year later, Oregon Ridge was in 
need of a home. Hale, who with her hus¬ 
band Bobby managed Vance and Laddie 
Dance’s Taylor’s Purchase Farm in Sparks, 
Md., contacted McCue. 

The story of Oregon Ridge’s show 
career got the attention of Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred, and he was featured in the 
magazine’s August 2007 “Pensioners On 
Parade” column. 

“From the very beginning, he was 
always good. He never did anything bad; he 
never bucked or carried on,” said McCue 
in 2007. “He’s a great mover, has become 
a wonderful jumper, and he’s gorgeous.” 
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And the sentiment hasn’t waned. 
Planning for the Pimhco show, McCue 
noted: “We already knew we were taking 
quite a few there, with Bear being our star.”

PRIDELAND 

JoAnn Hayden of Dark HoUow Farm 
was especially happy to see Prideiand, now 
owned by Betty McCue, at the Pimhco 
horse show. Hayden and her husband 
David bred the 10-year-old son of Lion 
Hearted—^Tequila Sheila, by Hagley. 

“Prideiand was always a favorite of 
ours anyway because he was out of Tequila 
Sheila, and that’s a family that we absolute¬ 
ly loved,” Hayden said. “We’d had some¬ 
thing hke seven filhes in a row from her, 
which we sold. So David had said to me, 
‘We’re going to keep this last horse that 
she has and carry on the hne of Tequila.’ 
We had never had a colt, but sure enough, 
the one we planned on keeping mrned out 
to be a colt. We always sell the colts, so we 
did sell him.” 

Hayden makes it a habit-to the extent 
possible-to follow Dark HoUow horses 
throughout their careers. 

“I do scrapbooks of everything. I have 
pictures of most of my mares with their 
foals, and I follow the foals up until they 
are about 4 years old.” 

Prideiand had finished third in the 2004 
Maryland JuvenUe Championship Stakes 
for 2-year-olds at Pimhco and went on to 
run primarUy in aUowance and mid-level 


claiming races. He made 24 career starts 
with stats of 6-3-4 and $159,037 earned. At 
the time of his retirement, he was trained 
by Scott Lake for owner Robert Cole. 

The Haydens had been invited by 
McCue to previous shows in which Pride- 
land competed, but Pimhco’s TotaUy Thor¬ 
oughbred show was the first chance they 
had to actuaUy attend. 

“As it mrned out, Carolyn Conley of 
HRTV showed him. She had asked for a 
horse that she could show, and apparently 
Prideiand is pretty dependable,” Hayden 
said. “And I know that she had schooled 
him the day before and they said he would 
be the one. She wore one of those Uttle 
helmet cams, and he was very good. We 
were very, very pleased.” 

Conley’s experience aboard her pick¬ 
up mount already has her thinking ahead. 
“Prideiand was the best. He was so well 
trained and a complete gentlemen,” said 
the HRTV on-air personaUty. “I enjoyed 
every minute with him and I can’t wait to 
ride him again next year. Betty has done a 
wonderful job with him.” 

For Hayden, the show was something 
of a reunion. 

“When I went to that show, I was so 
upUfted to see him,” she said. “I care 
about what happens to my horses; I reaUy 
do. I wouldn’t mind having my own Uttle 
retirement field. It was so great to see 
how happy they are in their other Uves. 
To see those Thoroughbreds with those 
Uttle kids on them — and people say they’re 
spooky, they’re this, they’re that. I never 
saw one horse spook, shy or do anything, 
and I watched 150 horses go in one class. 
Nobody did anything except try his hard¬ 
est. To me, it was a big deal.”

HAT CITY 

The striking dark bay gelding Hat City 
could be a poster child for a Thoroughbred 
finding success in a new career. He was 
a faUure as a racehorse-six of his seven 
attempts saw him lose by double-digit mar¬ 
gins; he is modestly-bred (by McKendree, 
the sire of seven foals from six crops, out 
of a claiming mare by Goldlust); and he 
was seemingly used up by age 3. 

Hat City got his second chance when 
he found his way to Dennise PetroneUi’s 
Claddagh Manor Farm, a famUy owned and 
operated riding facUity in ChurchviUe, Md. 

“When we first got him, he was the 
typical kind of horse—maybe started too 
early and maybe handled pretty rough,” 
said PetroneUi. “He was not what you’d say 
was a friendly animal. He reaUy had a good 






bit of head shyness to him, he would bite 
at you and kick out a lithe bit.” 

The vast majority of the 50 horses at 
Claddagh Manor Farm are not Thor¬ 
oughbreds, But when Petronelli’s daughter, 
Lauren Moran, was advancing as a rider 
and looking to move from ponies to a 
show horse. Hat City seemed a promising 
prospect. 

‘‘Even though he had this way about 
him, where you had some apprehension, 
you could see in his eye that he was a very 
willing animal,” remembered PetroneUi. 
“He wasn't one you were afraid of. I looked 
at him hke a htde boy who would do ornery 
things. But he wasn't mean. With having 
a young daughter, I couldn't put her with 
something I thought was mean-spirited. 
He wasn't—he just maybe was started too 
young and he wasn't happy.” 

PetroneUi's veterinarian, Debbie Kelly, 
came out to inspect Hat City, who had a 
bad scar on a hind leg, which added to

A fter running an event the magnitude 
of the Preakness, how challenging 
can a horse show be? 

“I was more exhausted after this than 
at Preakness,” said Maryland Jockey 
Club racing secretary Georganne Hale, 
show manager for Pimhco's Totally 
Thoroughbred Horse Show. “I think it's 
because, at Preakness, I know what's 
going to happen, but with this I didn't 
know beforehand what was going to 
happen the day of, and it made it more 
stressful.” 

Months earlier. Hale spent a couple of 
days at one of the Thoroughbred Cele¬ 
bration Horse Shows in Lexington, Va., to 
do a bit of homework. Then she gathered 
nearly everyone she knew at the track and 
put on a horse show. 

“All my turf crew, all my dirt crew, all 
my facilities - they learned to be jump 
crew, they learned how to put up the rail, 
they learned how to do flowers,” said 
Hale. “All the guys were great and I had 
them there doing everything. And they 
kind of enjoyed it because it was some¬ 
thing different, something different to 
watch, even though it was a long day for 
all of them.” 

Hale also ehcited help from others in 
Pimhco management, including Phoebe 


Hayes, the director of horsemen's rela¬ 
tions. 

“Phoebe and I stayed at Pimlico after 
the Preakness and worked on it together. 
And then we got marketing to help us, 
Carrie Everly [vice-president of market¬ 
ing] and Karin DeFrancis came out, Scott 
Lishia was the announcer. I used all the 
Pimlico people for different chores. And 
everyone was glad to do it, they didn't 
mind coming in and helping.” 

Dennis e Petronelh, vice-president 
of the Baltimore County Horse Show 
Association and owner of Claddagh 
Manor Farm in Churchville, brought a 
contingent of riders to the show and was 
impressed. 

“When I heard entry numbers of 600- 
plus or something, I thought no way,” 
said Petronelh. “Some of the best-run 
rated shows can't handle those kind of 
numbers. For it to be handled as well as it 
was... wondering if it would run into dark 
. . . when we left, it was still hght out and 
we were there to the end. 

“We were really happy with it,” she 
added. “It was nice to hear hunter people 
ending up wanting to be involved in the 
future. They looked at it as a good event.” 

Hale covered many details, includ¬ 
ing opening three 30-stall barns on the 


backstretch-the third barn having to be 
bedded down the day of the show when 
more stalls were needed—but had added 
worries when it rained hard in the early 
morning hours. 

“I was on the phone with my turf 
man (director of racing surfaces Robbie 
Mitten), who has a very fancy weather 
system. . . he said ‘don't worry, it's going 
over.' I was in constant contact with him 
most of the morning.” 

Hale was also faced with the prospects 
of not finishing until dark and was pre¬ 
pared to bring in hghts if needed at the 
end of the day. Formnately the last class 
finished before 8 p.m. 

“I couldn't have done it without aU my 
people, that's for sure,” said Hale. “The 
turf man said, ‘why don't we use the por¬ 
table turf rail for the rings,' and I thought 
what a great idea. It made a perfect ring. 
And the guys were putting sand down, 
they were ready for everything. They just 
mowed and put sod down on a couple of 
patches that had been dug up at Preakness 
time. It looked so pretty the day of It 
ended up being a perfect spot for a horse 
show.”

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Petronelli’s concerns. Kelly's assurance that 
the leg would be fine, as well as making 
positive comments about the attractive, 
nicely-built gelding, confirmed the sale. 
And Petronelli heeded her vet's advice to 
“throw him out in a field and let him 
remember what it's hke to be a horse again." 

And that's what they did. 

^We literally didn't get on his back for a 
year," said Petronelli. ‘We just mrned him 
out and left him alone. And he was always 
an intelligent horse. And after the year, we 
brought him out and put him on a lunge 
line and he never minded doing his job." 

It's only been the last two years that 
Moran has been showing Hat City, now 
8. And Petronelli has seen his growth as a 
show horse. 

“He has this elegance to him that has 
formed over time," she said. “When we 
first got him, he was who he was. He has 
really come into his own in this past year." 

The High Point Horse for The Jockey 
Club's Thoroughbred Incentive Program 
(TIP) at a number of Baltimore County 
shows the past year. Hat City won Class 
4-Division C (Walk/Trot/Canter) at Pim- 
Hco. PetroneUi was especially proud. 

“Just watching him in the ring now, he 
has such a presence to him and an elegance 
to him," she said. “You look at him and 
you have a whole new respect for him. He 
really acts like he belongs there. I think he 
gets a little bit of an attitude that ‘look. I've 
arrived.'"

VICTORY’S PALACE 

Jennifer Jennings Pennington has a very 
special —and somewhat unusual—relation¬ 
ship with her 8-year-old gelding Victory's 
Palace. The former jockey not only galloped 


him in the mornings during his career, but 
also rode him in several of his races. 

“I used to get on him every day and of 
course I fell in love with him," she said. “I 
won a race on him but he got taken down 
later at Mountaineer because the trainer got 
a bad test. But I have that picmre framed in 
my house, and I stiU count it as a win." 

The son of Fortunate Move—Miracle 
Zone, by Zoning, was given to her after his 
retirement. In his 43 starts, he amassed a 
record of 1-4-3 and $33,927. 

When she stopped riding races, Pen¬ 
nington ponied off the horse for several 
months. 

“He was so good. And it was funny 
because I thought he would be really crazy 
when we went back to the gate for the first 
time, because the only time he'd been to 


the gate was when he was in a race. He did 
get a tittle nervous, but then he realized he 
wasn't running, and he gave this HUGE 
sigh and then from that point on he was 
the perfect pony horse. He'll do whatever I 
ask him to do-absolutely anything." 

On June 2, 2011, Pennington asked the 
horse to do something out of the ordinary. 

“My husband is Frankie Pennington; 
he's a jockey at Parx," she said. “We got 
married at a church, and then afterward we 
rode into our reception [at Valley Country 
Club in Ruxton, Md.] on the horse. I took 
him to the farm near our house here while 
g I was pregnant. Then I started riding him 
I again after the baby was born and decided 
S he was a pretty cute mover, I should show 
him. I'd grown up showing so I thought 
why not? He had only been to one show 
before Pimlico. He didn't win anything 
over fences there-he's really green-but he 
did win the flat class." 

The pair won two classes at Pimlico- 
walk/trot and walk/trot/canter. Penning¬ 
ton was effusive in her enthusiasm for the 
Totally Thoroughbred Horse Show. 

“Everything was so well done, even the 
tittle details —they had red flowers outside 
of the barn area; it was aU so nice," she 
said. “I had heard maybe two days before 
the show that it would be huge, and I was 
so nervous, even more nervous than when 
I rode the horse in races. At least racing, 
I knew my job, he knew his job—aU we 
did was turn left, it's not that hard. He did 
the lead tine class too with my 6-year-old 
cousin. They didn't get a ribbon, but he 
was so good for that too."

MIDATLANTIC HORSE RESCUE ALL 
THOROUGHBRED BENEFIT SHOW 

P imlico's Totally Thoroughbred Horse Show was the first all-Thoroughbred show 
held at a racetrack, but the first show exclusively for Thoroughbreds conducted 
in Maryland came six weeks earlier. 

MidAtlantic Horse Rescue held their first ever horse show at Heavenly Waters 
Park Equestrian Center in Bel Air on June 2. Dozens of classes were offered, includ¬ 
ing adult and children hunter and jumper, lead tine and in-hand. The latter was broken 
into four categories, with one, the “War Horse," for horses who made 50 starts or 
earned more than $100,000 in their careers. The “War Horse" winner was MidAtlantic 
Horse Rescue graduate Wanaka, a stakes-placed veteren of 74 races with earnings of 
$311,929, shown by his adopter Canby Page. 

Beverly Strauss, executive director of MidAtlantic Horse Rescue, noted that “atten¬ 
dance was strong and camaraderie was the keyword of the day" as more than 120 
horses competed (with 400 entries). Claddagh Manor's gelding Hat City was the High 
Point Horse of the show. 

Funds raised at the show supported MidAtlantic Horse Rescue, which was also 
a beneficiary of the Pimlico show. The non-profit organization buys Thoroughbred 
ex-racehorses from feedlots and kill pens and places them in homes as pleasure and 
sport horses.

Paynter rewards 

Baffert in 
Grade 1 Haskell

E nthusiasm and youth—a combination that Thoroughbred racing 
craves. Justin Zayat, 20-year-old son of Zayat Stables founder 
Ahmed Zayat, has boundless, contagious enthusiasm for the 

sport. 

“Racing is like a vacuum, as soon as you get in, you’re not getting out,” 
said Zayat, who attended the 45th running of the $1 million Haskell 
Invitational with more than a dozen family members and friends. And 
Zayat Stables provided a horse capable of pulling in countless new fans, 
as the stable’s rising star, Paynter, recorded a rousing 3%-length score in 
Monmouth Park’s signature Grade 1 event on July 29. 


In a year of incredibly close finishes in 
the 3-year-old ranks, Paynter produced one 
of the more dominating performances. 
The hghtly raced son of Awesome Again 
sprang into the national spodight in his 
previous start, the Belmont Stakes-Gl, 
when he led throughout, only to lose in the 
closing yards of the mile and a half classic 
to Union Rags, who snuck through along 
the rail and won by a neck. 

It was the third heartbreaking clas¬ 
sic loss for Zayat Stables, whose equally 
exciting Bodemeister ran similar races in 
the Kentucky Derby-Gl and Preakness 
Stakes-Gl, leading until late and missing all 
the glory by less than 2 lengths. 

This year’s Haskell was targeted by 
Bodemeister and Union Rags early, but 
the race lost the Triple Crown stars when 
Bodemeister defected on July 15 due to ill¬ 
ness, and Union Rags was retired because 
of an injury five days later. But the depth 
of Bob Baffert’s barn sent in Paynter as an 
immediate replacement for Bodemeister. 


The Haskell attracted a field of six, 
including Kentucky Derby third-place fin¬ 
isher Dullahan and one of the Derby 
favorites, Gemologist, who joined the fray 
four days out from the race when train¬ 
er Todd Pletcher chose to send him to 
Monmouth instead of staying in Saratoga 
for the Grade 2 Jim Dandy Stakes. Paynter 
was made the 3-2 morning line favorite. In 
front of a crowd of 35,253, he went off at 
even-money. 

For the Zayat team, Paynter has always 
been a favorite. ^We always Hked him,” said 
Zayat. ^‘Flis pedigree is huge.” The strik¬ 
ing colt is by a Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl 
winner out of a full-sister to two-time 
Breeders’ Cup Classic winner TUnow, and 
he is a half-brother to stakes winners Ti 2 
West and Tizakitty. 

Purchased as a yearhng for $325,000 at 
the Keeneland September sale, Paynter was 
proving talented when training at 2. The 
Zayat team got excited when Baffert sent 
a text message from Del Mar last summer 


saying the colt . . is a runner. Caught my 
eye today” after he worked 59 and change. 
‘When Bob Baffert tells you you have a 
running 2-year-old, he really knows his 
2-year-olds. . . So when I got that [text] we 
always knew he was a good horse,” said 
Zayat. When the colt was found to have 
an ankle chip soon after, it was decided to 
remove it and give him time to come back. 

Unraced until February, he won easily 
at first asking. “Then Bob said to my dad, 
‘I want to run him in the [Grade 1] Santa 
Anita Derby.’” It was a jump from 514 
furlongs to P/s miles, which stunned the 
Zayats. 

‘We said, ‘That’s crazy... what about an 
allowance.’ And he goes ‘no, this is a tough 
horse. Paynter is a tough tough horse. I 
want to run him.’ So we ran him and he did 
very respectable,” said Zayat. 

Fourth behind I’ll Have Another, 
Creative Cause and Blueskiesnrainbows, 
beaten less than 4 lengths after a poor 
break, the performance only added to the 
colt’s reputation at home. 

Paynter made two more starts before 
the Belmont, finishing second on a sloppy 
track at Churchill Downs in the Derby 
Trial-G3 and winning an allowance on 
Preakness day at Pimlico by 5y4 lengths 
as the 1-10 favorite. “Then we threw him 
back in the deep end in the Belmont,” said 
Zayat. And he bounced back beautifully. 

Turning in weekly bullet works at Santa 
Anita and Del Mar in the weeks leading 
up to the Haskell, Paynter made Baffert 
extremely confident. Since 1997, the train¬ 
er has sent nine horses to the Haskell, and 
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Paynter dazzled Monmouth Park with a romp in the Grade 1 Haskeii for Zayat Stables, it was trainer Bob BafferPs third straight win in the race. 


Paynter made it three wins in a row (fol¬ 
lowing Lookin At Lucky and Coil), and 
the sixth total (joining Point Given, War 
Emblem and Roman Ruler). Bafferfs other 
three starters were either second or third. 

^With someone so confident, you’re 
expecting a win,” said Zayat. ‘And when 
you are 3-2 odds, you are expecting a win. 
So for anything else, it would have been a 
disappointment for me. I was so nervous 
the whole time.” Zayat, who was born in 
Teaneck, N.J., added: “Winning the Haskell 
is a dream. The biggest race in New Jersey 
... I don’t have to go across the country or 
go to Kentucky to get a big win—I drove 
an hour for a huge win, with all my friends 
that I brought. That was really special for 
me.” 

Freewheehng Paynter broke a bit slowly 
from his three post, and surprisingly, 2-1 
second choice Gemologist, out of the four 
hole, shot to the lead. 

“We’ve been training him in the morn¬ 
ing to sit off other horses,” said assistant 
trainer Jimmy Barnes, filling in for Baffert, 
who remained in California this year. “He’s 
not a horse that’s rank or anything, it’s just 
that our horses seem to end up on the lead 
all the time. So I was glad to see Gemologist 
jump to the front and [Paynter] get to the 
outside of him—I knew he was in the 
perfect spot out in the middle of the track 
where it was basically a fast lane out there.” 

As Gemologist set a modest pace to the 
inside under Javier Castellano, Paynter and 
Rafael Bejarano pressed the leader from 
the three path. They went the first quarter 


in :23.88, the half :48.01, and Gemologist 
still had the lead. 

As the field headed into the far turn, 
Gemologist was spent and retreating, and 
Paynter powered to the front. “I grab my 
sister Ashley’s neck and I just start jumping 
and yelled ‘we’re gone!’” said Zayat. “And 
then aU of a sudden I see Nonios, circling 
on the outside.” Thoughts of a repeat of 
the classic races were short lived, however, 
when Paynter kicked clear late. His final 
time over a fast track was 1:48.87, earning 
the colt a 108 Beyer speed figure. 

Jerry Hollendorfer-trained Nonios, 
making just his sixth start, was AVi lengths 
clear of Stealcase, who broke horribly, but 
rallied through the stretch. DuUahan was 
never a factor, beating only Gemologist. 

Ahmed Zayat, on vacation in California, 
stayed on the West coast with his young¬ 
est daughter, Emma, who was sick with a 
fever, and didn’t attend the races. It became 
a rewarding day for Justin Zayat, recently 
named Zayat Stable’s racing manager, who 
stepped in for his father. 

“I’ve got to thank my dad. . . Without 
him I wouldn’t have been on this ride,” said 
Zayat, who was in the eighth grade when 
his father purchased the stable’s first race 
horses in 2005. 

“When I was growing up I always 
used to see him watching horses on TV. I 
couldn’t care less about it—I just wanted to 
watch the Yankees or the Nets or some¬ 
thing like that. . .” But the excitement of 
the sport when owning horses hooked the 
teenager. 


“I’m a competitive kid—I grew up play¬ 
ing hockey and aU these sports-so I love 
the competitive namre of it as well. To be 
blessed with having such horses, especially 
this year, to own Bodemeister and Paynter, 
it’s really a thrill.” 

Paynter has earned $952,224 in his first 
six starts, with three wins and two seconds. 
And going into the second half of the year, 
he appeared ready to try to stake a claim as 
the leader of the division. However, a few 
days after the Haskell, the colt spiked a 
temperature and spent about 10 days at 
Mid-Atlantic Equine Medical Center in 
Ringoes, N.J., “as a precaution,” noted Baf¬ 
fert. It was an unexpected setback for his 
bid for the Travers Stakes-Gl. “But we’re 
not going to jeopardize our horse just to 
make one race,” said Zayat. “We have the 
whole year ahead of us.” 

Zayat has made hmited trips to 
Monmouth Park in the past, notably the 
Breeders’ Cup in 2007 and this year to 
watch his namesake, Justin Phillip, run in 
a stakes three weeks before the Haskell. 
The New York University sophomore had 
plenty to look back on and enjoy. 

“I invite my friends everywhere. I 
brought my girlfriend to the races for the 
first time at the Haskell. I look forward to 
returning. They are so nice at Monmouth. 
. . and we had a beautiful box, right on the 
finish line. When I was sitting there with 
my friends and everyone, I thought ‘what 
could be better than that’. The weather was 
perfect, we’re watching horses. It was the 
best” #

Champ Royal Delta 
comes through for Mott 
in 75th Del ’Cap

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A t Saratoga, trainer Bill Mott tries to hide Royal Delta. In a shed- 
row of quality horses—Ron the Greek, Flat Out, Lunar Victory, 
Raison d’Etat and aU the rest—the best horse might not even be 
in Mott’s iconic Barn 80 hard by the Oklahoma training track. 


No, she’s around the corner at the end 
of the next barn over, Barn 78, behind a 
green and white webbing with a handful 
of stablemates bunking with the horses 
of Jason Servis. She gets some peace over 
there, away from the traffic, the story-tell¬ 
ing, the action. The champion 3-year-old 
filly of 2011 still gets plenty of attention 
though—especially when Mott takes her 
on the road like did for the 75th Delaware 
Handicap-G2 at Delaware Park on July 21. 

Owned by Besilu Stable, Royal Delta 
drew a crowd of horses and humans to the 
Stanton track. Fans flocked to the old track 
for its most important event and seven 
loaded in the starting gate for the 1%-mile 
test. Royal Delta wowed them all. 

Ridden by Mike Smith, she had to work 
for it. Longshot Love and Pride jumped to 
an immediate lead, putting 4 quick lengths 
on the field. Royal Delta advanced to sec¬ 
ond early and stayed there until the final 
turn-moving alongside the leader with 5 
furlongs remaining. Pushed wide, she took 
the lead and withstood a stretch bid from 
the game Tiz M\z Sue to win by a neck in 
2:03.51. Second choice Awesome Maria 
finished third. 

The victory added to an already stellar 
past-performance line that includes Grade 
1 scores in the Breeders’ Cup Ladies’ 
Classic and Alabama. Beyond mere statis¬ 
tics, the daughter of Empire Maker proved 
her gameness in the race’s final stages. 
Smith moved earlier than he probably 
wanted to, but had to find a position on 
the final turn while moving alongside Love 
and Pride. 

‘A lot of her wins she’s won fairly easily 
and we weren’t quite sure how she’d handle 
it if someone looked her in the eye,” said 
Mott. ^‘She handled it really well because 
they looked her in the eye. She withstood 
the challenge.” 

Royal Delta has withstood plenty, and 
won the seventh race of her career. Bred 
by Saudi Prince Saud bin Khaled’s Palides 
Investments, she raced for her breeder as 
a juverdle, winning her only start. Khaled 
died in February 2011 and the filly raced 
for his estate, but was ultimately des¬ 
tined for the auction ring. At Keeneland 
November, Besilu spent $8.5 million for 
the Kentucky-bred and sent her back to 


Mott to train. She opened 2012 with a sec¬ 
ond in the Sabin Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream 
Park, then headed across the world for 
a try at the $10 miUion Dubai World 
Cup-Gl. Ninth there, she returned to the 
United States with a vengeance—making 
amends with a win in the Fleur de Lis 
Handicap-G2 at Churchill Downs in June 
and then adding the Delaware Handicap. 

Besides major wins for two owners, a 
Hall of Fame trainer and now Smith (who 
piloted the great Zenyatta among others). 
Royal Delta races for another group of 
invested people—the pubic. They cheered 
for her at Saratoga in 2011, welcomed her 
back at Churchill Downs this spring and 
followed her to Delaware. 

Mott, who trained champion Cigar 
through his winning streak and world tour 
in the 1990s, recogni 2 es the feeling. Racing 
fans feel a connection to his horse. 

‘dt makes it exciting and it’s nice to 
have a horse that they’re following,” Mott 
said, ‘dt’s good. The excitement builds for 


one hke this. You start to feel like Gh boy. 
I’ve got a responsibility.’ She deserves it 
though.” 

Royal Delta thrives at the Delaware 
race’s VA miles, adding her second vic¬ 
tory at the distance. Relaxed at the barn 
or strolling around the trees out front, 
the strapping dark bay/brown puts a little 
more effort into her morning work—train¬ 
ing in a snake bit and making exercise rider 
Rodolphe Brisset work. 

‘d can’t ride her hke this on the track,” 
he said while neck-reining her around at 
the walk during a Saratoga morning. No, 
he can’t. At the gallop, she can use her 
size and strength. In a race she mixes that 
power and that attitude. 

‘‘She’s a httle smarter than most horses, 
she handles things,” said Mott. “She gets 
wound up, gets excited hke any of them, 
but she’s a httle more professional.” 

The victory was Mott’s first in Delaware 
Park’s biggest race, but by no means his 
first win at the track. 

“I won the last race at Delaware Park 
before it closed (in 1982),” he said. “Phil 
Rubbicco in the irons, five-eighths on the 
grass. It’s fun to think about now, and I’ve 
run horses there since but it was great to 
go back.” ^

Silver Max adds 
Grade 2 at Colonial 

to winning streak

I t was all going according to plan, until Julian Pimenters saddle slipped 
up somewhere in the vicinity of Two Months Rent’s ears. 

Both of Dale Romans’ Virginia Derby-G2 charges were right 
where they were supposed to be. Silver Max cruised along at the head of 
the proceedings, maybe three wide, Robby Albarado motionless on his 
back; Finnegans Wake was settled in seventh, waiting. It had bucketed rain 
on New Kent County aU day July 21, but both horses took the sodden turf 
with equanimity. 


Then, the monkey wrench. As they 
came into the first turn, away from the 
bright swath in front of the grandstand 
and into the dark gloam of the backside, 
Pimentel seemed to sit down on the back 
of Two Months Rent, galloping in fourth. 
The nearly black gelding bolted, 2 ipping 
up like the devil was after him. Pimentel 
pulled his feet out of the irons as he passed 
Silver Max, trying to pull up, and Romans 
thought: 

‘Well, I hope Finnegans Wake is ready 
to roll.^’ 

Silver Max didn’t mrn a hair. He carried 
on his easy lope, putting in fractions of 
:24.91, :50.21 and 1:14.09. Albarado sat still 
until the turn, gradually beginning to move 
as they mrned for home. Finnegans Wake 
made a driving advance from the outside, 
making it one-two for Romans with the 
wire looming. Lucky Chappy (Ife) streaked 
into contention, an unnervingly fast bolt 
of gray coming for Silver Max, but Silver 
Max never faltered. Lucky Chappy bested 
Finnegans Wake at the wire, but neither 
could get within a length of the winner, 
who scored as the 4-5 favorite in 2:04.05 
for 1 % miles. 

The win took the 3-year-old son of 
Badge of Silver to earnings of $855,967 
in his sixth consecutive victory, and third 
graded stakes score. Not bad for a $20,000 
yearhng purchase that Romans almost 
never saw. 

Mike Lauffer, who keeps classic winner 
Shackleford with Romans, sold the horse 
at Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July in 2010. 
Lauffer asked Romans to take a look at the 
horse for him. 


‘T went and looked at him and I told 
him not to sell him and he wanted to sell 
him, so I bought him,” Romans said. “If 
he hadn’t have called me over to look at 
him, I might have missed him, but for 
$20,000, he was an awfully nice-looking 
horse.” 

Silver Max identified himself immedi¬ 
ately as a horse with a little class. 

“I thought he was talented, and Tammy 
[Fox] kept telling me last year when we 
were training on him that he was one of 
my best 2-year-olds,” Romans said. 

Romans started Silver Max for owners 
Mark Bacon and Dana Wells in July 2011, 
running him for a $50,000 tag at Saratoga. 
Silver Max finished second, the berth he 
would fill for five consecutive races before 
finally breaking through at Gulfstream 
in January 2012. He won by SH lengths 
and Romans put him in the Grade 3 Holy 
BuU. You have to give a 3-year-old the 
chance. . . Silver Max finished fifth behind 
Algorithms and it was back to the mrf in 
a starter race on March 9, which he won 
driving by almost 4 lengths. 

“I thought he was a turf horse but we 
had to give him a shot on the dirt to see if 
he would be a Derby contender,” Romans 
said. “Really when he broke through was 
the race at Keeneland. When he showed 
he could run with graded stakes horses, 
and the way he did it there, showed me he 
could run with anybody.” 

The race at Keeneland was the Grade 
3 Transylvania on April 6. Silver Max took 
the lead from the start and left his nearest 
competitor SVi lengths in his wake. 

A month later, on Kentucky Oaks day 
at his home base at Churchill Downs, Silver 


Max skipped under the wire in the Grade 2 
American Turf, beating subsequent Grade 2 
Swaps winner Blueskiesnrainbows, Grade 
3 Palm Beach winner Howe Great and 
a host of other sohd graded stakes per¬ 
formers. He followed with scores in the 
$125,000 Arlington Classic at Arlington 
Park by 2 lengths and $200,000 Ohver 
Stakes at Indiana Downs by GVa lengths 
before shipping to Virginia for the Derby. 

“[Colonial Downs] is a very nice track, 
they treat you well, the fans come out for 
that day, they appreciate good racing, and 
it’s a fun time,” Romans said, who also 
won the Virginia Derby in 2010 with Paddy 
O’Prado and 2004 with Kitten’s Joy. “It 
was at night this year, which was exciting. 
It wasn’t hot, there was a lot of excitement 
in the air, people were having fun.” 

And, of course, the turf course is sec¬ 
ond to none. 

“It’s huge. It’s a big, wide turf course,” 
Romans said. “It’s better than most. It and 
Gulfstream Park, it’s so wide they can keep 
you on fresh grass. Arlington. There’s a few 
courses like that. Having good quality turf, 
but also being able to move the rail around 
is very important.” 

Romans loves Colonial, but you still 
have to give him credit for being willing 
to test the horse. Silver Max had never run 
past F/ie miles, never faced a soft turf and 
lately, hadn’t even been eyeballed. 

“That was the question, if anybody 
looked him in the eye, what would he do. 
Well we found out that he’ll handle it,” 
Romans said. “The mile and a quarter was 
a htde question, but he handled it well. He 
had a lot of things go wrong in that race, the 
track came up soft, the saddle slipped on 
the horse that ran up the side of him, and 
he didn’t get rank. If they didn’t beat him 
in that spot, he’s going to be tough to beat.” 

Silver Max went off the prohibitive 
favorite, but he wouldn’t have been your 
paddock pick if you didn’t know what he’d 
done. He’s just a brown horse, not over¬ 
big, the kind of horse Romans calls “a 
plain brown wrapper.” 

‘Vou’d never know he was in the barn,” 
Romans said. “He’s easy to be around, he 
doesn’t have any problems. He doesn’t 
have a vet biU, he just goes out and does 
his business.” ^

Turbo Compressor adds 
Grade 1 United Nations 
to growing iist of feats

I t was a case of deju vu, as happy speed¬ 
ster Turbo Compressor made it look easy 
going gate to wire for his first Grade 1 
score, the $500,000 United Nations Stakes 
on July 7 at Monmouth Park. The race was 
a near carbon copy of his victory in the 
$500,000 Colonial Turf Cup at Colonial 
Downs three weeks earlier. 

Joe Bravo has been the perfect fit for 
P and G Stable and Off the Hook LLC’s 
4-year-old bay ridgling. Bravo picked up 
the mount for the Colonial race, sent the 
son of Halo’s Image to the front going 


ITie miles and, never headed, they won by 
1 ^4 lengths. 

New Jersey’s riding king was well pre¬ 
pared to apply the same tactics for the 
59th running of the United Nations. But 
adding three-sixteenths of a mile to the 
task appeared to make it a bit more risky. 
However, trainer Todd Pletcher wasn’t 
concerned about the quick mrnaround or 
the distance. 

‘‘We’re bringing him back on a little 
bit of a short rest but he’s coming up to 
the race very well. I think that stretching 


him out a little further wiU suit him,” said 
Pletcher, the leading trainer by earnings 
during the first two and a half months of 
the meet. 

Shooting from the gate. Turbo Com¬ 
pressor galloped along with a daylight lead 
over his six rivals while setting pedestrian 
fractions on the firm mrf. Through a half 
in :49.97, he was on top by more than 2 
lengths. He got three-quarters in 1:15.08. 
The others never had a chance. 

Bravo asked for more turning for home, 
and Turbo Compressor willingly obliged. 
After a mile in 1:39.39, he flew through 
the next quarter in :22.22 (getting PA miles 
in 2:01.61) and was safely clear through the 
final eighth (in : 11.27) to complete the trip 
in 2:12.88, UA lengths over 2011 Virginia 
Derby-G2 winner Air Support. 

The United Nations victory pushed 
Turbo Compressor’s career earnings to 
$920,960 from 14 starts. And he earned an 
automatic berth in the $3 million Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl at Santa Anita. The historic 
United Nations was the first Breeders’ Cup 
“Win and You’re In” race in the US. for 
the Turf division. 

“We are going to take it one step at a 
time, but if we run in the Breeders’ Cup, 
I will be there,” said an excited Nehne 
Morales, part-owner of Hialeah, Fla.-based 
P and G Stables. ^

Father and son, 
Moyas find success 
on the racetrack

A lthough he’s only been training on 
his own since 2010, Ramon Moya 
took the knowledge he acquired from 
being an assistant to trainers on the New 
York circuit and applied it to his stable, 
with winning results. 

The native of Havana, Cuba, is enjoy¬ 
ing a stellar season on the Jersey Shore, 
saddling winners at a 31 percent clip. He’s 
getting a little help from someone near and 
dear to his heart-his son, jockey Ramon 
F. Moya. 

On July 7, the younger Moya, 24, who 
employs the middle initial “F” to dis¬ 
tinguish himself from his father, guided 
Mid-Adantic Thoroughbred Investments’ 
Esporon to a front-running score in a 
$42,000 allowance at one mile. 

“There isn’t a lot of pressure riding for 
my father, because usually we’re on the 
same page,” said Moya. “But I remember 
one of the first times I rode for him, he 
wasn’t too happy. I was stiU pretty green. 


and he told me, ‘don’t make a move until 
you hit the quarter pole.’ I sat back 20 
lengths from the rest of the field and did 
make my move at the quarter pole, but of 
course it was too late. He was kinda mad 
when I came back to unsaddle. Still to this 
day, he gives me what I call ‘constructive 
criticism.’” 

The elder Moya was an assistant to 
Bruce Levine in New York for nearly a 
decade before getting his trainer’s license in 
2010. This year, he’s been finding the win¬ 
ner’s circle at a steady clip, sitting tied for 
sixth in the Monmouth standings (through 
late July). Overall in 2012, he has 18 wins 
from 50 starts through July 28, a 36 percent 
strike rate. 

“My life revolves around the 25 horses 
in my barn,” he said. “I think about horses 
all day.” 

The younger Moya began riding horses 
rather late in life, at age 18, but quickly dis¬ 
covered that he had found his true calling. 


“It took time and a lot of hard work to 
get where I am today, but it’s what I really 
love to do,” he said. 

While Ramon F. Moya has been riding 
for his father at Monmouth, the bulk of his 
business has been at Parx Racing. He lost 
his “bug” in late 2011. 

STAKES ROUNDUP 

Several important stakes highlighted the 
July racing action at the Oceanport oval, 
many of which are steppings tones toward 
bigger stakes action this fall. 

^ Jockey Bravo had an outstanding 
afternoon July 7, not only capturing the 
Grade 1 United Nations, but the $200,000 
Monmouth Cup Stakes-G2 with WinStar 
Farm’s Rule, who returned after a nine- 
month layoff to win in eye-catching fash¬ 
ion. Finishing F/a lengths back in second 
in the 1-mile test was Grade 1-winning 
millionaire Flat Out, who bobbled at the 
break and could not catch the winner. 

Trained by Todd Fletcher, Rule snared 
the $120,000 first prUe to increase his 
bankroll to $1,139,700. 

“I don’t care how long the layoff, this 
horse [Rule] was ready to go the minute 
the gates opened,” said Bravo upon dis¬ 
mounting. 

^ The Red Bank Stakes has had a 
checkered past—originally created as a dirt 
route for 2-year-old fillies at its inception 
in 1974, over the next 37 renewals it was 
modified several times, from dirt to turf, 
and from females to males. The 2012 run¬ 
ning, which carried a Grade 3 designation, 
was contested at 1 mile by six turf veterans 
on July 4. 

One constant-for the third straight 
year the race was won by James M. Dinan 
and Phantom House Farm’s millionaire 
Get Serious. The 8-year-old son of City 
Zip, getting his first win since last year’s 
Red Bank, is trained by John Forbes and 
was ridden by Pablo Fragoso. He com¬ 
pleted the distance is a rapid 1:32.63, just 
.21 seconds off the course record. 

^ New Jersey native Ben Perkins Jr. 
has a well-deserved reputation for excel¬ 
lence at Monmouth Park, and thus, when 
the trainer saddled GSP Racing Stable’s 
Well Spelled to victory in the Grade 3 
Jersey Shore Stakes for 3-year-olds on July 
14, it should have come as no surprise to 
the 9,700 people in attendance. A son of 
Spellbinder, Well Spelled launched a wide, 
last-to-first move that netted him $60,000, 
as well as his first stakes win from nine 
starts. He paid a generous $13.20.

^ In the $75,000 Mr. Prospector Stakes 
on July 8, Bravo continued his hot hand, 
guiding MAT Stables’ Royal Currier to a 
half-length victory in a fleet 1:09.38 for 
6 furlongs.

^ Once upon a time, the Jersey Derby 
was one of the major races for 3-year- 
olds on the East Coast, won by the likes 
of Citation, Iron Liege, Jaipur, In Reality, 
Personality, Snow Chief . . the list goes 
on and on. The oldest Derby in America, 
having first been run in 1864 at a racetrack 
in Paterson, the Jersey Derby has lost 
most of its former luster, and is now an 
ungraded $60,000 race at 1 Vie miles on turf 
The winner on July 21 was Team Valor 
International’s Howe Great, a son of Hat 
Trick (Jpn) trained by Graham Motion, 
who staged an exciting stretch run to win 
by nearly 1 Va lengths over Fire Alarm as the 
heavy 3-10 favorite. 

^ Horsemen and jockeys have been 
extremely complimentary about Mon¬ 
mouth’s main track and turf course this 


season, and it’s aU due to the care given it 
by new track superintendent Bill Anderson, 
who trained horses for 45 years. 

‘ti never expected to be in this posi¬ 
tion,” Anderson said. ‘‘But when I heard 
that the job was available, I knew I wanted 
to be the track super at Monmouth.” 

Anderson rides his pony around the 
track every morning at 3:30 so he can get 
a feel for the surface. As a trainer, he was 
keenly interested in the way tracks were 
maintained, and asked a lot of questions. 

The 67-year-old Minnesota native 
began training horses in the late 1970s, 
and came to Monmouth for the first time 
in 1979. He was the leading conditioner at 
Atlantic City in 1989. Among his best run¬ 
ners was four-time Monmouth Park stakes 
winner War’s Prospect. ^

Goomie covered the Penny Memorial dis¬ 
tance in 1:41.23 on firm mrf 

It was the seventh career victory, 
and first graded, from 19 starts for the 
New York-bred daughter of City Zip. 
Last year, Gitchee Goomie was second in 
the Penny Memorial behind Team Valor 
International’s Daveron (Ger). 

REDEEMED SETS MARK 
IN GREENWOOD CUP 

Jay Em Ess Stable’s Redeemed, a 
Virginia-bred son of Include trained by 
Rick Du trow, earned himself a trip to 


the Breeders’ Cup Marathon-G2 with a 
track record-setting victory in the $200,000 
Greenwood Cup Stakes-G3 on July 14. 

The 12-furlong Greenwood Cup is part 
of the Breeders’ Cup ‘‘Win and You’re In” 
program. 

Under Ramon Domingue 2 , Redeemed 
opened a 6-length lead early on prime 
challenger Not Abroad, and maintained a 
si 2 able margin until they turned for home. 
Not Abroad made a valiant bid late, com¬ 
ing to within a half-length of the winner, 
but the end result wasn’t really in question. 

Redeemed covered the IV 2 miles in 
2:28.01, shattering the former mark of 
2:29.90 set by Evening Attire in this race 
in 2008. 

Purchased by Jay Em Ess, the stable 
name of California-based owner Samantha 
Siegel, for $50,000 at the 2009 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic Eastern Fall yearling sale. 
Redeemed has captured eight of his 13 
hfetime starts, including five stakes-three 
in his last three starts-for earnings of 
$832,140. He was bred by Morgan’s Ford 
Farm. 

GREAT LOOKINBLONDE 
NOW A STAKES WINNER 

Power by Far, Barbara Geraghty’s Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred colt trained by Anthony Cor- 


renti, was one of the most talented sprint¬ 
ers based at Parx in the last decade, win¬ 
ning 10 stakes and earning $544,335. 

Thus, while it is a bit unusual for a 
stakes race for Pennsylvania-bred fillies 
and mares to be named after a colt, the 
end result did Power by Far’s legacy proud. 
Dun Roamin Farm Inc. and Wire To Wire 
Stable’s Great Lookinblonde—with Power 
by Far’s former jockey Roberto Alvarado 
Jr. aboard — launched an off-the-pace move 
on the turn, hurtied into the stretch to 
engage Bank’n On Gold and Pink Candy, 
and drew off to a 2%-length win in the 
$75,000 stakes on July 28, covering 6 fur¬ 
longs over the sloppy surface in 1:10.02. 

Bred by Salvatore De Bunda, the 4-year- 
old daughter of Albert the Great trained 
by Edward Lehman was making her stakes 
debut in her 12th start. She pushed her 
career earnings to $269,776. 

TRAFFIC LIGHT GETS THE GREEN 

Also on July 28, the $75,000 Crowd 
Pleaser Handicap at F /16 miles for 3-year- 
old Pennsylvania-breds was taken by John 
Trippi and WilUam Thayer’s Traffic Light, 
a son of Peace Rules. 

The Alfredo Vela 2 que 2 -trainee led all 
the way over the sloppy going, leading 
Yourhonorandglory by 2 lengths in mid¬ 
stretch and 6 lengths at the wire. Pollard’s 
Boy rallied to be third.

Kyma gets up late to 
win Governor’s Cup

Kyma (#9), at 34-1, won a thrilling renewal of the $200,000 Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup by a nose. 


T homas G. McClay’s Kyma, a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred son of Belong to Me, 
gave those in attendance at Penn 
National the evening of July 28 a thrill 
when he launched a furious rally from the 
back of the field and was up just in time 
to capture the Grantville oval’s richest race 
of the year, the $200,000 Pennsylvania 
Governor’s Cup Handicap. 

With Dana Whitney aboard, the 
Brandon Kulp trained 4-year-old gelding 
also gave his backers a thrill at the pari¬ 
mutuel windows, as he returned a healthy 
$71.60. At the wire, Kyma was a neck 
better than the hard-charging Car Thief 
(22-1), who was a neck better than Super 
Chunky (10-1). The $2 exacta paid $1,019 
and the trifecta was worth $6,602. The time 
for 5 furlongs on firm turf was :56.58. 

A neck back in fourth was the race favor¬ 
ite, last year’s winner Ben’s Cat. Applying 
different tactics, Ben’s Cat pushed the 
quick pace (:22.03 and :45.23) and looked a 
winner at the top of the stretch until weak¬ 
ening. A win would have sent him over the 
$1 million mark-he remains $49,000 shy. 

Lightly-raced Kyma came in off a sharp 
winning effort in a 5-furlong turf allow¬ 
ance over the same course on June 15. 
The Governor’s Cup, his fifth win in seven 
starts, was his first in a stakes, and boosted 
his bankroll to $241,530. Bred by McClay 
and Denise McHenry-Dommel, he is out 
of the winning Cozzene mare Coquina 
Bay. 


SMART BID, TOBY’S CORNER 
ADD TO EVENING EXCITEMENT 

Horses trained by Graham Motion 
swept the supporting stakes on the Gover¬ 
nor’s Cup card. Augustin Stable’s Smart Bid 
triumphed in the $100,000 East Hanover 
Stakes, while Dianne and Julian Cotter’s 
homebred Toby’s Corner scored decisively 
in the $175,000 Mountainview Handicap. 

Smart Bid, a 6-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Smart Strike, earned his sec¬ 
ond stakes win of the year in the PA-mile 
turf test. In February, he captured the Fair 
Grounds Handicap-G3, but hadn’t been 
better than fourth in three subsequent 
stakes starts. 

Sent off the 1-2 favorite in the East 
Hanover, Smart Bid stalked the early pace 
while down on the fence under Jeremy 
Rose, angled out on the final turn, and then 
survived a dogfight to the wire, defeating 
See Tobe by a head, with Mythical Hero 
less than a length back in third. The final 
time over the firm course was 2:29.47. 

The winner’s share of $60,000 pushed 
Smart Bid’s bankroll to $993,013. 

Toby’s Corner scored his first victory 
since the 2011 Wood Memorial Stakes-G1 
at Aqueduct, easily coasting home by 3% 
lengths over Isn’t He Perfect, with Not 
Abroad 4 lengths farther back in third. 
Favored Marilyn’s Guy was last of five. 

The chestnut son of Bellamy Road cov¬ 
ered the F/s miles under Rose in 1:49.15. 


SRUMDIDDLYUMPTIOUS TOUGH 
TO SAY, BEAT, ON PACKED CARD 

Penn National track announcer John 
Bogar was left with the unenviable task of 
calling the name of Srumdiddlyumptious 
multiple times during the running of the 
$75,000 Femme Fatale Stakes on July 27, 
but handicappers were pleased to hear 
that the tongue-twister finished first in 
the 6-furlong event over favorite Singlet. 
Shipped by trainer Kelly Breen from 
Monmouth Park, Srumdiddlyumptious 
collected $45,000 for her owners, George 
and Lori HaU, and was timed in 1:10.40. 

Also that evening. Three Lions Racing’s 
Sensible Lady, a 3-year-old daughter of 
Street Sense, drew clear as the even-money 
favorite in the $100,000 Jenny Wade Stakes 
at 5 furlongs on the yielding turf, defeating 
Krusin Kelly by \ Va lengths for trainer Tim 
Salzman and rider Xavier Perez. 

One race later, Lael Stables’ Martita 
Sangtita relished the soggy sod to prevail 
by three-quarters of a length over Clare 
Skies Ahead in the $100,000 Red Carpet 
Stakes, getting the P/i6 miles in 1:42.74. 
Sent out by trainer Leigh Delacour, Martita 
Sangtita won for the first since since 
September 2010. The daughter of Johar, 
now 5, missed the entire 2011 season. 

CARDASHI CALLS IT A CAREER 

Mason Dixon Stable’s 10-year-old 
Cardashi, victor of the 2009 Pennsylvania 
Governor’s Cup Handicap, went out a 
winner. 

Trained throughout most of his career 
by Grantville-based Tim Kreiser, the son 
of Kitidashi retired after his 62nd start on 
July 13, a victory in a 5-furlong optional 
claiming event on the turf by a nose. 

It was the 15th lifetime score for 
Cardashi, who banked $443,085. 

‘‘I had to retire the old boy,” said 
Kreiser, who noted the gelding exited his 
last race a little banged up. ‘‘It would have 
been hard to bring him back next year. 
He’ll have a good home.” 

Last year, Cardashi almost stole the 
Governor’s Cup, leading every jump but 
the last one. He was nailed on the wire at 
odds of 17-1 by Ben’s Cat. 

NOTES: Jockey Matthew Rispoh 
maintained his position atop the Penn 
National jockey standings through the end 
of July, holding a 10-win margin over mul¬ 
tiple riding champ Dana Whitney. In the 
trainer standings, Jamie Ness, winning at an 
impressive 37 percent, held a comfortable 
cushion over Stephanie Beattie. ^

Life at the track still 
sunny for Furlong, horses

Y OU won’t find Kenyon Furlong’s name 
at the top of the trainers’ standings in 
the Delaware Park program, because 
his six-horse stable only allows for a hand¬ 
ful of victories each season. Yet despite his 
small numbers, Furlong, a resident of the 
Stanton backstretch since 1992, is associ¬ 
ated with one of the most popular horses 
ever to stable and race there, and whose 
name adorns an overnight stakes. 

Walking in Da Sun never won a stakes 
herself, but during her seven seasons on 
the track under Furlong’s mtelage she 
gained a reputation as a terror on the turf 
For the last several years, Delaware Park 
has recognized her accomplishments by 
carding the $50,000 Walking in Da Sun 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies on the grass, 
which was captured July 11 by the Michael 
Matz-trained Welcome Dance for owner/ 
breeder Ramona Bass. Perhaps most nota¬ 
ble about that day’s racing was the fact 
that Furlong saddled a winner on the card. 
Sweet Spirits Stables’ Sweet Valor. 

don’t win that many races, and it was 
pretty ironic that one came on the same 
day as Walking in Da Sun’s stakes,” said 
Furlong with a laugh. ‘‘It amazes me how 
people stiU remember her.” 

Walking in Da Sun, a Florida-bred 
daughter of Sunny Chme—^Walking in 
Rhythm, by ^Hawaii, was foaled in 1989 
and purchased by Furlong as a yearling. 


“She was good on the dirt, but really, 
really good on the turf, and five-eighths 
was her specialty,” said Furlong. 

When Delaware Park’s season ended, 
Furlong would take Walking in Da Sun to 
his farm in Camden, S.C., and foxhunt her 
with the Camden Hunt. 

“She was just great to ride, but I found 
out the hard way that she refused to cross 
water,” he said with a laugh.

Furlong told an interesting anecdote 
about Walking in Da Sun’s last season on 
the racetrack, in 1997. 

“I brought her back up to Delaware 
Park that spring, but before we left I bred 
her to Not For Love,” he said. “She was 
confirmed in foal while at the track, but 
it didn’t stop her winning ways. She raced 
against the boys and beat them, and then 
came back six days later and beat the girls.” 

Furlong said he formally retired the 
mare on Aug. 26, 1997 —“right before 
Labor Day weekend,” he said. “I thought 
it was appropriate.” 

Walking in Da Sun finished her career 
with 18 wins, 13 seconds and six thirds 
from 56 starts, and a bankroll of $187,735, 
all of it earned prior to the advent of slots- 
enriched purses at Delaware Park. 

Interestingly, the foal she was carry¬ 
ing that last season-a chesmut colt born 
seven months after her final race-mrned 
out to be quite a mrf performer himself 
Shades of Sunny won four stakes, placed 
in seven more, equaled a course record 
at Pimlico, and completed his career with 
$473,242 in earnings. 

Furlong bred six foals from Walking 
in Da Sun, all of them excellent turf per¬ 
formers. In total, her foals earned over 
$1.2 million on the racetrack. 

Unfortunately, at age 17, Walking in Da 
Sun died while nine months in foal, after 
breaking a back leg. Furlong took the news 
of her death hard, but was able to hang 
onto a Httie piece of her. He stiU owns her 
stakes-placed daughter Try and Catch Me 
(by Polish Miner), an earner of $246,685 
who is in foal to PetionviUe. 

“Walking in Da Sun was more than just 
a racehorse to me,” said Furlong. “She was 
a beautiful mare-a bright chestnut with a 
white face-and I have pictures of her all 
over my farm. I have a lot of great memo¬ 
ries of those days with her. 

“She carried me for several years-she 
was a godsend,” he said. “It was quite an 
honor for Delaware Park to name a stakes 
after her, and an honor for me to win a 
race on the same card.” 

AFTER SAUDI STINT, ALBERTRANI 
FINDS SPOT AT DELAWARE 

In 1999, Lou Albertrani was sitting on 
top of the Thoroughbred world. Employed 
by owner Ernie ParagaUo, he saddled the 
fleet Artax to victory in the Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl at Gulfs tream Park, as weU as 
to track record-breaking performances at 
Belmont Park and Aqueduct.

That year, Albertrani won 27 races and 
over $2.3 million in purses, but by the end 
of 2000, he parted ways with Paragallo. 

His career statistics show that over the 
next two years Albertrani won only two 
races, but there was a good reason why. He 
had received an invitation to train for then-

Albertrani said that he looks back upon 
his time in Saudi Arabia as one of the best 
of his career. 

“It was a wonderful experience, the 
chance of a lifetime," he said. “I was the 
first person who came from outside of 
Saudi Arabia to train for Prince Abdullah 
in about 35 years, and I met some fasci¬ 
nating people. They had so many stories 
to teU; they really love their horses and 
racing." 

While in Saudi Arabia, Albertrani was 
given a two-bedroom apartment in Riyadh, 
a car, and all expenses were paid. 

“Prince Abdullah treated me like royal¬ 
ty," he said. Albertrani was also able to 
attend the Dubai World Cup in 2001, as his 
brother Tom was one of Sheikh Moham¬ 
med al Maktoum's trainers at the time. 

The only downside to his year in 
Saudi Arabia, Albertrani said, was getting 
his business going again once back on 
American soil. 


“When you go away, it's hard to 
restabhsh yourself with owners," he said. 
“Fortunately, I was able to find some, but 
I'm always looking for new clients." 

Albertrani said he has some 2-year- 
olds by Indygo Shiner that he's excited 
about, and that upon the conclusion of the 
Delaware Park meet and the closure of its 
backstretch for the winter, he will be based 
at Parx Racing, where his career began 20 
years ago. 

EVER SO LUCKY RETURNS 

Augustin Stable's Ever So Lucky made a 
triumphant return to the races on July 5 as 
he trounced allowance foes by IVi lengths 
under Alex Cintron at 1 mile. 

The 3-year-old son of Indian Charlie 
hadn't been seen since a disappointing 
effort in the Grade 1 Blue Grass Stakes at 
Keeneland on April 14. 

“He didn't beat much, but how could 
J you not be happy with what he did today?" 
I said trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 

I It was the second career victory for 
§ Ever So Lucky, Fasig-Tipton Midiantic's 
2011 2-year-old sales topper when owner 
George Strawbridge Jr. spent $600,000. In 
his two starts at 2 he had a win and a second 
in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes-G2.

McKee watching former 
pupils with delight

F or decades, Thoroughbred breeder, 
trainer and owner John McKee could 
count himself among the very few 
in the racing industry to never suffer the 
pangs of seller’s remorse. 

McKee’s philosophy was simple and 
effective-he bred them, and he raced 
them. The policy has kept the 72-year-old 
McKee in good stead for years at Charles 
Town, as he has long ranked as one of the 
track’s top trainers and owners. 

A Sunday afternoon in July might well 
have put that feeling to the ultimate test, 
though, as McKee saw a rare exception to 
his no-seU rule open his racing career with 
a dominating performance. The 2-year-old 
Fiber Sonde colt Hidden Canyon destroyed 
a full field in a 4k2-furlong maiden special 
weight by 9 V 2 lengths in a blistering :50.89 
on a sealed muddy track. McKee is con¬ 
vinced the bay colt he sold to trainer 
Javier Contreras for owner Phyllis Susini 


could well have eclipsed the track record 
of :50.09 set by Charles Town stakes star 
Immortal Eyes in 2011. 

‘‘He probably could have easily broken 
that record that day,” McKee said of the 
July 22 race. “He could have broken it, 
had the jockey [Fredy Pel troche] had any 
thought of doing that. He eased up down 
the stretch.” 

Contreras’ persistence, plus an open 
checkbook from Susini, convinced McKee 
to part with Fhdden Canyon and another 
2-year-old by home sire Fiber Sonde, the 
gray fiUy Believe the Cat. 

“I had never sold a horse before for 
racing,” McKee said. “[Contreras] said they 
wanted to get some West Virginia breds, 
so I told him to come out to the farm. He 
Hked that colt [Hidden Canyon] and I told 
him that’s probably the best one I’ve got. 
He wasn’t for sale, but they made a pretty 
substantial offer for them.” 


McKee acmaUy got to see both his 
former horses on the track on July 22, 
as Believe the Cat (out of Credence, by 
Believe It) turned in a very credible sec¬ 
ond place effort in a 5y2-furlong maiden 
special weight while running against the 
boys. Then came Hidden Canyon, whose 
stakes-placed dam Ghost Canyon is a win¬ 
ner of three races with two seconds from 
seven starts. 

“I really Hked him,” McKee said of 
Hidden Canyon. “He was always a well- 
balanced colt, never did anything fool¬ 
ish, was weU-mannered. His mom. Ghost 
Canyon, was a racehorse. She could run a 
Htde, so I had some hopes for him.” 

Watching that steUar debut by Hidden 
Canyon could have produced that pre¬ 
viously unknown em otion—regre t—but 
McKee wasn’t letting on if he had any 
second thoughts about that sale. 

“The only bad thing about that,” 
McKee said, “was that the rider didn’t ask 
him to run at the end. He would have had 
that record.” 

Of course, there’s plenty of silver Hning 
for McKee and parmer Cyndy O’Bannon 
at their Kearneysville, WVa.-based Beau 
Ridge Farm breeding and racing opera¬ 
tion. Hidden Canyon and BeHeve the Cat 
mark the latest successes for their staUion 
Fiber Sonde, an unraced 7-year-old son 
of Unbhdled’s Song out of champion 
Silken Cat, by Storm Cat, who entered 
stud at Beau Ridge Farm in 2008. In his 
first crop, he has eight winners from nine 
starters, and this year’s crop of 2-year-olds 
already boasts four winners from six to 
race. O’Bannon owns winning 2-year-old 
filly Dixieland Silk, who scored first out 
in a maiden special weight at Mountaineer 
on June 4. O’Bannon has seen interest 
in Fiber Sonde grow as his progeny pro¬ 
duce at the track, and now the gray ranks 
ahead of fellow Beau Ridge Farm staUions 
Foomotes and On Eagles Wings in terms 
of popularity. 

“He’s been our most booked stal- 
Hon,” O’Bannon said. “He’s an absolutely 
gorgeous horse, and I’m not saying that 
because we own him. He’s a big, stout, 
gorgeous horse.” 

Fiber Sonde has even delayed the retire¬ 
ment of a couple mares at the farm, for 
as O’Bannon says “he moves mares up” 
by siring successful runners after previous 
failed pairings. 

“We bought him the same time we got 
Foomotes,” O’Bannon said. “We could 
never have afforded a horse with his pedi¬ 
gree with a big racing record. So we took 
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Around the Ovals Charles Town 


our chances with him ” Fiber Sonde is a half-brother champion 
sprinter Speightstown, one of nation's leading sires of 2012. 

TRACK RECORD THREATENED IN HOT SUMMER 

As impressive as Hidden Canyon's debut performance, the 
4!^-furlong record at Charles Town seemed constantly under pres¬ 
sure in July Just a day before, the 4-year-old Florida-bred filly 
Joyous Music produced a scorching tiVi-length victory over a 
sealed sloppy track in :50.68 under jockey Arnaldo Bocachica. 
Running with a $25,000 tag in the optional claimer, the daughter 
of Bellamy Road out of Pyrite Queen (by Wavering Monarch) 
instead remained with owner Rousseau Racing and trainer Steven 
Brown. 

The times got faster on July 22, when 4-year-old Kentucky- 
bred gelding He's Speightful roared home by TU lengths in :50.34 
in allowance company under Luis Batista. A son of Speights town 
out of Ammalu (by Boston Harbor), He's Speightful was coming 
off a 10-month layoff for trainer Ronald Clatterbuck and owner 
Adam King. Another Florida-bred allowance horse, 6 -year-old 
Sneakin the Gold, made his own assault on the track record on 
July 27, flying home in :50.79 over a fast track with Carlos Marrero 
in the irons. Sneakin the Gold had to work for the victory, winning 
by a neck for owner/trainer James Acquilano. 

Even $5,000 claimers doled out the speed. Over the weekend 
of July 28, Winfred L. Hess Jr.'s 6 -year-old Force of Gravity (by 
Trajectory) flew the distance under Arnaldo Bocachica in :50.43 
on Saturday, scoring by 8 lengths from the Scooter Davis barn.

“Mom-and-Pop” 
Dimitriou operation finds 
success at Erie track

J ust prior to the opening of the 2012 
Presque Isle Downs meet in mid- 
May, trainer Harry Dimitriou, his wife 
Stacey, and his Jack Russell Terrier set 
out in an RV from their home near Penn 
National Racecourse towards their destina¬ 
tion of Erie, Pa. 

Upon arrival in Erie, Dimitriou rented 
stalls on a nearby farm for his four horses, 
where he was also able to train them. 

^We’re like the Beverly Hillbillies living 
in our RV,” said Dimitriou with a laugh. 
“But the last two years I made 21 trips back 
and forth to Presque Isle, and ifs a long 
drive from Penn National. Now, we're only 
a couple of miles away from the track, and 
it's reaUy working out well.” 

Not only are the living and train¬ 
ing arrangements working out well, but 
Dimitriou's horses have also responded 
to the change of scenery and bree 2 es 
blowing in off Lake Erie. Two of them — 
Midstatesman and New Revolution—have 
found the winner's circle twice since the 
meet opened, with their latest victories 
coming in July. 

Midstatesman, a 4-year-old son of Luf- 
tikus—First Sail, by Baederwood, is owned, 
trained and bred by Dimitriou. When the 


gelding connected first on June 7 in a 
claiming race, winning by 10^4 lengths and 
earning $9,600, and then again on July 11 
in a $41,600 allowance for Pennsylvania- 
breds, earning $24,600, Dimitriou hit the 
proverbial home run. 

In his most recent outing. Midstatesman 
sat close to the pace in the dEa-furlong test 
and then pounced at the quarter pole, 
defeating 10 rivals with a UA-length score 
under jockey Mike AUen. He has been first 
or second in aU four of his starts this year. 

“He's the second to last foal out of First 
Sail,” said Dimitriou. “I bought First Sail as 
a weanhng, and I raced her primarily on the 
Maryland circuit. She's now 19, and I've 
gotten eight foals from her, but I recendy 
retired her as a broodmare.” 

First Sail's last foal is the 3-year-old filly 
Savethewildagain, by Activist, who has 
yet to start. Get the Net, her 6-year-old 
daughter by Limit Out, is also in training 
with Dimitriou. 

Dimitriou said that Midstatesman is a 
big, good-looking dark bay gelding who 
has an affinity for Presque Isle's Tapeta 
racing surface. 

“He's an eye-catching horse, but a big 
goofbaU,” said Dimitriou. “He can be a 
handful on the track, very tough to train at 
times, and exuberant.” 

New Revolution, owned by Stacey, is 
a 4-year-old Virginia-bred gelded son of 
Mingun—Missy Dear, by Deerhound. 
After winning a 12-furlong starter allow¬ 
ance on June 16 by a neck, he dominated 
in a starter allowance on July 7 at the rarely- 
carded distance of 1% miles. Both races 
were worth $18,600 to the winner. 

With Allen again doing the riding hon¬ 
ors, New Revolution led all the way in the 
July marathon, opening up a 4-length lead 
early and then coasting home with no real 
challenge emerging from his eight foes. 
Crossing the hne 3^ lengths on top, his 
time was 2:47.58, just .57 off the track mark. 


“I claimed New Revolution over the 
winter at Penn National for $5,000,” said 
Dimitriou. “He's a funny horse-he was 
weakening at shorter distances. But after 
his races, he was galloping out strongly, and 
the jockey had a hard time pulling him up. 
He clearly appeared hke he was born to run 
further, so it looks hke we did something 
brilliant by sending him in route races.” 

As for Dimitriou, he describes his oper¬ 
ation hke this: ‘We're as Mom-and-Pop as 
they come. HopefuUy one day we can buy 
our own small farm.” 

STAKES ACTION INCLUDES 
MULTIPLE FERRARO SUCCESSES 

Two $75,000 stakes for Pennsylvania- 
breds at 1 mile topped the Friday card of 
July 6-the Northern Fhng for filhes and 
mares, and the Leematt for 3-year-olds 
and up. 

In the Leematt, trainer Mike Ferraro 
collected the first and second-place prizes, 
winning with Happy Face Racing Stable's 
Motion to Appeal, a 4-year-old son of 
Bellamy Road, and grabbing second with 
Rosemarie Kesselring's Ryan's Gift, a 
5-year-old son of Bernstein. 

Motion to Appeal, ridden by Dennis 
Carr, won by a half length in 1:37.49. 

“They both had been training weU at 
Finger Lakes and I decided to take a 
chance,” said Ferraro, who also maintains a 
string at the upstate New York track. 

Although Ryan's Gift was the morning- 
hne choice, he drew the 10-hole and could 
not overcome that outside slot, a tricky one 
to negotiate at a flat mile. 

“He [Ryan's Gift] made a late bid, but 
could not catch Motion to Appeal,” said 
Ferraro. Gondwanan, the 2.70-1 favorite 
in the 10-horse field, finished a head back 
in third. 

Ferraro is a seasoned veteran, having 
begun his career in 1971 at Fort Erie in 
Canada. He owns 18 Finger Lakes training 
tides, and reached the 2,000-win milestone 
there on November 23, 2003. 

Through July 27, Ferraro has 2,782 wins 
from more than 11,300 starts. His horses 
have earned over $20 million. At Presque 
Isle for the year, he saddled the winners of 
six races through late July. 

Perhaps the best horse of Ferraro's 
41-year career was Fio Rito, who cap¬ 
tured 15 stakes during the period from 
1977 through 1981, including the Grade 1 
Whitney Handicap at Saratoga in 1981. 

Fio Rito, a New York-bred son of 
Dreaming Native, started 50 times and 
won 28 races, and set two track records at 
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Around the Ovals Presque Isle Downs

Finger Lakes —one at 6 furlongs, and the Ferraro’s son, M. Anthony Ferraro, also 
other at a mile and 70 yards. He finished trained a stakes winner at Presque Isle in 
his career with earnings of $584,142. July. He tightened the girth on Langpap 


Stable’s Mystic City in the $100,000 
Windward Stakes on July 3, an open test at 
1 mile for fillies and mares. 

Dispatched at 12-1, New York-bred 
Mystic City led all the way in the Windward, 
defeating 10 rivals in 1:38.03. In her only 
other Presque Isle start, she was third in 
an allowance. 

‘‘She really took to the Tapeta surface 
her first time here [on May 15],” said 
Ferraro. “So we thought we would take a 
shot and get black-typed.” 

M. Anthony Ferraro began training 
in 1985, and has 1,500 career wins to his 
credit as of July 25. 

In the Northern Fhng, trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard continued his winning ways, 
sending out Augustin Stable’s Sky Willow, 
a 4-year-old daughter of Empire Maker, to 
her first career stakes victory. 

Following a third in the Lyphard Stakes 
at Penn National on the turf in June, 
Sheppard put Sky Willow on Presque Isle’s 
Tapeta surface and she responded with a 
2 V4-length tally in 1:37.92. 

“The boss [Sheppard] said she was a 
good horse and she was [a good horse],” 
said assistant trainer Barry Wiseman. “She 
has class and can run on any surface.” 

The Northern Fhng was the third win 
of Sky Willow’s career from seven starts 
(at six tracks), and boosted her earnings to 
$96,979. Her dam, SpeUing (by Alphabet 
Soup), is a stakes-placed half-sister to four 
stakes winners, including multiple Grade 
1-placed Talent Search, who stands at stud 
in Pennsylvania. 

Sheppard was winning at a 36 percent 
chp at the current Presque Isle meet, sad- 
dhng 10 winners from 28 starters, with a 61 
percent in-the-money rate. 

STANDINGS TIGHTEN UP 
AMONG TRAINERS 

As July came to a close, the trainers’ 
race heated up at the Erie track, with Joe 
Martin ahead of a hard-charging Jamie 
Ness, 24-21. 

In the jockeys’ race, Pablo Morales 
held a commanding 12-win advantage over 
Scott Spieth, 60-48. 

On the business side, average on-track 
and off-track pari-mutuel handle was run¬ 
ning ahead of last year’s numbers at the 
midway point of the 2012 meet, but atten¬ 
dance dechned shghtly. 

Through 50 racing dates, average daily 
on-site handle was $35,357, an increase 
from the $34,741 of 2011. Average daily 
off-site handle was $435,704, up from the 
2011 midseason average of $413,326. ^

Around the Ovals Colonial Downs 


With big meet at Virginia 
track, McMahon ciaims 
his first training crown

A s the curtain dropped on the 2012 
Colonial Downs meet on July 28, 
trainer Hugh McMahon found him¬ 
self atop the standings, earning the first 
training title of his career. 

The native of Doncaster, England, put 
up some lofty numbers, winning at a 49 
percent clip (23 wins from 47 starts) and 
hitting the board nearly 70 percent of the 
time. He had come close to taking the 
training crown at the mini-meet at Adantic 
City Racecourse earlier this spring, but lost 
by one win to Patricia Farro. 

‘Winning a training tide is not some¬ 
thing IVe ever pursued,’’ said McMahon. 
“I’m not ready interested in it. I enjoy the 
horses when they win, but earning money 
for my chents and the well-being of my 
family is most important to me.” 


This year, McMahon had initially decid¬ 
ed to send eight horses to Colonial Downs, 
but ended up sending two dozen, plus 
several grooms and an assistant. Based 
in Maryland, McMahon said he drove to 
Virginia once a week for an overnight stay, 
to check on the horses and the operation. 

Among those in his shedrow is High 
Goal Racing Stable’s King’s Coronation, 
who got his third straight win on July 7 
when he captured a 1 -mile turf claimer on 
a steamy evening. 

Forest Boyce was aboard the 11-year- 
old Red Ransom gelding, who had wired 
his competition in his two earlier races at 
Colonial during the summer while in for 
a $5,000 tag. Stepping up a rung, he had 
to rally to win number three, getting up to 
score by a half length over a firm course. 

The victory was the 12th of King’s 
Coronation’s 46-race career, which began 
in 2003 at Monmouth Park. The gelding 
broke his maiden at Belmont Park the fol¬ 
lowing year, and changed trainers a number 
of times while racing at tracks across the 
country. Prior to arriving in McMahon’s 
barn, the gelding had been competing 
unsuccessfully on the dirt in bottom level 
company at Suffolk Downs last fall. 

“Steve Macrae [of High Goal Racing 
Stable] called me and said he got King’s 
Coronation for ‘a ham sandwich,’ ” recalled 
McMahon. “I didn’t know what he was 
talking about at first, because I had never 
heard that phrase before. I quickly realized 
it meant he hadn’t paid very much for him. 
He asked if I would train him, but that he 
was currently turned out in a field.” 

McMahon said within a couple of 
weeks of training at Laurel Park, King’s 
Coronation began to blossom. 

“When he first arrived, he had a long 
coat of hair and a big grass belly,” said 


McMahon. “I thought, ‘well, let’s see what 
happens.’ After he started to gallop, his 
coat really started to gleam. I also found 
out that he was the perfect horse to ride, he 
had a good mouth and was very kind. He’s 
a bit of a grump in his stall, though, and 
will take a nip at you if you’re not careful.” 

King’s Coronation was bredin Kentucky 
by Flaxman Holdings Limited out of 
Coronation Cup, a graded stakes winner 
by Chief’s Crown. Coronation Cup sold 
for $1.95 million at the 1999 Keeneland 
November sale in foal to Coronado’s 
Quest as part of the Paul Mellon dispersal. 

Out of Broodmare of the Year Glow¬ 
ing Tribute, dam of eight stakes horses. 
Coronation Cup is a half-sister to Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Sea Hero, as well as 
graded winners Hero’s Honor, Glowing 
Honor, Wild Applause and Mackie. 

VIRGINIA DERBY’S STRONG 
SUPPORTING CARD 

The Grade 2 Virginia Derby was the 
headliner, but the 14-race July 21 card had 
four turf stakes leading up to the signa¬ 
ture event, including the Virginia Oaks-G3 
worth $150,000 for 3-year-old fillies. 

Ken McPeek shipped in Landaluce 
Educe Stables’ Volcat from her Churchill 
Downs base in search of her first stakes 
win. The daughter from the first crop of 
the beautifuUy-bred After Market had won 
her prior outing, a frontrunning effort in 
allowance company at Churchill Downs on 
June 22, her first start at the Oaks F/s-mile 
distance. 

Sent off as the 1.90-1 second choice in 
the seven-filly Oaks field, Volcat overcame 
an awkward start and set sail to contest the 
lead. When Robby Albarado gave a nudge, 
Volcat took over on the yielding going at 
the ^-mile mark, got a daylight lead in the 
stretch, then had enough in reserve to hold 
off Filare I’Oro and win by a half-length. 
She stopped the clock in 1:52.18. 

The most exciting stakes of the day 
was the $50,000 Kitten’s Joy at IVie miles. 
Lentenor, httie brother of Barbaro, out- 
gamed tough favorite Action Andy to win 
by a head. Trained by Leigh Delacour and 
ridden by Sheldon Russell, the Lael Stables’ 
5-year-old homebred, by Dynaformer out 
of La ViUe Rouge, by Carson City, got his 
first stakes win from 16 starts. 

Out-of-town juveniles I’m Boundto- 
score (by Even the Score) and Zip Cash 
Back (by City Zip) shipped in to take the 
$50,000 Chenery (for colts) and Tippett 
(for fillies), respectively. Sarah Rook was 
aboard both for their first stakes wins.

O n April 20, two weeks before the 
Kentucky Derby, links to a video 
called An American Love Story: Union 
Rags began appearing on social media sites. 
The 24-minute production told the story 
of the horse that was one of the Kentucky 
Derby favorites, the horse owned by 
Pennsylvania resident Phyllis Wyeth and 
her Chadds Ford Stable. 

Rave reviews followed. Links were 
passed on through Facebook shares and 
Twitter retweets. With award-winning turf 
writer Dick Jerardi and others contribut¬ 
ing, the film featured Wyeth and trainer 
Michael Matz in the sort of irresistible 
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narrative on which racing thrives, and fans 
couldn’t get enough of it. 

While the film showcased Union Rags 
and his connections, they were already 
reasonably well-known within racing. Less 
recognizable was the initiative that pro¬ 
duced the film, TrackPackPA, part of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania’s cam¬ 
paign to raise the profile of its horse 
racing industry. The movie served as its 
coming-out party. 

TrackPackPA began in 2008, according 
to Dan Tufano, the director of horse rac¬ 
ing for the Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculmre. 


‘We had some tourism money avail¬ 
able,” he said, “and some money from the 
racing commissions. We decided to create 
a website for people that are interested 
in horse racing in Pennsylvania. The idea 
was to drive people to the site, to focus on 
live racing and getting people out to the 
racetrack.” 

Pennsylvania is home to six tracks, 
three harness and three Thoroughbred, a 
fact that might come as a surprise to many 
Pennsylvanians. 

“We conducted some consumer 
research and had some focus groups in 
some of our markets,” Tufano said. ‘We 
were trying to learn what decisions our 
target demographic made when looking 
for a night out. 

“I learned that horse racing is complete¬ 
ly off their radar. Some people didn’t even 
know that these facihties existed.” 

The target demographic, according to 
Ed Tettemer, the site’s creative director, is 
roughly people aged 23 to 32. ‘When we 
talked to them about the track,” he said, 
“we saw that it hadn’t entered their radar. 
But if you position tracks as a cool new 
sports bar with a real sport, guys who were 
fantasy football geeks could suddenly see 
themselves at racetracks.” 

Observed Tufano, “For so long, racing 
had driven people away in order to sustain 
itself. By making wagering more conve¬ 
nient, tracks emptied the grandstand. They 
took away the reason to go to the track. 

“I remember going to Penn National 
many years ago, and the sense that I was 
going to see a professional sporting event 
had been lost. Where else can you get that 
close to a sporting event?” 

Unlike Tufano, Tettemer had no back¬ 
ground in horse racing. He came from 
the advertising agency world, where he 
had worked on Pennsylvania tourism. A 
native of the commonwealth, he grew up 
traveling around Pennsylvania, at one point 
writing a blog that was part of the Visit PA 
website. 

“Dan talked to me about the passion 
of the fan, of the guy raised at the track. 
When he started telling me the stories of 
the people at the track, I knew that our 
mission was to encourage a new generation 
of fans to come experience live racing,” 
he said. 

Tettemer and Gretchen Harper, the 
site’s marketing and communications spe- 
ciahst, supervise and update the Track 
PackPA site, consulting with Tufano about 
upcoming projects.

‘We learned our lesson/' said Tettemer. 
“If we do a handful of really high quahty 
projects instead of a whole bunch of litde 
things, we can get much more attention 
and generate some new interest in what's 
going on at the track." 

One of those big projects was the 
Union Rags video, the success of which 
exceeded anything they had imagined. 
Tettemer says that it's been viewed by more 
than 38,000 people. 

Jeb Hannum, the executive secretary of 
the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation, noted that the movie's appeal tran¬ 
scended the Thoroughbred racing audi¬ 
ence. 

“It was shown on a huge jumbo screen 
at the Winterthur Point-to-Point the day 
after the Derby," he said. “There were 
20,000 people at a steeplechase event 
watching it. 

“It's a great concept because it gives 
flavor to racing, helping people to under¬ 
stand the sport and making it look fun and 
appealing to a younger generation who 
might have had zero exposure to racing." 

As someone involved in breeding horses, 
Hannum's in favor of getting young people 
to the track. 

“If people in their 20s and 30s go to 
the track and have some fun, maybe they'll 
get involved and become owners or breed¬ 
ers later in hfe. We need to cultivate that 
generation." 

Tettemer says that TrackPackPA plans 
upcoming videos on Tony Black, the 
Parx-based jockey who has won more 
than 5,000 races; John Servis, who 
trained Pennsylvania-bred Smarty Jones 
to wins in the Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
Preakness Stakes-Gl; and Roger Huston, 
track announcer at The Meadows, now 
nearly 70, who started calhng races when 
he was 14. 

Tettemer also hopes to launch a cross¬ 
promotion with the Philly Craft Beer 
Festival in which the festival would travel 
from track to track. He and Harper run the 
site's Facebook page (nearly 5,000 “likes") 
and Twitter feed (over 1,000 followers). 

TrackPackPA is funded by gambling 
dollars via Pennsylvania's two racing com¬ 
missions (one for harness racing, one for 
Thoroughbreds). For the moment, though, 
the campaign doesn't focus on the wager¬ 
ing element of the races. 

“So many industry campaigns have 
focused on wagering, going right away for 
the sale," said Tufano. Tettemer concurred. 
“I knew we wouldn't talk about wagering," 
he said. “The focus is on a culture of enter¬ 


tainment for young people who are more 
social than ever." 

TrackPackPA is also working on build¬ 
ing relationships with the various racing 
entities in the state, including its horse¬ 
men's associations. 

“We'd love to get other stakeholders to 
participate and support it," said Tufano, 
“and perhaps take it over one day." 

One recent collaboration involved a 
horseshoe giveaway. With the help of 
horsemen, TrackPackPA collected hun¬ 
dreds of used horseshoes and gave them 
away through a state-wide promotion at 
the tracks. 

“I think horsemen are seeing directly 
that this is in their best interests for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons," said Tufano. “If you can 
get people to the track and then betting 
on racing, you can increase purse accounts. 
And portraying horse racing in a positive 
hght is a good thing, especially with all the 
noise that's out there right now." 

“We're hoping to meet with horse¬ 
men's associations to work on fumre joint 
ventures," said Tettemer. “We want to get 


people to understand the story behind 
the racing, and to understand that 29,000 
Pennsylvania agriculmre jobs depend on 
this industry." 

For now, though, TrackPackPA's ambi¬ 
tions are a httle more modest: to bring 
Pennsylvania horse racing to a wider local 
audience and to invite people to consider 
the races as one of the many entertainment 
options available in the commonwealth. 

“It's a terrific sport people don't know 
about," said Tettemer. 

“There's something about horse rac¬ 
ing," said Tufano, “something about see¬ 
ing majestic animals compete hke that. 
That thrill of being on the rail was some¬ 
thing I really want to share with a new 
audience." ^

In Memoriam 


NANCY FRENKIL 

Nancy Frenkil, who owned Nancy Lee 
Farms in Glyndon with her husband of 
54 years, Victor Frenkil, died on July 14 of 
cancer. She was 75. 

Known by many as one of the most 
gracious members of the Maryland racing 
community, Mrs. Frenkil campaigned a 
small stable consisting primarily of home- 
breds for decades. Among the best runners 
bred and raced by Nancy Lee Farms were 
stakes horses Crab Imperial and Sarah 
Beaner, Colonial Downs track record-set¬ 
ter Our Toby and Christopher Knight, 
who was one of the winningest horses 
in the nation in 1988. He finished first or 
second in 16 straight races that year, and 
counted win streaks of five and six races. 

With longtime trainer Ferris Allen, the 
Frenkils campaigned stakes-winning filly 
Chrusciki. Purchased for $40,000 as a 
wearding, the daughter of Polish Numbers 
won two stakes, placed in seven others, and 
retired to the Nancy Lee Farm broodmare 
band having earned $322,828. 

Tim Keefe has also trained runners for 
the couple in recent years. “Nancy was 
so nice and patient, and always was will¬ 
ing to take time with her horses. And if 
they didn’t turn out, she’d find wonderful 
homes for them,” said Keefe. 

A few of the Nancy Lee Farm retirees 
went to Allen’s daughter Jane, including 
Our Toby, who is currently a show horse. 

“They were wonderful supporters of 
the Thoroughbred industry in Maryland,” 
said Allen. “They are old-fashioned Treed 
to race’ people.” 


SARAH LIBBEY GREENHALGH 




Equine photographer, journahst and 
sportswoman Sarah Libbey Greenhalgh, 
48, was found dead in her burning home 
in UpperviUe, Va., on July 9. Her death is 
being investigated as a homicide. 

Ms. Greenhalgh was born in Washing¬ 
ton, DC., attended Oldfields School in 
Sparks-Glencoe, Md., and earned a degree 
in journahsm from Lynchburg College 


in Virginia. She was well-known in the 
equestrian world, primarily through her 
coverage of steeplechase racing. She was 
a regular contributor to The Chronicle of 
the Horse^ Steeplechase Times and The Horse of 
Delaware Valley and her work also appeared 
in The Maryland Horse and Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred. She received an Echpse 
Award honorable mention for her photo¬ 
graph of Lonesome Glory running in a flat 
race at the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup meet, 
pubhshed in 1998 in the Steeplechase Times. 

A freelance journalist-her photographs 
and articles appeared in such diverse publi¬ 
cations and newspapers as Time magazine. 
Vanity Fair and The New York Times-Ms>. 
Greenhalgh most recently worked as a 
reporter for The Winchester Star. 

“She conducted the press briefings 
for the Virginia Gold Cup Association,” 
said Echpse Award-winning photogra¬ 
pher Douglas Lees, who had known Ms. 
Greenhalgh for more than 20 years. “She 
was very conscientious about safety and 
looked out for the new people on the 
course.” Noting that Ms. Greenhalgh had 
taught photography at one time, Lees said, 
“She even gave me some pointers on how 
to photograph the Maryland Hunt Cup, 
which I had photographed for over 40 
years. Whenever I had a question about 
photography, I went to her.” 

Although they were in a competitive 
business, Lees noted that the best photo 
he believes ever taken of timber champion 
Saluter was taken by Ms. Greenhalgh. “She 
was very good at capturing the finish shot 
of the winning horse.” 

ROYSTON MADARY JR. 

Royston (Roy) Madary, 86, a longtime rac¬ 
ing fan and small-time Maryland breeder 
from Marriottsville, died on July 23. 

Mr. Madary had continually owned 
a few broodmares since the mid-1960s, 
when he purchased his first in parmership 
with his cousin, the late Ronnie Hahn. 
One of those early mares was Lyric Lady 
(by Panacean), bought for $900 at the 
Maryland Fall Sales in 1967. Her Noble Jay 
colt Noble of Course, foaled in 1972 and 
sold as a yearling for $5,000, won Laurel 
Park’s Senatorial Stakes at 2. 

In recent years, Mr. Madary had foals he 
raced out of Brilliant Glow, a half-sister to 
Noble of Course. Brilliant Glow’s daugh¬ 
ter, the winning Allen’s Prospect mare 
Prospective Glow, boarded at Derby Hill 
Farm in Mount Airy, was Mr. Madaty’s last 
broodmare. Her most recent foal was a 
2011 colt by Fantasticat. 


LAURA LOUISE MCLEAN 

Virginia horsewoman Louise (Weedie) 
McLean, 69, died on July 23. 

An equestrian at a young age, Mrs. 
McLean was born in Baltimore, Md. An 
accomplished show rider, she exercised race 
horses at Sagamore Farms in Glyndon 
early in her career. 

Mrs. McLean spent a number of years 
as a bloodstock agent, selecting, among 
others. Grade 1 winner Montbrook for 
Israel Cohen, and stakes winner and grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed Port of Silver for Harvey 
Vogel. She later turned to training and 
breaking horses for clients while based at 
Middleburg Training Center. 

Over the last decade, Mrs. McLean was 
a hcensed trainer on a small scale, turning 
out at least one winner every year since 
2004. Most belonged to James Bradshaw 
and his wife Norine, chents since the late 
1980s, who asked her to train their runners 
in the last decade. “She did a great job, espe¬ 
cially with youngsters,” said Mr. Bradshaw. 

ROBYN DOBSON YOVANOVICH 



Robyn Dobson Yovanovich, wife of Mid¬ 
dleburg trainer Don Yovanovich and well- 
known in the steeplechase community for 
her television commentary at the Virginia 
Gold Cup meets for more than 20 years, 
died July 23 after a long battle with cancer. 
The UpperviUe, Va., resident was 58. 

A fifth-generation Virginian, Mrs. Yova¬ 
novich was born in Alexandria. A theatrical 
talent, she worked for a time on Broadway 
and upon her return to Virginia, taught 
acting, directing and dance at schools in the 
area. During her career, Mrs. Yovanovich 
also did equine advertising for Bert and 
Diana Firestone and worked in magazine 
production with her mother, Gwendolyn 
Dobson, former pubUsher of Spur maga¬ 
zine and co-founder of Middleburg Fife. 

Mrs. Yovanovich married her husband, 
one of Virginia’s aU-time leading steeple¬ 
chase trainers, in 1990. She was a natural 
in front of the camera, doing interviews 
before and after the races, which were 
broadcast throughout the corporate tents 
and on the Jumbotron. “It was a perfect 
match for her because she knew practicaUy 
everyone, and she was very good at it,” 
said Diane Jones, executive director of the 
Virginia Gold Cup.

SHOW TUNE’S WINNERS 
HIT THE RIGHT NOTES 


T he Unbridled’s Song stallion Show 
Tune, who stands at Safe Haven 
Equine in Perkasie, Pa., for owner 
Kate Goldenberg, got his first winner on 
July 10 when 4-year-old gelding Vander 
Gelder shot home to score by 7}/i lengths 
at Parx Racing. One day later. Show Tune 
got his second winner, as juvenile filly 
Candy Tunes, making her career debut, 
proved tough for a neck victory at Delaware 
Park. 

Vander Gelder, one of 16 registered 
foals in Show Tune’s first crop, had hit 
the board four out of six times earlier 
in the year before graduating to the win¬ 
ner’s ranks. Owned by Michael Byrnes and 
trained by Pam Shavelson, the bay gelding 
rated off the early pace for his maiden 


win, rallied on the final turn in the mile 
and 70-yard test, and recorded the easy 
score under Victor Mohna as the 2.40-1 
second choice in the field of eight. Bred in 
Pennsylvania by Goldenberg and Richard 
and Nancy Hancock, the gelding is out of 
the Baederwood mare Ruthenwood. 

Candy Tunes, bred and owned by Judy 
Johnston and trained by Patricia Bosley, set 
sail from the outset in the 5-furlong race 
for $20,000 maidens. Battling Monmouth 
Park shipper and 1.20-favorite Small 
Secret, she collared that runner in mid¬ 
stretch and held on for the close finish. 
The Pennsylvania-bred filly, out of Judge 
T C’s winning daughter Stone Candy, was 
the longest price on the board at 13-1 and 
returned $29.20. 


Show Tune, a 16.2-hand dark bay who 
sold as a yearling for $360,000, never raced. 
He is a half-brother to $358,413-earner 
Around the Cape, who set a 6-furlong 
course record of 1:07.31 at Belmont Park 
in winning the Jaipur Stakes-G3 in 2006. 

Show Tune’s dam, stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed Song of Africa (by 
Alzao), is a half-sister to Intensive Com¬ 
mand ($323,997, Trenton H-G3, 2nd Blue 
Grass S-Gl, etc.) and stakes winners 
Bestofbothworlds and Cajetano. The fam¬ 
ily includes graded stakes winners Oprah 
Winney, Something Ventured and Dik- 
tatorial, and South African Group 1-win¬ 
ning champions Icona and Dancer’s 
Daughter. 

Show Tune, now 8, has 40 foals in his 
first three crops, and counts among his 
placed runners $40,642-earner Storybook 
Stuff, who has hit the board in seven of 
her 11 starts. Show Tune stands for $1,000 
live foal, or free to approved Pennsylvania 
foaling mares with a $100 booking fee. 


HAVING FAITH IN HOME 
SIRE LEADS TO SUCCESS 


J erry and June Thurston’s homebred 
stalhon Wheels of Faith got his 
opportunity at stud when he covered 
the Mojave Moon mare With Determina¬ 
tion in 2009. The resulting foal, the only 
offspring of the 7-year-old stallion, made 
an auspicious debut on July 23 at Parx 
Racing. 

The Thurstons’ 2-year-old filly Has 
Determination, trained by Jerry Thurston, 
handled her first task with aplomb. Never 
having been on a horse van - the filly trains 
at Fair HiU Training Center, which is adja¬ 
cent to the Thurstons’ farm in Lewisville, 
Pa.-Has Determination ‘‘walked right on 
the van,” said June Thurston, shipped 
north to the Philadelphia track, “and went 
right into the receiving barn, just walked 
right in.” Many of the other six fillies didn’t 
behave as nicely. One was scratched at the 
gate, and the Daily Racing Form noted in 
the chart that “numerous problems load¬ 
ing this field caused a five minute delay in 
post time.” 

Has Determination broke well, saved 
ground under Angel Suare 2 in the 5-fur- 


long race, rallied to the lead as the field 
entered the stretch, and drew off to win by 
lOVi lengths, earning $23,520 and paying 
$19.40 as the 8.70-1 fifth choice. 

The Thurstons have numerous mem¬ 
bers of Has Determination’s family at 
their farm. In addition to Wheels of Faith, 
they have his dam, the winning Rhythm 
mare Rhythm’s Love, as well as Has Deter¬ 
mination’s dam and granddam (the latter 
the Lost Code mare Acisset Code). 

Three of the Thurstons’ mares were 
bred to Wheels of Faith in 2012, said Judy 


Thurston, who also expects they’ll pur¬ 
chase a few more mates for their stallion in 
the near future. 

Wheels of Faith, a son of Officer, was 
unraced, but descends from the classy mare 
Theia (Fr), his third dam. A champion at 2 
in France when she won the Criterium Des 
PouUches-Gl, Theia came to the U.S. and 
placed in three California stakes, including 
the Yellow Ribbon. Among her offspring 
is Wheels of Faith’s granddam Woodley’s 
Fee, a daughter of Seattle Slew, and stakes- 
placed Shrewd Vixen, dam of millionaire 
Bare Necessities and granddam of mul¬ 
tiple graded winner and $836,339-earner 
Preachinatthebar. 

Also found in the family is Belgian 
champion BeUapha and Group 1 winner 
Phardante.

BLUESKIESNRAINBOWS 
FINDS GOLD IN 
GRADE 2 SWAPS 

T rainer Bob Bafferbs arsenal of 3-year-olds in 2012 boasts two 
freewheeling Virginia-bred colts — the dazzling Grade 1 win¬ 
ner and classic-placed Bodemeister, and Blueskiesnrainbows, 
who got his first stakes win in Hollywood Park’s Grade 2 Swaps 
on July 4. 

Blueskiesnrainbows has been the cloud with the silver lining. 
The flashy chestnut colt descends from a beautiful female fam¬ 
ily that achieved its greatest success with Thomas Mellon Evans’ 
Buckland Farm. But the son of champion turf horse English 
Channel brought only $33,000 when sold by his breeder Edward 
P. Evans at the 2010 Keeneland September sale. 

And the price appeared to be about right when Blueskies¬ 
nrainbows first came to the races as a 2-year-old for Kelly and 
Dana Mitchell’s Bad Boy Racing LLC and Stan Whisenant’s 
Whizway Farms. After two dismal efforts in Santa Anita maiden 
special weights in October, he was risked for a $30,000 tag at 
Hollywood Park in December. He won easily and, luckily for his 
connections, wasn’t claimed. 

A snazzy 7k4-length romp in a Santa Anita starter allowance 
seven weeks later in his 2012 debut was Blueskiesnrainbows’ 
first attempt going as far as a mile. By April, Baffert aimed high, 
and sent the colt out in the Santa Anita Derby-Gl for his stakes 
debut. Showing tremendous heart and grit, the colt set the pace 
and just failed to last when caught late by I’ll Have Another and 
Creative Cause, missing by a half length. Stablemate Paynter fin¬ 
ished fourth. 

His prospects appeared bright, but darkened dramatically 
with a dismal showing in the Grade 2 American Turf Stakes at 


Churchill Downs next out. Baffert quickly dismissed that effort, 
and aimed Blueskiesnrainbows for the 1 Va-mile Swaps. 

Sent off as the third-choice in the evenly-matched seven-horse 
Swaps field, Blueskiesnrainbows shot to the lead, kicked clear in 
the stretch and held off a rallying Nonios to win by three-quarters 
of a length, with favored stablemate Liaison a head farther back in 
third. He improved his record to three wins (and two thirds) from 
eight starts for earnings of $221,242. And the win was a milestone 
for Baffert, who got his record fifth Swaps. 

Blueskiesnrainbows is the fifth foal produced by the Deputy 
Minister mare Cho Cho San, whom Evans purchased for $525,000 
as a yearling in 2000. Evans was securing a member of a fam¬ 
ily developed by his father, as Cho Cho San was out of Dance 
Colony, a daughter of two of the senior Evans’ homebreds-clas¬ 
sic winner and Echpse Award winner Pleasant Colony and Dance 
Review (by Northern Dancer).

S O Many Ways burst onto the scene over the summer with 
two wins in as many starts, the second coming in Saratoga’s 
opening day feature, the Grade 3 SchuylerviUe Stakes for 
2 -year-old fillies.

The daughter of freshman sire Sightseeing, owned by Maggi 
Moss and trained by Tony Dutrow, was the slight favorite in the 
94th running of the Schuylerville. Facing five other fillies, she 
rated early in the 6-furlong test, made a four-wide move to reach 
contention at the top of the stretch, battled Can’t Explain in the 
final furlong and drew off to win by 1V 2 lengths. She finished in a 
final time of 1:11.51. 

Longtime Kentucky horseman John R. Penn bred the filly in 
partnership with his son, current University of Kentucky medical 
student John C. Penn. The senior Penn, who owns and oper¬ 
ates Pennland Farm in Bourbon County, Ky, with a broodmare 
band numbering about 40, has been foaling a few select mares 
at friend George Herzberger’s farm in Cochran ton. Pa., since the 
mid-2000s. So Many Ways is out of Happy Scene, a daughter of 
Dehere and Bay Meadows Oaks-G3 winner Really Happy. 

The Penns regularly seU their yearhngs, and So Many Ways was 
sent through the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall sale with 
agent Marshall Silverman. She was purchased by James Schenck 
on Moss’ behalf for $22,000. 

^‘She was a pretty fiUy, correct, with no vet issues. I thought 
she’d bring decent money, but there weren’t very many buyers 
there. So considering the sale, she brought good money,” said 
Penn. ‘‘And I was very happy with who bought her.” 

So Many Ways showed her talent in her first start, taking a 
4!x^-furlong maiden special weight at Parx Racing by a widening 
8 lengths under a hand ride. With a son in medical school, Penn 
notes, “The [Pennsylvania] breeders awards help fund some of 
the expenses.” 

The Penns plan to sell Happy Scene’s 2012 foal, a Pennsylvania- 
bred Notional fiUy, at the Keeneland November sale. “With all the 
foals we have, we can’t raise them all to yearlings, so we pick the 
most mature and what I think will sell the best and sell as wean- 
Hngs.” 

So Many Ways is the second Pennsylvania-bred stakes winner 
bred by Penn. In 2010, the gelding Der Meister, a son of Out of 
Place and Bronze Glow, by Devil’s Bag, won the Pennsylvania 
Nursery Stakes at Philadelphia Park.

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Pimlico Thoroughbred show 
scores with horses, people

Johnny Bosley was one of two Maryland Hunt Cup winners (the other 
was Liz McKnight) to compete in the Totally Thoroughbred Show at 
Pimlico in July. He partnered with Derwoodbob in the 3-foot class. 
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Johnny Bosley has spent 
much of his career involved in 
Thoroughbred racing, includ¬ 
ing a long legacy as a rider in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup and 
other Maryland timber clas¬ 
sics (he won the Hunt Cup 
aboard Our Steeplejack in 
1985). For Bosley, 'Tt's always 
been about the speed." That is 
why it was a surprise to many 
spectators at Pimlico's Totally 
Thoroughbred Horse Show 
on July 14 to see Bosley in the 
show ring. 

In fact, his entry surprised 
himself. He partnered with 
Derwoodbob, an off-the-track 
Thoroughbred. Bob is a strong 
jumper but "has a funny 
mouth." The show was a 
chance to work with his green 
horse and allow him the 
chance to showcase his jump¬ 
ing skills and gain more expe¬ 
rience for racing over fences 
at some point. Because Bosley 
regularly schools Bob, he 
laughs, "I had to pull myself 
out from under a rock" to en¬ 
ter the show. He had not been 
in a show since his days in 
Pony Club. Nonetheless, the 
experience was fun and re¬ 
warding. While his motives 
are for Bob's racing future, his 
horse jumped well and gave 
him a great time. 

Bosley also entered Don 
Pistorio's Miss Tuscany, an¬ 
other first timer at a horse 


show. Unlike Bob, Miss Tusca¬ 
ny's performance suggested 
a future in the ring. She was 
originally claimed to run in 
filly/mare hurdle races. How¬ 
ever, she bowed and never 
made it to the races. Instead, 
she showed promise in the 
ring and earned ribbons in 
three classes. 

Amy Fenwick, a lifelong 
equestrian, can empathize 
with Bosley's apprehensions. 
While she regularly hunts 
with the Mount Carmel pack 
and spends most days school¬ 
ing horses with her children 


or teaching young riders in 
pony camp and at her barn, 
she rarely enters the show 
ring. She, too, "begrudg¬ 
ingly" rode her two entries, 
Longlasting and Bware of the 
Dark, in the 3-foot jumper 
class. She laughed that upon 
entering the show, she as¬ 
sumed there would be few 
participants and she could 
"show up in my blue jeans." 
She soon discovered that she 
would be among 120 entries 
in her class. 

The success of the show 
and the number of entries

amazed those involved. With 
more than 800 entries and 
nearly 300 horses, competition 
was keen and enthusiasm was 
infectious. Trainer Lizzie Mer¬ 
ryman, who also participated 
on her horse, Mr. Lover, noted 
that the show was "a great 
way to make Thoroughbreds 
more in demand and get more 
people excited to give a horse 
off the track a shot." 

Many of the show's par¬ 
ticipants were first timers and 
not trained to show. Fenwick's 
Longlasting and Bware of the 
Dark are 6-year-old fox hunt¬ 
ers she got from trainer Ann 
Merryman. Despite this inex¬ 
perience, Bware of the Dark 
won his 1-foot jumping class 
and made it to the hack off 
with 14-year-old Gabby Ber¬ 
nier in the saddle. The Old¬ 
fields School ninth-grader had 
partnered with the horse two 
summers ago at pony camp. 

Longlasting was ridden by 
Fenwick's 12-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Daisy. She and Gabby are 
members of the Rising Horse¬ 
men Group, a club that allows 
young riders the opportunity 
to hunt with different packs. 
While the girls have some ex¬ 
perience in Shetland shows, 
the Totally Thoroughbred 
Horse Show was a new expe¬ 
rience. 

While Daisy said she was 
"not really nervous" about 
the show, she is more com¬ 
fortable riding in hunter tri¬ 
als and paper chases. She 


schooled Longlasting before 
the event and rode him when 
her mother needed help. The 
experience was "really fun," 
especially the opportunity to 
ride at the track with so many 
other talented equestrians. 
She entered the walk/trot, 
walk/trot/canter, and the 1 
and 2-foot jump classes. 

Merryman found herself 
in the show when her own 
daughter was abroad and un¬ 
able to ride Mr. Lover, with 
whom she has had much suc¬ 
cess showing. Mr. Lover is 
an "all around horse" Merry- 
man's daughter, Liza, towed 
to pony camp and rode in 
Pony Club and in the paper 
chases. 

In Liza's absence, Merry¬ 
man wanted to give the horse 
the opportunity to participate 
in the show. It had been six 
years since she had ridden in 
a show, at the time on a green 
horse in a pony show. None¬ 
theless, she entered the walk/ 
trot/canter class and the 2- 
and 3-foot jump classes, earn¬ 
ing ribbons for fourth and fifth 
as well as the Best Turned Out 
Prize. 

Mr. Lover seemed a per¬ 
fect match for the show and 
its mission. Claimed at Gulf- 
stream Park several years ago, 
he tore a tendon training at 
Fair Hill. He is a fun, quiet, 
nice horse who moves well 
but showed no inclination to 
be a lead pony. However, he 
proved himself a successful 
show horse. 

Merryman and Bosley 
echoed the same sentiment. 
The horses at the show proved 
that second string racehorses 
have a chance for another life. 
While there, Merryman recog¬ 
nized a horse she had bred 
and was claimed but disap¬ 
peared from racing. A young 
girl was proudly showing her, 
proving that for many of these 
horses, there is the promise of 
a nice life off the track. 

For all the riders, the expe¬ 
rience was truly rewarding. 
Bosley captured it by saying 
the experience was "a hoot." 
Despite his initial reserva¬ 
tions, he relented, "I may do a 
couple more shows." ^

Richard’s Kid 
powers home in 
Grade 3 Cougar II 
Handicap 

Preparing for his bid for a 
third Pacific Classic Stakes- 
Gl, Richard's Kid powered 
away to a IV^-length victory in 
the $100,000 Cougar II Handi- 
cap-G3 at Del Mar on July 27. 
The 7-year-old son of Lemon 
Drop Kid chased the pace in 
the opening furlongs of the 
IVa-mile test, was sent around 
the frontrunners on the turn 
for home and went by with 
relative ease, galloping home 
in track record time of 2:29.22 
over the synthetic surface. It 
was the second win, and sec¬ 
ond track record, for Richard's 
Kid this year, as he also set the 
mark at Hollywood Park for 
1% miles on the main track in 
the Prove It Stakes in June. 

Ridden by Rafael Beja- 
rano, Richard's Kid upped 
his career earnings mark to 
$1,986,360 to now rank sixth 
among the all-time leading 
Maryland-bred earners, sur¬ 


passing Little Bold John (with 
$1,956,405). Richard's Kid is 
one of five millionaires in the 
top 10 bred by Robert Meyer- 
hoff. 

The Maryland-bred Horse 
of the Year of 2009 and 2010, 
Richard's Kid has a record 
of six wins, two seconds and 
three thirds in 13 California 
starts from the barn of trainer 
Bob Baffert. After taking back- 
to back runnings of the Pa¬ 
cific Classic in 2009 and 2010, 
Richard's Kid spent more than 
a year in Dubai, with his best 
finish a fourth in this year's 
Godolphin Mile-G2. Since his 
return to the U.S. this spring, 
the Zabeel Racing Interna¬ 
tional Corp. colorbearer has 
made three starts, winning 
twice and finishing second to 
Game On Dude in the Grade 1 
Hollywood Gold Cup. 

Colony Club lights 
up in Monmouth 
stakes 

Twice in her career, Alex¬ 
andra White's Colony Club 
has surprised her stakes com¬ 


petition at Monmouth Park. 
But the second time around 
was much more stunning than 
the first, when the daugh¬ 
ter of Lion Hearted captured 
the $60,000 Klassy Briefcase 
Stakes by a neck on July 22 at 
odds of 26-1. 

Winless in seven starts-in 
fact never finishing better 
than fourth-since recording 
her first stakes victory in the 
Fort Monmouth Stakes in June 
2011 at odds of 10-1, Colony 
Club was much closer to the 
pace this time out. Tracking 
even-money favorite Inspired 
through the opening fur¬ 
longs, she chased the leader 
through the stretch and got 
up in the shadow of the wire, 
with Sounds of the City a nose 
back in third in the thrilling 
blanket finish. The final time 
for the 5 V 2 furlongs over the 
firm turf course was 1:02.52. 
Colony Club's lucky backers 
got a return of $54.40 on their 
$2 investment. 

White, who also trains her 
6-year-old mare, purchased 
Colony Club as a yearling for 
$7,500 out of the consignment 
of breeder Bohemia Stable at 
the 2007 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 
In getting her sixth victory 
from 21 starts. Colony Club 
has now earned $205,125. 

A member of one of the 
late Allaire duPont's famed 
broodmare lines. Colony Club 
is the fourth foal, and only 
stakes performer, out of the 
Wild Again mare Wild Shine, 
an unraced full sister to 2003 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year Shine Again. A million¬ 
aire who was champion state- 
bred older mare three con¬ 
secutive years (2001 to 2003) 
and champion sprinter twice. 
Shine Again captured seven 
stakes, including back-to-back 
editions of Saratoga's Balle¬ 
rina Handicap-Gl. Wild Shine 
is also a half-sister to multiple 
graded stakes winner Shiny 
Band. 

Wild Shine produced six 
foals before her death at age 9. 
Four of her foals are winners, 
including her last, Punta Sal, a 
2008 colt by Aptitude who has 
earned $100,370 to date. 


Wild Jacob kicks 
off Bohemia Stable 
stakes bonanza 

Wild Jacob was not only 
looking to defend his title in 
Canterbury Park's $50,000 
John Bullit Stakes on July 21, 
but he was looking for his first 
win since taking the 2011 edi¬ 
tion last August. On an "ex¬ 
treme day" at the Shakopee, 
Minn., track, which included 
promotional gimmicks of 
camel and ostrich races, the 
4-year-old got back to his win¬ 
ning ways. 

Rated a couple of lengths 
off the early leaders in the 
lVi6-mi\e turf test. Wild Jacob 
took off in the final sixteenth 
under Canterbury Park Hall 
of Fame rider Scott Stevens 
and won by 2 lengths. The 
fifth-choice in the field of 
eight, the blaze-faced bay paid 
$13.60 to win as he completed 
the distance in 1:44.94 over the 
yielding course. 

Stevens, who rode Wild 
Jacob to a third-place finish 
in the Brooks Fields Stakes at 
Canterbury in June, was quick 
to congratulate owner/trainer 
Stanley Mankin. 

"He's one of the best train¬ 
ers I've ridden for," Stevens 
said. "He only has four horses 
but he takes such good care of 
them and has them so ready." 

A year ago. Wild Jacob 
completed a three-race win 
streak when taking the John 
Bullit, which was his fifth win 
from eight starts for the sea¬ 
son. In four starts at Canter¬ 
bury Park, the gelding now 
has a record of three wins 
and a third. For his career, his 
record stands at 17-6-2-3, for 
earnings of $212,034. 

Bred by Bohemia Stable, 
the son of Eurosilver out of 
Let's Coast, by Cozzene, was 
purchased by Mankin for 
$11,000 from his breeder at the 
2009 Keeneland September 
yearling sale. He is the sec¬ 
ond foal, and second stakes 
performer, for Let's Coast, 
who is also the dam of the 
stakes-placed Domestic Dis¬ 
pute filly Star Anna, an earner 
of $99,458 to date. The mare's 
current 3-year-old, a winning 
Harlan's Holiday filly named 





Harlan's Crown, has earned 
$50,480. 

Let's Coast, bred by the 
late Allaire duPont, is a half- 
sister to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner and graded stakes-placed 
$195,656-earner Kitty Knight 
(by Capote). Wild Jacob's 
third dam. Give a Toast, was 
purchased by Mrs. duPont for 
$235,000 at the Keeneland July 
Yearling sale. She went on to 
win four stakes, including the 


Beaugay Handicap-G3, and 
earn $222,766. 

Let's Coast has a yearling 
filly by Two Punch and pro¬ 
duced a colt by Lion Hearted 
this year for Lana Wright. 

Bohemia Stable-breds Col¬ 
ony Club and Wild Jacob have 
won stakes on the same day in 
the past, when taking the Fort 
Monmouth and Prairie Mile 
Stakes, respectively, on June 4, 
2011 . ^

$25,000 in horse 
industry grants 
available from 
MHIB 


The Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board (MHIB) is ac¬ 
cepting grant applications for 
non-profit research, educa¬ 
tional and promotional 
equine activities. The board 
intends to award up to 
$25,000 in grants that support 
or develop new opportunities 


for Maryland's horse indus¬ 
try. Applications must be re¬ 
ceived by Oct. 1. 

"The Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board works very hard 
to stimulate growth and op¬ 
portunity in Maryland's 
equestrian community. This 
grant program is one way it 


helps spur needed innovation 
and encourage those most 
committed to the industry," 
said Agriculture Secretary 
Buddy Hance. 

Funding for the MHIB and 
its grants come from The 
Maryland Feed Fund, which 
collects $6 on every ton of 
horse feed sold in Maryland. 
Since the Fund was estab¬ 
lished in 2002, MHIB has 
awarded more than $200,000 
in grants to nearly 200 projects 
throughout Maryland. 

Organizations eligible for 
MHIB grants include non¬ 
profits, clubs and associations, 
businesses, farms and stables, 
government entities, schools, 
and educational institutions. 
Projects will be evaluated for 


their value to the industry, de¬ 
gree of industry promotion, 
size and scope of activity, fi¬ 
nancial need, potential for 
matching funds, benefits and 
quality of the written presen¬ 
tation. The Board recom¬ 
mends that grant requests not 
exceed $3,000, which was the 
size of the largest grant 
awarded last year. 

Grant recipients will be an¬ 
nounced on or before Dec. 1.

Malinowski receives 2012 
Equ ine Science Award 


D r. Karyn Malinowski, director of the Equine 
Science Center at Rutgers University and 
professor in the Department of Animal 
Sciences at the School of Environmental and 
Biological Sciences, received the 2012 American 
Society of Animal Science and Equine Science 
Societ/s Equine Science Award, which is given to 
recognize outstanding achievement in the areas of 
extension, research, teaching or agribusiness in the 
equine industry. She was honored at the societ/s 
annual meeting in Phoenix, Ariz. 

Malinowski’s research and extension programs 
concentrate on improving the well being and quality 
of life of the equine athlete while ensuring the 
vitality and viability of the equine industry, both 
statewide and nationally. Malinowski’s research 
on recombinant equine growth hormone (eST) 
led to the licensing of that drug in Australia for 


the treatment of geriatric horses. Her research on 
the effects of aging has resulted in a large body of 
information on the care of the older equine athlete. 

Malinowski is an alumna of Rutgers, where she 
earned her Bachelor’s degree in Animal Science, a 
Master’s degree in Animal Science, and a Doctorate 
in Zoology. She joined the faculty in 1978 as the first 
female Equine Extension Specialist in the United 
States. During her tenure at Rutgers, Malinowski has 
been devoted to educating young people through 
her involvement with the New Jersey 4-H Horse 
Program, the American Youth Horse Council and 
through her interactions with students. Malinowski 
has also taken the lead role in building the equine 
science program at Rutgers University. She has long 
been active in cultivating funding for research and 
extension programs from horse industry sources as 
well as research companies. 
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New Jersey favorite hangs up his racing 
shoes: Joey P. lands with ReRun

want to fly like an ea^e^ to the sea. Fly like an eagle^ 
let my spirit carry me. I want to fly like an ea^e^ till Tm 
free. Oh^ Lorfl through the revolution.^' (Steve Miller and 
Steve Miller Band^ from the album Fly Like an Eagle^ 
January 1977) 

H e was free on the track for eight years. Eight 
years, unheard of for most racehorses. Eree 
to run and win; do what he was born to 
do, because he knew he could do it. Just ask those 
who spent any time Joey P. The New Jersey-bred flew 
with spirit through the demanding industry of horse 
racing. 

He stands a stately tall 17-plus hands. He is a 
russet dark bay gelding, with jet black mane and 
forelock, engrossing deep black eyes. He commands 
attention and why not? He has been receiving it 
since he set foot on shavings and grass. His tale 
began March 22,2002, with two families. His genetic 
family: sire Close Up and dam Luckey Lipco, and 
his racing family: An extensive list of individuals 
including breeder/owner John Petrini, trainers 
Frank Costa and later Ben Perkins Jr., groom Chris 
Gardiner, and frequent jockeys Joe Bravo, Chuck 
Lopez, Pablo Fragoso. Joey P. stayed grounded with 
most of this group for nearly 10 years; atypical 
in horse racing circles. His first real brush with 
humans was Petrini who named him after his eighth 
grandson. 

"So much has been written,” Petrini said. "Let 
me see, a story. Yes, I remember this one time in 
Vineland, N.J., there was this mare he liked and 
suddenly she and Joey P. are gone. Just gone. They 
are running down the highway - nowhere to be seen. 


Two hours later, he was back where he came from. 
Another time there was this lady. It was in February, 
before Joey was born. She would come by every night 
and just sit outside on a lounge chair staring at the 
barn. Waiting. Nine to ten babies were born that year 
but none like Joey P.” 

As Joey P. matured, his path to racing glory 
developed. Initial trainer Frank Costa (2011 Buddy 
Raines Award winner) unleashed the Joey P. magic. 
During their first two years, Costa and Joey P. made 
headlines - Joey P. won his first five career starts - and 
earned more than $300,000. 

In early 2006 and with a national racing 
campaign on his mind, Petrini changed strategy and 
approached Perkins. The goal was to see how Joey P. 
would do outside of New Jersey, trying Florida 
and other states. Joey P. did not disappoint. He 
transcended Jersey-bred boundaries, winning the 
Charles Town Dash Invitational, placing in graded 
stakes in New York and scoring at Gulfstream Park. 

"He was and is the best New Jersey sprinter ever... 
such a classy horse,” said Petrini. "He got cranky as 
he got older but had his regalness, though he comes 
from a soft pedigree. Joey always wanted his own 
space, a tough guy. You wanted to greet him, you had 
to earn his respect or no way would he acknowledge 
you.” 

Almost having him beat, rarely worked when 
running against Joey P. If other jockeys and their 
mounts wanted to win, they had to be perfect and 
more calculating. Joey P.^s career continued to boom 
under Perkins and assistant trainer Chris Gardiner. 

"What a tremendous athlete,” said Gardiner. 

"He was the biggest horse in the barn. Seventeen 
plus hands of agility and quick on his feet. So 
balanced for his size. Most racing careers last three 
years-Joe/s nine. I guess you could call him a freak 
of nature. A once in a lifetime horse, a 6-furlong 
horse and never a better New Jersey-bred. He was the 
iron horse of our barn - the iron horse.” 

Bravo and Joey P. won 13 of their 28 starts 
together and the horse left a lasting impression. 

"Awesome horse,” said the jockey. "He had the 
best personality ever. I will never forget him. He made 
me mad once. One time just exercising him, he kept 
getting faster. I was trying to slow him down you 
know. We werenT in a race. I couldn’t do it. Can you 
believe it? He pulled my back out. Man, I just loved 
that horse.” 

Joey P. has retired. His racing days, a brilliant 
piece of history and storybook material, are over. 










Perkins summed it up, "If he wasn^t able to compete, he wouldn’t 
run anymore,” said the trainer. The truth is he still runs, but free 
of pressures. His home is now with ReRun Inc. in the tranquility 
of Hill Haven Farm in Millstone Township. Owner Eileen Munyak 
calls him "the star” of the farm. 

As a volunteer for ReRun I have the privilege of spending some 
time with Joey P. Each time we do breakfast I am in awe; speechless. 
He knows his stall. He owns his paddock. He is huge, brawny, 
confident; yet temperate. He listens to and watches everything 
around him. He knows his power but does not flaunt it. It was not 
long ago that he left others in the dust. He marches to his own 
beat. He knows who he is and what he has done. He knows it. We 
all know it. And no one will ever forget it. Joey P. has found his 
peace and ReRun Inc. will safeguard it forever.

Hope all have had a wonderful sum¬ 
mer and please remember me if you have 
any news to share. In addition to the rac- 
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H ubert Vester-bred Nakano (First 
Samurai—Spring Morning, by Mr. 
Prospector), a 4-year-old filly owned by 
Thoroughbred Futures Racing and 
trained by Marty Wolfson, was third in 
the $400,000 Princess Rooney Handicap- 
G1 at Calder on July 7, going 6 furlongs. 
Nakano ran a good race, running off the 
pace and coming into the stretch four¬ 
wide to finish a little over 3 lengths be¬ 
hind winner Musical Romance, the 2011 
Eclipse Award-winning female sprinter. 

Ariana D (Rock Slide—Derby Tie, by 
Black Tie Affair-Ire), a 6-year-oId mare 
bred and raced by Bill Thompson, fin¬ 
ished third in the 7-furlong Chicago 
Handicap-G3 at Arlington Park on June 
30. She raced well off the pace, was 
forced five-wide in upper stretch, and 
found her best stride late to hit the 
board. Trained by Andrew McKeever, Ari¬ 
ana D has been third in all her starts this 
year, all graded stakes. She has career 
earnings $651,413 (through June 30). 

Maid of Heaven, a 4-year-old filly by 
Empire Maker owned by Dreamfields 
Farm (Frank Bullock, Don Brady and 
Steve Cauthen), was a strong third in the 
Pucker Up Stakes-G3 at Arlington Park 
in the fall of 2011. The owners were ex¬ 
cited going forward and she was entered 


in the Grade 3 Valley View at Keeneland 
in October 2011. She failed to handle the 
track that day and finished well back. Af¬ 
ter a lackluster performance in an allow¬ 
ance race at Churchill Downs, they de¬ 
cided to give her a rest and she was sent 
to Cauthen’s farm in Florida. 

Running in allowance company, the 
filly started back this year with two off- 
the-board finishes, but finished a good 
third at Churchill Downs on June 16 and 
got second on July 3 at Indiana Downs. 

Matisse, a 3-year-oId son of Master 
Command out of Keepyourwitsaboutu 
owned by George and Stephanie Autry 
and trained by Chuck Lawrence, was 
third in a 6-furIong maiden special at 
Penn National on July 6. 

Special Exchange (Exchange Rate — 
Frisky Cheerleader, by Roar) was third in 
a 51^-furIong claimer at Presque Isle 
Downs on July 7. Bred by Beth Muirhead, 
he is owned by a partnership which in¬ 
cludes NCTA member Sidney Ritman and 
Frank Ferrogine. Joan Scott trains. 

Thunderhead Farms’ 4-year-old filly 
Lady Jordan (War Front—Fair Jordan, by 
Woodman) was second in a claiming race 
at Canterbury Park on June 28, at IV 2 
furlongs on the turf. She was bred by 
Nancy Shuford.

Reflections from the 
Oaks and Derby 

by E.S. Williams, reprinted from Carolina Hoofbeats 


I attended this year’s Kentucky Derby, as 
a magazine writer and being new to all 
this, much was provided, but my pass was 
limited. I did not have access to the sta¬ 
bles and barns, where I wanted to con¬ 
nect with owners, trainers and breeders 
from North Carolina who had horses list¬ 
ed on the Oaks undercard races. They 
were my interest. 

National media coverage was all over 
the big named trainers and their horses. I 
wanted to talk with owner John Oxley 
and his trainer Bill Mott about his first 
time working with Dane inginher dr earns, 
a 4-year-old talented and flashy filly, bred 
by Nancy C. Shuford of Hickory. Entered 
in the fifth race on the Oaks Day pro¬ 
gram, Dancinginherdreams was to be 
ridden by well known jockey, Corey Na- 
katani. 

OAKS DAY 

Dancinginherdreams won the 
$80,000 Summerly allowance/optional 
claiming race. After a clean break, Naka- 
tani tucked the filly in close to the rail, 
saving ground under a snug hold. Ad¬ 
vancing three deep inside the three- 
eighths pole, he guided her out and was 
running in fourth, as he set her down for 
the stretch run, moving forward on the 
leader. Frontside. Dancinginherdreams 
quickened and drove clear to the wire, 
winning the turf mile by a head in 
1:34.58. Celebration was jubilant for all 
connections, especially those of us con¬ 
nected to the state of North Carolina. 
Nothing could be finer... 

The 21st running of the American 
Turf, worth more than $200,000, for 3- 
year-olds and up, had JEOG Racing LLC 
entry Scatman. The son of Scat Daddy is 
owned and bred by Jim and Ellen 
O’Grady of Black Mountain, trained by 
Michael Lauer, and ridden this day by 
Shaun Bridgmohan. 

Previously pointed to the Kentucky 
Derby, Scatman had run in company 
with Derby possibles Secret Circle and 
Optimizer. He did not finish with suffi¬ 
cient graded money to make the draw for 
the top 20 for Derby 138. Running on 
May 4, it was hoped the horse would be a 
factor for the O’Grady owners. Breaking 
from post seven in a full field, Scatman 
was forwardly placed three wide, tracking 
the leaders, turning into the stretch, he 
tired. This was not a winning day. The 


winner. Silver Max, was trained by Dale 
Romans, won by 2M lengths. 

*The very private owners of Scatman 
do not comment on their colt. It is a sure 
thing this dark, handsome 3-year old will 
be racing again, and this writer will be 
taking notes. 

The day was topped by the gutsy Oaks 
winner. Believe You Can. The filly’s thrill¬ 
ing stretch running win, was ridden to 
historic victory by female jockey Rosie 
Napravnik for owner Brereton C. Jones. 
The trainer was Larry Jones. This was 
truly Ladies Day at the 138th Kentucky 
Oaks 2012! 

OTHER DERBY NOTES 

Being at the Derby with over 165,300 
screaming fans and bobbing hats, was 
electrifying. Mixing with the very elo¬ 
quent, talking to people dressed in weird 
costumes, chatting with strangers, and 
joining the mass of humanity searching 
for a place to sit, this was an experience 
to remember. There is no abundance of 
general seating, unless one has VIP ad¬ 
mittance upstairs. 

What is available is limited near food 
areas, self-betting machines, and those 
old time players with special tickets and 
passes. The average attendees, casual or 
smartly dressed, end up sitting on the 
floors, leaning against walls and escalator 
frames, balanced on narrow 10-inch 
ledges squeezed in where one can, eating 
huge salted pretzels and drinking fresh 
made lemonade or those delightful mint 
juleps. People claim edges and rest 
against plexiglass areas, or sit on square 
wooden trash receptacles. Did you know 
if you lift the bottom, and flip it, one can 
sit on the flat surface? There is room for 
three people. One can also sit close and 
share moments of conversation with 
strangers and their family members. 

I was talking to a small, very person¬ 
able man, sitting beside me. We talked 
about, what else, horses! When he stood 
up, I thought to myself, he could almost 
be a jockey, light frame, wiry body, lean, 
but his son was really tall. Finally, he in¬ 
troduced himself, and we shook hands. 
When he said, 'T’m Earlie Fires,” I said. 
Tour name, again?’ He replied, “Earlie 
Fires...” I sure knew who he was. The 
Hall of Fame jockey retired a few years 
ago. He looked fit and ready to get back 
in the saddle. 


We talked about our Derby choices, 
and past horse histories, he proudly men¬ 
tioned jockey, Jon Court, as being mar¬ 
ried into his family, and riding the Lukas 
Derby entry. Optimizer. A call to race 
trumpet sounded, and we began to go 
our separate ways , he reached over and 
signed my program book cover. He asked 
for my address and said, “I’ll send you 
something in the mail.” I mentioned this 
was my first time attending as a writer 
for a new horse magazine, Carolina 
Hoofbeats. He took my business card and 
info. I keep checking the mail each day!

ARCH'S GAL EDITH: PENNSYLVANIA'S 
CONNECTION TO THE 2012 TRIPLE CROWN

C hampions boast pedigrees that can be 
traced all over the map, though they typ¬ 
ically hail from the Bluegrass State. However, 
the 2012 Kentucky Derby-Gl and Preakness 
Stakes-Gl winner, Til Have Another, can di¬ 
rectly connect his roots to the fertile Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding grounds of Pennsylvania 
through his dam, Arch’s Gal Edith. 

Bred by Lindsay Scott, the daughter of 
Arch and Force Five Gal (by Pleasant Tap) 
was foaled in Chester County, Pa., on Feb. 25, 


2002. Arch’s Gal Edith became one of the few 
direct crosses between Arch and Pleasant Tap. 

“I like Arch a lot and I knew he would 
be a tough sire,” says Scott. ‘T had the filly up 
until she left for the sales and she was always 
very good looking.” 

Arch’s Gal Edith’s early life began the same 
way as many others. She passed through her 
early training and eventually moved on to be 
prepped for an oncoming sale as a 2-year-old 
in training.

In 2004, the dark bay filly caught the 
eye of Harvey Clarke at the OBS April 
2-Year-Olds in Training sale. Impressed 
by her appearance and training, Clarke 
purchased her for $80,000. Shortly after 
the final sale. Arch s Gal Edith arrived in 
the barn of trainer Kiaran McLaughlin 
to pursue her racing career. 

“She was a very nice filly She had 
more speed than she did stamina,” said 
McLaughlin on his first impressions of 
Arch’s Gal Edith. “She was just well put 
together, real pretty.” 

A few minor injuries delayed the fil¬ 
ly’s training and the decision was made 
to skip running her as a 2-year-old. 

On Sept. 30, 2005, more than a year 
after being purchased by Clarke, Arch’s 
Gal Edith made her racing debut in a 
6 -furlong maiden special weight at Bel¬ 
mont Park. 

Arch’s Gal Edith set the pace and ac¬ 
cording to the chart she “dug in gamely 
on the rail” for a hard fought three- 
quarter-length victory. 

“We were very excited when she 
won at first asking, we did not quite 
expect that,” admitted Clarke. Her con¬ 
nections were no doubt pleased as well 
at the $56.50 payout for the win. 

Unfortunately Arch’s Gal Edith’s 
racing career would be short Hved. Not 
long after her debut, she began to show 
signs of discomfort during training. 

“We found out she had bone chips in 
her ankle,” Clarke said. “It was a shame 
but we decided it was best to retire her 
to become a broodmare.” 


Arch’s Gal Edith now resides at 
Brookdale Farm in Versailles, Ky. 
Though she is several hours away from 
her Pennsylvania birthplace, she is pass¬ 
ing her quality on to her foals. Of her 
four foals on the ground, three are rac¬ 
ing and all are multiple winners. 

Her first foal is a 2007 bay gelding by 
Thunder Gulch named Those Wer the 
Days. Also owned by Clarke and trained 
by McLaughlin,Those Wer the Days has 
won five races, with one second and 
one third in seven starts and earnings of 
$162,860. 

Rivaling his older brother’s record 
is Arch’s Gal Edith’s 2008 foal When 
Willy Win, a chestnut gelding by West 
Virginia Derby-G3 winner Soto. When 
Willy Win’s record currently stands at 
15 starts with six wins, two seconds, 
four thirds and earnings just over the 
$70,000 mark. 

On April 1, 2009, Arch’s Gal Edith 
foaled a chestnut colt by Flower Al¬ 
ley, a colt that would send shockwaves 
through the racing industry in just three 
short years. 

“Flower AUey was a relatively new 
stallion at the time and he seemed to be 
able to carry his speed with distance,” 
said Clarke, “The price was right and 
we tried it out.” 

Clarke made the decision early on to 
sell the chestnut colt. I’ll Have Another, 
who impressed as just a normal type. “I 
didn’t think much of him until I saw 
him as a 2-year-old,” admitted Clarke. “I 
was content with where he went and I 


still felt a very close connection to him 
while he went through his 3-year-old 
campaign.” 

I’ll Have Another became Clarke’s 
first homebred Kentucky Derby en¬ 
trant. The excitement of having a horse 
he bred in the prestigious race was more 
than enough to please Clarke. “We al¬ 
ways hope to breed the next Derby 
winner, but I never thought it would 
actually happen,” he said. 

While I’ll Have Another suffered 
an injury on the eve of the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, after winning the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes, his siblings 
look to bring some joy back to his con¬ 
nections. 

In 2010 Arch’s Gal Edith produced 
Gloria S, a filly by popular sire, Tapit, 
that McLaughlin describes as “a really 
nice, good looking filly.” The mare was 
not bred back in 2010 and sadly she lost 
her 2012 foal by Midnight Lute. 

After a successful breeding earlier 
this year. Arch’s Gal Edith is confirmed 
to be in foal for 2013 to three-time 
Eclipse Award winner and $6-million 
earner Gio Ponti. As of now, there are 
no immediate plans for a second breed¬ 
ing between Arch’s Gal Edith and Elow- 
er Alley. 

One wonders what she might have 
achieved had her racing career lasted 
beyond one race, but her chestnut colt 
won America’s greatest race and heart. 
As a broodmare our Pennsylvania-bred 
is a champion.

Campbell is 
one of more than 50 jockeys in 
the country who are permanently 
disabled. 

The tournament was at the 
Royal New Kent golf course 
adjacent to Colonial Downs. 
Forty players competed for prizes 
and bragging rights on the links 
style course in what felt like des¬ 
ert temperatures. Nearly $7,000 
was raised, all of which will go

U.S. Senate hearing on 
drugs in horse racing 


S enator Tom Udall of New 
Mexico chaired a July 
12 hearing of the U.S. Senate 
Commerce, Science and Trans¬ 
portation Committee on the 
subject of “Medication and Per¬ 
formance-Enhancing Drugs in 
Horse Racing.” Senator Udall 
and Congressman Ed Whitfield of 
Kentucky are sponsors of identi¬ 
cal bills in their respective cham¬ 
bers that would ban the use of 
so called performance enhancing 
drugs. In the view of many, the 
bills fail to distinguish between 
lawful therapeutic medication and 
drugs having no purpose other 
than cheating. 

Newly elected National 
HBPA president Robin Richards, 
Kent Stirling, chairman of the 
NHBPA’s Medication Com¬ 
mittee, and Frank Petramalo, 


executive director of the Virginia 
HBPA, attended the hearing. 

In his oral testimony and written 
statement on behalf of the NHBPA, 
Stirling called for uniform national 
medical rules, drafted by an inde¬ 
pendent Racing Medication and 
Testing Consortium of industry 
stakeholders, based solely on medi¬ 
cal and veterinary science. Those 
rules would then be reviewed 
by the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International on 
behalf of state racing commissions 
and enforced through an interstate 
compact among racing jurisdic¬ 
tions. Stirling told the committee 
the NHBPA opposes amending 
the Interstate Horseracing Act to 
provide for imposition of medica¬ 
tion rules by the federal govern¬ 
ment, as proposed in the pending 
Udall and Whitfield bills.

Robin Richards elected 
National HBPA President 


R obin Richards, long time 
president of the Virginia 
HBPA, was recently elected presi¬ 
dent of the National Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Associ¬ 
ation, headquartered in Lexington, 
Ky.The National HBPA has more 
than 30,000 owner and trainer 
members in affiliate organizations 
in 30 states, includingVirginia. She 
wiQ serve a three-year term as 
president. 

The election by the board 
of directors of the National 
HBPA took place at the organi¬ 
zation’s summer convention at 
the Prairie Meadows racetrack in 
Iowa. President Richards succeeds 
retiring president Joe Santanna, 


who served for six years. He is a 
Pennsylvania owner. 

For at least the past 30 years 
Robin Richards has been involved 
in breeding, training and racing in 
Virginia as well as up and down 
the East Coast. Her most notable 
racing success was with homebred 
Punch Line, a multiple graded 
stakes winner of nearly $1 million. 
Richards’ farm is in Millwood,Va. 

Trainer Stephanie Beattie, 
president of the Pennsylvania 
HBPA, was elected first vice- 
president at the convention. She 
is based at Penn National race 
course with a string of about 
60 horses. Like Robin Richards, 
Beattie has been in Thoroughbred 
racing for most of her life. 


Stirling also said it was unfor¬ 
tunate that long used therapeu¬ 
tic medications like Lasix, which 
benefits horses by preventing 
and lessening pulmonary hemor¬ 
rhaging that occurs in most race 
horses, was being associated in 
the media with illegal doping of 
horses with substances like cobra 
venom and a drug made from a 
South American frog. 


Despite media sensational¬ 
ism, Stirling testified that cheating 
with drugs was rare. He point¬ 
ed to statistics from state rac¬ 
ing commissions showing that in 
the three-year period from 2009 
through 2011 there were nearly 
300,000 post race drug tests, only 
82 of which were positive for 
drugs having no business being 
given a horse.

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Tobin - a family united 
through racing

E dwin (Punkie) Tobin was born 
in Martinsburg, W.Va..54 years 
ago and has spent the better 
part of his existence in servitude to 
his beioved sport of Thoroughbred 
racing. 

As one of seven chiidren Punkie 
and his sister, Daisy recaii barrel 
racing on a local rodeo circuit as 
their initiai indoctrination to horses, 
and credit their oidest brother Amos 
(Pete) Tobin as providing directive to 
becoming a member of the racing 
community. 

"As kids we had a Shetiand pony 
named Queenie that we rode 
western and used in the winter to 
puii a sieigh trying to earn extra 
money for the famiiy.The aiiure of the 

racetrack was insurmountabie for me and aiways took precedence over my 
schooiing.Though you had to be at least 16 years old to gain empioyment 
on the backstretch, i remember sneaking on the track at the tender age of 
10," said Punkie. "Over the next few years i dodged an occasionai security

officer to pursue my iove of horses 
and acquire jobs with trainer 
Martin Bachner (where brother 
Pete was a mainstay) and Jimmy 
Johnson (where brother Mike had a 
stronghoid)." 

Punkie's father worked for the 
railroad and his mother was a 
waitress at the racetrack. 

"Life was hard and occasionaiiy 
filled with tragedy. My 12-year-oid 
brother Joseph Henry 
(Buck) Tobin departed 
this iife after accidentaiiy 
faiiing from the back of a 
hay truck and striking his 
head. Misfortune seemed 
a way of iife for me untii 
i went to work for trainer 
Barney Bast and his wife, 
Mary Ann." 

The next decade 
provided some sense 
of stabiiity and Punkie 
iearned to hone his craft 
as a groom and gain the 
respect of his peers. 

"Barney and Mary 
Ann were iike a second 
set of parents to me and 
during my tenure with 
them, i was able to give 
back by taking care of their first 
two stakes winners. Bon Amigo and 
Jackyscraftychance."

The unpleasant incidents of his 
youth eventually got the better of 
him and while in his 30s another 
devastating blow was dealt to the 
family. A 10-year penalty was levied 
for substance abuse that made 
him ineiigible for a West Virginia 
Thoroughbred license. 

"i have no one to biame but 
myseif. Excuses are easy to come by 
but i try to look at the glass as half 
full and with my own chiidren in tow I 
entered the next chapter of my life." 

Punkie is quick to credit Bast 
biacksmith Brian Smaiiwood and 
horseman James W. Casey as 
benefactors to his renewed survival. 

"Mr. Bast and his wife aiways 
watched over my famiiy and Brian 
was a great help alongside Mr. 
Casey in providing financiai aid and 
empioyment. While on suspension I 
managed many of the farm chores 
for James and Eleanor Casey. My 
daughters Rachel Shelly Ashley 
and son Josh helped pick up 
rocks, watered the horses, fed and 
bandied any odds and ends that 
needed tending to. i couid never 
repay Mr. Casey for his kindness and 
for starting me off in the breeding 
business, i am getting ahead of 
myseif here but it was Mr. Casey and 
Eieanor who gave me Powderer, 
the dam of Punk Robinson, that i 
won the 2008 'Onion Juice' Breeders 
Ciassic with for my wife, Jane." 

Punkie, in due course, served his 
sentence, filed for and was granted 
his iicense whereupon he embarked 
on his training career. 


"Peopie taik about second 
chances in iife. i guess you couid say 
owner/breeder Wade Sanderson 
gave me mine." 

Some of Punkie's favorite horses 
were Longfieid Spud (his first stakes 
winner, 2003 West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Ciassic), Maiibu Sue (2006 
winner of West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Breeders Classic) and Darth 
Tater. 

"i presentiy have horses for the 
Shotweiis, Doug Allara (president 
of the West Virginia Breeders 
Association), Richard Harris and 
my wife. Recentiy, heaith concerns 
slowed me for a while, but I am back 
at full strength." 

Punkie is proud of his chiidren and 
the career paths they have chosen. 

"Rachei heips me out at the barn, 
whiie Ashiey and Josh work for top 
trainer Raymond Di Cola. My brother 
Mike heips feiiow trainer Mary 
lacone and sister Daisy rubs the best 
West Virginia-bred in training, Russell 
Road, for James W. Casey." 

Daisy Tobin has been in a 
committed reiationship with veteran 
horseman Lewis Craig Jr. for the past 
10 years and recollects her first job 
on the track as a hot waiker for Aiien 
Gaines. 

"i started on the track at 16 and 
spent time under the shedrows of 
Victor Espinosa, David Yoder and W.T. 
Goff before my current empioyment 
with James W. Casey in 1996. i 
have rubbed some exceptionai 
animais for Mr. Casey, but surprisingly 
Dancing Destiny may top the iist. He 


won the 1999 edition of the 'Onion 
Juice' Breeders Ciassic." 

Daisy has two chiidren with former 
jockey Aiejandro Cruz; Elizabeth 
(walking horses for Mr. Casey whiie 
attending coiiege) and Jesse 
(galloping horses for O'Sullvan Farms 
and trainer John Diiiow). 

''Jesse is oniy 18, but has caught 
the eye of some iocai trainers and 
may have ambitions to one day ride 
(races). Hopefuiiy my daughter wiii 
continue to chase her academic 
dreams as she has seen the rigorous 
road i have chosen for myseif." 

Daisy is aiso very close with 
Mark Russeii, owner of West Virginia 
millionaire Russeii Road. 

''Russeii Road is a great horse and 
definiteiy receives ViP treatment. 
Mark is a hands-on owner who 
always places the welfare of his 
horses first." 

Ms. Tobin recognizes cousin and 
trainer Brian Boyce as a welcome 
addition to the Casey barn when a 
good hand is needed. 

Obviousiy the eider Tobin cian 
has estabiished extensive roots 
in West Virginia racing while the 
past performance charts for the 
children appear to point toward 
uninterrupted service to the industry 
for the future. 

In closing Punkie said,''The racing 
game has iost some of its fan appeai 
and barn expenses are out-of- 
controi, but when the alarm goes 
off tomorrow morning, Jane and i 
will put on a pot of coffee and smile 
when we see the kids hard at work."

10years ago 

B After months of rumors 
that Magna Entertainment 
Corp. would purchase 
Maryland's two major 
Thoroughbred tracks, Pimhco 
and Laurel Park, it appeared a 
deal was close to reality. In 
mid-July, the Maryland Jockey 
Club (corporate owner of 
Laurel and Pimlico) and 
Magna jointly unveiled an 
agreement that would make 
Magna the majority owner of 
the two tracks —and estabhsh 
their combined value at $117.5 
million. 

While MJC president Joe 
DeFrancis would continue to 
manage the tracks on a day-to- 
day basis, Magna would have a 
51 percent voting interest. 

But in early August, com¬ 
ments made by Frank Stronach 
that he would raze Pimlico 
and, during rebuilding, move 
the Preakness, rattled everyone 
in Maryland racing. Efforts 
were underway to ensure that 
the Preakness could not be 
moved out of state. 

B Pennsylvania's leading 
breeder, George Strawbridge, 
was represented by five stakes 
winners in July. 

The victories came at 
five different tracks, and the 
diverse group ranged from a 
7-year-old Grade 1 winner on 


turf to a 2-year-old graded 
stakes-winning fiUy on the dirt. 

The headliner was 
Strawbridge's own With 
Anticipation. The eyecatching, 
nearly white gelding hit the 
wire first for the second con¬ 
secutive year in the Grade 1 
United Nations Handicap. The 
son of Relaunch had ‘Unfin¬ 
ished business," according to 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard, 
after being disquahfied from a 
course record-setting effort in 
the race the previous year. 

With Pat Day aboard. 

With Anticipation tracked the 
early leaders through modest 
fractions before unleashing a 
furious stretch drive, battling 
Denon and Sarafan to win by 
a neck. He broke the course 
record again, this time getting 
H/s miles in 2:12.81. It was the 
gelding's third career Grade 1 
win and pushed his earnings 
past $1.5 miUion. 

On the other end of 
the spectrum. Freedom's 
Daughter, whom Strawbridge 
sold as a yearhng at Saratoga 
for $525,000, took the Grade 
2 SchuylerviUe Stakes on the 
Spa's opening day. Racing for 
Padua Stables and trained by 
Todd Pletcher, the daughter of 
Saint BaUado was undefeated 
in two starts. 

The other Strawbridge 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes 


winners were homebreds 
Rochester and Invest West, 
and Canadian-based juvenile 
Rights Reserved, who was also 
sold as a yearling. 

B A heavy-hitter joined the 
New Jersey sire ranks when 
Joe and Karen Jennings 
announced that Defrere would 
stand the 2003 season at their 
Walnford Stud in Allentown. 

A full brother to champion 
Dehere, the 10-year-old son of 
Deputy Minister out of Sister 
Dot, by Secretariat, had imme¬ 
diate success by siring the likes 
of graded winner Sister Fiona 
and 2002 stakes-winning soph¬ 
omore President Butler. 

“He's gotten a lot of 
2-year-old winners," said Joe 
Jennings. “His runners have 
speed-he is a young staUion 
with a lot of potential." 

Defrere has led the New Jersey 
sires list every year since 2003 and 
was named New Jersey's stallion oj 
the year the pastJour years. 

B Edward P. Evans' home¬ 
bred Summer Colony caught 
Eugene Ford's Maryland-bred 
filly Your Out at the wire to 
win the $600,000 Delaware 
Handicap-G3. The two 4-year- 
olds were separated by a neck. 

It was a breakout year for 
Summer Colony, a daughter 
of Summer Squall trained by 
Mark Hennig. One of the 
nation's leading distaffers, 
the Kentucky-bred launched 
her season defeating Azeri 
in the Grade 2 La Canada at 
Santa Anita while giving Azeri 
weight. 

Your Out's trainer, Graham 
Motion, was nearly in a state 
of shock. “For me to be dis¬ 
appointed is kind of crazy. If 
someone would have asked me 
two months ago if I thought I 
could have been second in the 
Delaware Handicap with Your 
Out against one of the best 
fillies in the country, I would 
have thought they were from 
another planet." 

Summer Colony won the 
Personal Ensign Handicap-G1 


at Saratoga in her next start. 
Campaigned through her 5-year-old 
season, she retired with earnings oJ 
$1,448,930. Your Out raced three 
more times, to push her bankroll 
to $518,710. The next year, the 
Delaware Handicap was elevated to 
Grade 2 status. 

25years ago 

B The Keeneland July Yearling 
sale's second-highest price was 
a $2.9-miliion Maryland-bred 
son of Seattle Slew, sold by 
Mrs. Eleanor Sparenberg's 
Ross Valley Farm. The bay 
colt, given the name Seattle 
Angle, was purchased by D. 
Wayne Lukas, who was said to 
have described the colt as “the 
best Seattle Slew I have ever 
seen." A renowned yearling 
sales buyer, Lukas had trained 
two of Seattle Slew's champion 
offspring, Landaluce and 
Capote. 

The colt, one of three 
seven-figure Maryland-breds 
at the sale, was out of Eclipse 
Award-winning 2-year-old fiUy 
Smart Angle (by Quadrangle). 
Lukas had the mare's 2 and 
3-yeat-olds in his barn. 

Also seUing colts by Cox's 
Ridge and Nijinsky II for 
$460,000 and $200,000 respec¬ 
tively, Ross Valley was the 
fourth-highest consignor by 
average ($1,186,667). 

Maryland and Canadian- 
based Windfields Farm was 
the third-leading consignor 
by gross, as eight yearhngs 
brought $5,185,000. Topping 
their consignment was a 
Maryland-bred full brother 
to Epsom Derby-Gl winner 
Secreto (Northern Dancer— 
Betty's Secret, by Secretariat), 
purchased by Irish trainer 
Vincent O'Brien for $1.4 mil¬ 
lion. Windfields also sold a 
Northern Dancer colt out 
of the Raise a Native mare 
Shake a Leg for $1.3 mil¬ 
lion. The Maryland-bred was 
a full brother to champion 
Danzatore. 

Recently retired Northern 
Dancer was the leading sire 
at the Keeneland select sale 
for the 10th time, with his 13 
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As a yearling at the Keeneland July sale, Maryland-bred and eventual graded 
stakes winner Houston, a son of Seattle Slew, sold for $2.9 million. 


yearlings selling for an average 
of $956,538. The sales-topper 
was his Kentucky-bred son out 
of Secret Asset (by Graustark), 
who brought $3.7 mMon. 

The top two Keeneland yearlings 
were the most expensive sold that 
year Both became stakes winners. 
Northern DancePs colt was English 
group winner Warrshan. The Seattle 
Slew colt, whose name was changed 
to Houston, was one of the most 
touted runners targeting the 1989 
Triple Crown, complete with a 
profile in Sports Illustrated that 
spring While he didn't win a clas¬ 
sic, Houston did win jive of his 11 
starts, three in graded company, and 
earned $240,632 before retiring 
to stud. 

B Local stallions in the 
news: Freshman sire 
Deputy Minister, who 
stood at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md., got 
his first winner when 2-year- 
old Yes Minister, racing in 
the colors of Ernie Samuefs 
Sam-Son Farm, won his first 
start at Woodbine on June 
20. One week later, the colt 
finished second in the $75,000 
Clarendon Stakes-G3. 

Country Life Farm’s Allen’s 
Prospect had a busy first sea¬ 
son at stud, as 65 mares were 
reported bred to the son of 
Mr. Prospector standing at the 
farm in Bel Air, Md. 

Longwood Farm in 
Glenwood, Md., reported the 
death of Turn to Reason, who 
had stood at the farm for 20 
years. The 25-year-old son of 
Hail to Reason sired 11 stakes 
winners, the best his multiple 
graded stakes-winning daugh¬ 
ter Privacy. Others included 
Issue Joined and Leematt. 
Seventy-eight percent of his 
starters were winners. 

Turn to Reason turned out 
to be a solid broodmare sire. His 
daughters produced 29 stakes 
winners, including the likes of 
$527,649-earner Silent Turn and 
$410,733-earnerAm Capable. 

His daughter Turn Capp is the 
third-dam of champion sprinter and 
top sire Smoke Glacken. 

B The newly formed Amateur 
Riders Club of America 
(ARCA) had its first race in 


what was hoped would 
become a series at racetracks 
around the country. The 
organi 2 ation was founded by 
Pierre Bellocq (better known 
to the racing world as Peb) and 
his son Remi Bellocq. It was 
based on the International 
Federation of Gentlemen 
Riders in Europe, with which 
the Bellocqs had competed. 
‘We have always wanted to 
start a club like this in America, 
and this year we decided to 
give it a try,” said Remi Bellocq. 

The first race was held 
at Delaware Park and pit¬ 
ted leading amateur riders 
from Canada, Spain, Sweden, 
Ireland, Great Britain, Italy 
and France, against five 
American amateurs. Colvin 
(Gregg) Ryan, riding Eskimo 
Point (trained by Jonathan 
Sheppard), won for the North 
American team, over Swedish 


rider Chris ter Segner. Remi 
Bellocq was third. Other 
American-based riders were 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
llx McKnight, Joe Gillet, 
and 16-year-old student Sean 
Clancy. 

50years ago 

B The history of Maryland’s 
Country Life Farm included 
many thoughts of its founder, 
Adolphe Pons, supplied by 
his son John Pons. One of 
the best known bloodstock 
advisors in the 1920s and 
1930s, the senior Pons died in 
December 1951. Among those 
who had sought his advice 
over the years were August 
Belmont, Averell Harriman, 
Samuel Riddle, Mereworth 
Farm and Joseph Widener. He 
sold Discovery for Mereworth 
Farm to Alfred Vanderbilt. 


“One thing he said many 
times was that daughters of 
great racemates must always 
be regarded as good poten¬ 
tial broodmares. . . It was his 
thinking that the racemates 
themselves had expended too 
much energy on the tracks to 
be top producers. . . 

“He had much the same 
feeling about stallions. His 
behef with stallions was that 
great race horses may prove 
disappointments as pro- 
g genitors, and, if they do, then 
I acquire their daughters as fast 
I as you can. It was sort of a 
skipped generation theory.” 



Noted Maryland stallion Saggy sired 
Leddysmaun, winner of the first 
Maryland-bred Fund race, held at the 
Bel Air races in the summer of 1962. 

B Glade Valley Farm in 
WalkersviUe, Md., was expand¬ 
ing, as co-owner Dr. Robert 
Leonard set about to make it 
the “finest commercial breed¬ 
ing farm in this area.” 

One of the first steps was 
the purchase of two adjacent 
properties, which tripled the 
size of the historic farm to 
450 acres. 

Glade Valley saw incredible 
success in the 1930s and 1940s 
as the birthplace of Horse 
of the Year Challedon and 
champion racemare GaUorette, 
and was the home to their sire, 
^Challenger II, who died in 
1948. When the farm’s owner, 
William L. Brann, died in 
1951, the farm was purchased 
by Colonel Harry B. Marcus. 

It was with partners Jack 1. 
Bender and Dr. Leonard that 
the farm was set to begin its 
new chapter.

Jim McKay created 
a winner 


Despite being a native of and spend- 
ing his early years in Philadelphia, Jim 
McKay converted to a dyed-in-the-wool 
Marylander. He made that known wher¬ 
ever he traveled-and his traveling was 
extensive, as he went around the world 20 
or more times when hosting ABC-TV s 
Wide World of Sports. 

It is a well told story about his idea 
after visiting the inaugural Breeders’ Cup 
in 1984 that something similar should be 
introduced in Maryland. 

He told his wife Margaret about it, and 
her reply was “Why don’t you do some¬ 
thing about it?”

Maryland Million runners can-and 
do-come from anywhere. But each of 
them must meet certain specified require¬ 
ments in order to qualify as starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stal¬ 
lion must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallions stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated-they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

“We have always wanted to get every 
foal by every nominated stallion in the 
program, and this is the way to do it,” 
said Cricket Goodall, executive director of 
Maryland Million Ltd. “Now when you 
breed to a Maryland Million nominated 
stallion you know that your foal is eligible 
to take advantage of this great program.” 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to 
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second; 1 percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth. 

Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which he is foaled. 

Eleven other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 26 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred in 
Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachusetts, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia have gone to the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Sixty-six of the 
281 events have gone to horses bred out¬ 
side of Maryland.

Maryland-breds have won 215 of the 
281 events (77 percent). 

Ratios have varied from year to year. 
On the inaugural Maryland Million Day 
in 1986, only three Maryland-breds won. 
The following year, they accounted for 
eight of the nine races. In ’93, for the 
first time ever, Maryland-breds swept the 
program—a feat duplicated in 1997 and 
2000. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 
Classic, taking 19 of the 26 runnings. 


Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running. New Jersey-breds 
Frugal Doc (1996) and Cuba (2008) 
and Pennsylvania-breds Sumerset 
(2001), Docent (2002, 2003) and 
Presidentialaffair (2004), were foaled 
outside Maryland borders. Victorious 
Maryland-breds in the Classic are: Little 
Bold John (1987), Mister S. M. (1988), 
Master Speaker (1989), Timely Warning

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A quarter-century 
of memories 

by Joe Kelly 



In the blink of an eye, more than a 
quarter-century has elapsed since the 
inaugural Maryland Million came to frui¬ 
tion in 1986. Maryland’s festive Thor¬ 
oughbred event has had many milestones 
in its 26 runnings to date, and track 
historian Joe Kelly points out some of his 
favorites from the first two years. 

1986 

• The first race on the very first card 
was won by. . . a Canadian-bred! The 
2-year-old filly Smart Halo, sent off the 
second-choice by the 20,103 fans at 
Laurel in the field of six betting inter¬ 
ests, captured the Lassie by a neck over 
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longshot In the Curl. The daughter of 
Windfields Farm sire Smarten was bred 
by the master of Windfields Farm, E.P. 
Taylor, and foaled at Windfields’ Cana¬ 
dian division. She carried the colors of 
Canada’s renowned Sam-Son Farms. 

In the Curl (by Shelter Half) went on 
to make a record total seven Maryland 
Million Day starts, and proved incredibly 
consistent. But while she never finished 
worse than fourth, she also never won. 

• Maryland Million originator Jim 
McKay was concerned about what to 
expect the first year. The size and enthu¬ 
siasm of the turnout delighted him. A 
number of fans shook his hand by way of 


endorsement and the Maryland Million 
passed the test. 

• Also passing the test on the first card 
of nine races was royally-bred Glow. Bred 
by Claiborne Farm and Gamely Corp., 
Sonia Rogers’ 3-year-old son of Northern 
Dancer out of the Buckpasser mare Glisk, 
ridden by Jerry Bailey, won the Turf as the 
overwhelming 1-5 choice. His trainer was 
legendary New York-based Woody Ste¬ 
phens, who saddled five straight Belmont 
S takes-G1 winners. 

• Another revered New York trainer, 

H. Allen Jerkens, the “giant killer,” sad¬ 
dled William Rickman’s homebred First 
Patriot (by Salutely) to win the Nursery as 
the 4-5 favorite. 

1987 

• The Maryland Million at Pimlico 
offered an innovative way to experience 
racing its second year - corporate sponsor 
tents on the infield surrounding the win¬ 
ner’s circle. An instant hit, tents are now 
widely used, particularly at the Preakness, 
where the idea was adopted the following 
spring. 

• Jim McKay was suddenly speechless 
when his family owned and bred Sean’s 
Ferrari bounded home in the Nursery 
with Hall of Fame jockey Laffit Pincay in 
the saddle. A rank outsider, Sean’s Ferrari, 
the second son of Salutely to win the race 
for 2-year-olds, was bred by Jim’s wife, 
Margaret. He was named for the McKay’s 
son Sean (now a CBS executive) who 
dreamed of owning a Ferrari. 

• J. William Boniface trained Sean’s 
Ferrari, one of his three winners on the 
nine-race card. He also conditioned Carey 
Miller’s Angelina County (Oaks winner 
by Rollicking) and Ivy Dell Stud’s Run 
the Gantlet mare Gold Glove (Ladies) in 
an impressive show of horsemanship. 

• The Classic was won easily by 
fan favorite Little Bold John, who was 
ridden by another local favorite, 1983 
Preakness-winning rider Donnie Miller. 
Little Bold John was a son of John Alden, 
who that year stood alongside 1983 
Preakness winner Deputed Testamony 

at the Boniface family’s Bonita Farm in 
Darlington. H 
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"Regal Warrior into the far turn. Eighttofasttocatch now 
playing catch-up with three furlongs left to go, and it's 
Eighttofasttocatch targeting Regal Warrior and catching 
with each and every stride. Not Abroad is third, Cactus 
Charlie is fourth. . . Top of the stretch, Eighttofasttocatch 
has collared and passed Regal Warrior. . ." 


Dave Rodman, one of the best track an¬ 
nouncers in the business, gave fans another 
of his patented calls - accurate, informative 
and entertaining - as Eighttofasttocatch 
drove to victory in last year’s Maryland 
Million Classic. The voice of Maryland 
racing since 1991, Rodman has provided 
play-by-play for the Maryland Million for 
21 years. 

It is Rodman, sitting high above the 
crowd in the somewhat claustrophobic 
announcer booth on top of the stands, who 
keeps fans informed on a daily basis. It is 
his voice heard during announcements, 
providing up-to-date race changes, remind¬ 
ing bettors how many minutes to post for 
the next live race. 

Rodman’s voice has guided his career 
since his teenage years growing up in 
Louisiana, when he set out to be a radio 
disc jockey. Diligence and practice paid off 
when he got his first job as a DJ, when all of 
16, at a local top-40 station. Within a few 
years he had moved on to a larger market, 
WTIX-AM in New Orleans. 

Station changes eventually led to a 
career change and Rodman’s move to the 
racetrack. Introduced to the sport when his 
father took him to Jefferson Downs and 
Fair Grounds when he was in grade school, 
he became a hotwalker in his early 20s and 
for a time worked for big-name trainers 
Frank Brothers and Jack Van Berg. 

Rodman was handed the microphone 
and called his first race at Jefferson Downs 
in Louisiana in 1981. Three years later, 
he became track announcer at Louisiana 
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Downs. And when new management took 
over the Maryland Jockey Club in the 
early 1990s, a search for a track announcer 
brought Rodman to Maryland. 

Rodman recently shared a few of his 
Maryland Million memories from his 
birds-eye view. 

Memorable Maryland 
Million races... 

“Close finishes are always exciting. The 
2003 Classic with Docent and Presiden- 
tialaffair - very very close and down to 
the wire.” Docent won that year, his second 
Classic in a row, by getting up in the final 
jump to nail pacesetter Presidentialafiair by 
a nose. 

A Classic from in the mid-1990s always 
comes to mind for Rodman as well, because 
of the efifirt ofrunnerup Marys Buckaroo. 

“I was offered a piece of that horse 
before he raced-1 think for $5,000 for a 
quarter of him. In my great horse sense 
and wisdom, I said no. So $723,000 
later. . . 

“He was always a favorite of mine, 
since I knew the connections person¬ 
ally [trainer and co-owner Mary JoAnne 
Hughes and her husband. Bill Brasaemle, 
who works for Equibase, and prior to that 
Daily Racing Form ]. I work with Bill every 
day in the press box, a real great guy and a 
good friend. 

“So I was always rooting for Mary’s 
Buckaroo, and watched the bankroll build 
and build and build. But I remember in 


a driving rainstorm he ran second in the 
1995 Classic. 

“You could hardly see, it was an 
absolute downpour, probably one of the 
worst Maryland Million visibility races 
I remember. I don’t think he and [win¬ 
ner] Brilliant Patriot changed positions 
too much. I was trying to see, and root 
silently for him at the same time. But he 
will always be a horse that I’ll remember. 
A big gray. And just kind of a modest 
pedigree.” Five times Mary s Buckaroo ran 
on Maryland Million Day, the first in 1995, 
and twice he finished second in the Classic. 

He retired with earnings of $723,895. 

Other memorable 
horses... 

Bens Cat-''An exceptional horse for 
King [Leatherbury], and he’s looking 
for another win this year. When you get 
horses who are fan favorites like that, on 
Maryland Million Day, it makes it even 
more interesting.” 

La Reines Terms—"You. gotta root for 
the old veterans, like La Reine’s Terms 
who at the age of 10 won the Turf [to go 
with his win in the same race three years 
earlier].” 

Winsox-"Ca:t 2 in horses you can 
remember, like Winsox, big blaze-that’s 
a way you can identify a horse-but he 
was always a neat horse to watch run 
when he was in contention coming down 
the stretch because all you’d see was that 
big white face coming at ’cha. . . he won 
back-to-back Turfs [in 1997 and 1998]. 

So memorable in flashbacks. 

FrugalDoc-"¥or some reason I 
remember Frugal Doc, he ran something 
like five or six times [in Maryland Million 
races] and he was just a hard-knocking 
horse who gave his best in every race. 

He was 9 when he won the Classic.” 

New Jersey-bred Frugal Doc appeared six 
times in the Maryland Million, winning the 
Classic in his swan song in 1996. He had 
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previously finished second twice, third once 
andfourth once. 

“There have been a lot of fan favorites, 
and consistent horses, like Silmaril, Gin 
Talking, Urbane. Headline star horses, 
not only from the region but for the 
nation, like [multiple Grade 1-winning 
millioniare] Urbane. [Three-time Ladies 
winner] Mz. Zill Bear was very memo¬ 
rable. 

“So horses who have been around and 
campaigned a while that the fans know 
day in and day out, its nice to see them 
step up in the spotlight on Million Day.” 

Memorable people... 

“Jim McKay used to come out. So to see 
such an icon - [the Maryland Million] was 
his idea - and he actively participated every 
year. I always remember that. It was his 
concept, his baby.” 

A horse of historic 
proportions. .. 

Rodmansfirst Maryland Million in 
1991 was a year ofhigh achievementfor race 
participants. Countus In captured her third 
consecutive Ladies; Timely Warning won his 
second consecutive Classic. But the biggest 
star was Eclipse Award-winning sprinter 
Safely Kept, who was going for her third 
straight victory in the Distaff Handicap. 

“Safely Kept-she was a headline horse. 
You look back at the chart of that race, 
and its not a misprint - it s hard to believe 
she carried 130 pounds. 

“You tell me how many horses carried 
130 pounds in Maryland since then, I 
don’t think any horse has. . . The highest 
weight I recall since was Skip Away-I 
remember calling him with 128 [in the 
1998 Pimlico Special]. 

“The fact she carried that much weight 
escaped me until looking at the winners 
that year and looking at the chart. Gary 
Stevens rode her and the fact he was still 
active in the prime of his career and came 
to Maryland was a real special moment. 

“You tell a trainer that your horse is 
going to carry 130 pounds, are you going 
to run? And most people would run the 
other way. A special horse and a special 
rider. It was a handicap, a real race where 
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real weights were given and trainers ac¬ 
cepted it. 

“That is part of Maryland racing his¬ 
tory, one of the feats of the decade. I don’t 
recall any horse carrying that much ever 
since.” 

Race day preparation... 

“First and foremost, my job is calling 
the races. So I have to prepare number 
one for that. I look at the entries when 
they come out and because I also do some 
handicapping for the track with Frank 
[Garulli] and we do a TV show, we pick 
our picks for all the races, so I’m pretty 
well prepared. 

“The way I do that is to go through 
the Daily Racing Form past performances, 
and use the DRF Formulator, to look at 
the numbers and the way the race is going 
to set up. 

“Another big part is looking at replays, 
especially for the 2-year-old races, because 
I possibly haven’t seen those horses run. 

I familiarize myself with the silks, the 
horse’s running style. 

“I also watch replays of familiar horses 
who run year to year but have maybe 
run out of town during the summer 
months. I’ll recap video replays of those 
horses. Especially if a horse had been in 
trouble —that interests me to see why they 
ran so poorly or easily. If comments say 
‘handily’ I’ll check that horse out. So I do 
check a lot of the replays.” 


Sloppy tracks and 
flashing colors... 

“I identify horses in the race call by 
the owner’s silks worn by the jockeys. As 
each horse comes on the track [for the 
post parade]. I’ll mark them down in the 
program, repeat each horse over and over 
in my head, three or four or five times. 

But maybe about three minutes to post. 

I’ll put the binoculars down, take my 
eyes away and try to run them down in a 
random order, in a scattered kind of fash¬ 
ion to do a memory test. . . give myself a 
memory pop-quiz. 

“Any race on any day. I’m trying to 
pick one particular characteristic that 
stands out-a pattern of silks [for ex¬ 
ample, lime green], blinkers [red]. If more 
than one horse is wearing blue, then you 
have to go to other ways of identification. 

“When looking at the names of 
Maryland Million winners, I can al¬ 
most tell you what the silks are. . . Gin 
Talking with Skeedattle has green with 
yellow bars on sleeves. . . Silmaril with 
Stephen Quick-dark green silks. . . 

Sweet Goodbye, William Harris, red and 
black—which is a common color, but you 
get to know the pattern of the silks. La 
Reine’s Terms, the Benders’ colors, very 
easy to remember. 

“I rarely go by saddle towels. It’s good 
we have standard color saddle towels, 
but that’s not how I keep track of them, 
although they are sometimes a savior on a 
rainy or sloppy day, when a horse is com¬ 
ing from out of the clouds and the silks 
are covered with mud and you catch a 
glimpse of the green saddle towel and you 
say, it is the 5. . .” 

“My equipment is a 15x60 [binocu¬ 
lars] - 15 magnification is pretty strong; 

60 is the amount of light it lets in so you 
can see during the darker days-60 lets 
in quite a bit of light. I mount them on a 
monopod to keep them steady. 

“They are great optics. The normal 
person at the track probably has a 10x30 
set. 

“I use binoculars comparable to those 
like Trevor [Denman], Tom [Durkin] and 
Larry [Gollmus]. It’s necessary to have the 
power to be able to see the detail of the 
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silks and the caps and the equipment. The 
15x power is necessary to see the details of 
the action of the race. 

“I try to get through the field a couple 
of times, minimum. It depends on the 
length of the race. Midway on the turn 
on, you try to pick up on horses doing 
the most running, the contenders. 

“Its different now, we have many more 
5, 5 !d'furlong races than we used to. So 
sometimes you can only expect to get 
through the field one time. Depending 
on if something happens up front, a horse 
gets shuffled back, and then you have to 
go back to the front.” 

Name game... 

The hardest name to call- “Anything by 
Not For Love. Hes such a prolific horse, 
the hardest part of the day is keeping the 
Loves straight. You just go down the list 
[of starters] and a lot of times theyll wind 
up in the same race. . . you 11 get the name 
of the headline horse in your head, its 
tough to get that name out of your head, 
especially with the newer horses. Im sure 
IVe called one ‘Not For Love’ at one time. 

“I’m happy he’s such a great sire, but 
sometimes you have to work extra hard to 
not confuse one particular horse from one 
race with a horse from another race. Or 
even two horses with similar names in the 
same race. Which has happened. It can 
be intimidating, especially if you really 
do make a mistake. Or the worst part is if 
you think you made a mistake but you’re 
not sure. Your memory starts playing 
mind games with you. 

Adding color to the race calls - “Some- 
times I’ll put a few pop music references, 
being a former DJ. Remember a horse 
called Jorgie Stover? There is a Jimi Flen- 
drix song with ‘move over. . . take over.’ 

So during the race call I would just go, 
‘here comes Jorgie Stover move over, let 
Jorgie Stover take over.’ It’s a take off of 
a rock song. That’s just some of the little 
twists on the words that I do. They may 
get by most people, but sometimes people 
will say, ‘I got it.’ 

“Sometimes you can play around with 
horses names a little bit.”

Millonaires on Maryland Million Day. 
What could be more natural? 

The honor roll of winners of Maryland 
Million Day races over the events 26'year 
history includes seven millionaires. And 
more than 50 of the winners completed 
their careers with earnings in excess of a 
half-million dollars. 

Durable mares and hard-knocking 
geldings make up the stellar list’s larg¬ 
est contingent. But tops of the group is 
$3,270,131-earner and multiple Grade 1 
winner Awad. 

The son of Caveat, who died at the 
age of 21 in July 2011, ran twice on 
Maryland Million Day cards. Following a 
second-place finish, when beaten a neck, 
in the inaugural running of the Maryland 
Million Juvenile Turf in 1992 (which inci¬ 
dentally was taken off the turf due to soft 
conditions), Awad returned the next year 
to capture the Maryland Million Turf. 
That win was one of four stakes for the 
year for Awad, which included Arlington 
Park’s Grade 1 Secretariat Stakes. And it 
was just the beginning of an illustrious 
career in which Awad won or placed in 30 
stakes, 23 graded-11 Grade 1 - from ages 
2 to 7. When he retired to stud, he joined 
the roster at Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City, which had been 
home to his classic-winning sire. Among 
his offspring is 2008 Maryland Million 
Handicap winner Let Me Be Frank. 

The most financially successful group 
of winners from a particular Maryland 
Million race are those who took the glory 
in the feature event, the Maryland Million 
Classic. The 23 winners of the Classic 
(three won the race twice) earned a com¬ 
bined $14.3 million, for average earnings 
per runner of $624,329. The impressive 
list is led by the 1987 Classic winner 
Little Bold John, who captured a total of 
25 stakes during his 105-start career and 
earned $1,956,406. H
